Within  a few  years  we  have  spent 
fiver  $100,000  for  the  installation  of 
pfinkler  systems  in  the  basements  of 
wme  of  our  schools  and  other  changes 
nave  been  made  in  our  Public  Build- 
ngs  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
JiMre  Hazard  Commission  and  the  State 
(Police. 

»The  only  insurance  carried  at  pres- 
ent on  any  of  our  public  buildings  is 
bn  the  following: — Oak  Hill  School, 
jCity  Home,  dwelling  house  on  school 
(lot  Day  Junior  High,  contents  of  pub- 
lic library. 

!n  1910  a Municipal  Building  In- 
isurance  Fund  was  started  with  an  ap- 
propriation of  $25,000.  No  appropria- 
tions have  been  made  to  this  Fund 
;since  1914.  The  record  of  the  Fund 
is  as  follows:

*ln  order  to  know  accurately  the 
cost,  of  insuring  all  city  buildings  it 
is  necessary  to  know  the  present 
sound  value  of  each.  This  can  be  de 
termined  only  by  an  appraisal.  We 
f have  been  unable  to  secure  such  an 
appraisal  because  no  funds  for  de- 
fraying the  cost  (about  $1500)  are  at 
our  disposal.  While  desirable,  your 
Committee  has  therefor  found  it  im- 
practical to  attempt  to  determine  the 
annual  cost  of  insuring  all  city  build-

ings  and  has  proceeded  without  this 
data. 

We  come  then  to  consider  what 
course  should  be  followed  with  re- 
spect to  carrying  insurance  on  city 
buildings.  The  real  question  as  we 
see  it  is.  whether  or  not  the  city  is 
now  in  a position  to  properly  carry 
its  own  Fire  Hazard  on  all  its  public 
buildings,  including  their  contents. 

There  are  three  alternative  plans: 

Plan  I.  Carry  no  direct  insurance 
and  let  the  present  insurance  fund  ac- 
cumulate. 

This  is  the  course  that  we  are  now 
following.  In  case  of  a loss  we  may 
get  the  necessary  money  for  replace- 
ment out  of  the  Insurance  fund  so  far 
as  it  will  go,  or  we  may  get  it  by 
borrowing  or  out  of  the  tax  levy. 

This  plan  may  work  well  enough  in 
case  of  small  losses  but  it  is  open  to 
the  objection  that  in  case  of  a serious 
Are  in  one  of  the  larger  buildings  the 
Insurance  Fund  would  furnish  only  a 
small  proportion  of  the  replacement 
cost,  that  our  borrowing  capacity 
might  be  insufficient  to  furnish  the 
balance  of  the  replacement  cost  and 
we  would  then  find  ourselves  obliged 
either  to  place  a considerable  sum 
in  the  current  tax  levy,  with  its  con- 
sequent increase  in  tax  rate,  or  to  ask 
authority  from  the  Legislature  to 
borrow  outside  our  debt  limit. 

The  Legislature  apparently  does  not 
look  with  favor  on  giving  full  relief 
outside  the  debt  limit  but  insists  on 
some  proportion  of  the  replacement 
cost  being  put  in  the  tax  levy.  From 
state  authorities  we  learn  that  there 
is  a general  complaint  that  munici- 
palities would  exhaust  their  borrow- 
ing capacity  for  general  improve- 
ments and  then  seek  legislation  for 
borrowing  outside  the  debt  limit  for 
school  buildings,  knowing  that  the 
subject  of  education  was  a tender  one 
and  affects  a larger  number  of  our 
inhabitants  than  any  other  one  acti- 
vity of  government.  It  has  been  pre- 
dicted that  the  pay-as-you-go  policy 
will  be  increasingly  popular  with  the 
Legislature. 

There  is  a further  serious  objection 
to  this  plan  that  in  case  of  de- 
struction of  one  of  our  larger  build- 
ings which  has  been  financed  by  bonds 
still  outstanding,  future  generations 
will  be  obliged  to  pay  bonds  issued 
for  a structure  which  no  longer  exists. 
It  would  sepm  to  follow  that  buildings 
not  fully  paid  for.  at  least,  should  be 
covered  by  direct  insurance.  This 
principle  appears  to  apply  with 
special  significance  to  buildings  con- 
structed of  inflammable  materials  and 
presenting  a real  fire  hazard 

It  seems  almost  axiomatic  as  stated

A third  hearing  on  the  petition  of 
the  Central  Garage  Inc.  for  a 150-car 
garage  in  Newtonville  was  held  at 
the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen, 
Monday  night,  and  considerable  op- 
position was  presented.  At  the  meet- 
ing of  December  29th  the  hoard  was 
about  to  grant  the  permit  when,  at 
the  motion  of  Alderman  O’Connell,  the 
matter  was  referred  back  to  the  com- 
mittee for  further  consideration  of 
the  element  of  danger. 

Mr.  William  V.  Hayden,  appearing 
for  the  petitioners  for  the  third  time, 
said  that  the  garage  would  replace 
the  old  buildings  used  as  a livery  sta- 
ble. and  which  had  fallen  into  a sad 
state  of  disuse  due  to  the  advent  of 
motor  vehicles  and  the  subsequent  de- 
cline of  the  livery  stable  business.  The 
land  on  which  the  garage  is  to  be 
erected  is  valued  at  $1.00  a square 
loot,  and  the  amount  of  property  was 
about  22.000  sq.  ft.  There  is  no  street 
frontage,  but  there  would  be  five 
means  of  egress  and  exit.  Mr.  Haynes, 
one  of  the  owners  of  the  property,  had 
appeared  before  the  License  Commit- 
tee and  had  gone  over  the  plans  and 
sketches  with  them  and  agreed  to 
certain  restrictions  they  had  thought 
advisable,  regarding  the  safety  of 
passers-by  and  the  setting  back  of 
i the  building  from  the  lot  line  so  as 
not  to  encroach  upon  the  public  way. 
Mr.  Hayden  said  that  the  element  of 
danger  appeared  to  be  the  strongest 
argument  which  kept  the  Board  from 
1 granting  the  permit.  He  could  not 
conceive  of  any  building  of  a public 
or  commercial  nature  being  erected 
anywhere  without  there  being  an  ele- 
: inent  of  danger  introduced,  and  he 
asked  the  Board  to  legislate  so  as 
to  reduce  this  element  to  a minimum 
and  that  such  recommendations  would 
be  agreed  to  and  exits  and  entrances 
would  be  used  as  the  Board  wished. 
Citing  situations  at  other  garages 
nearby.  Mr.  Hayden  claimed  that  the 
Turgeon  garage,  which  held  100  cars, 
was  not  one  building  but  a series  of 
! several  buildings  connected  by  a nar- 
• row  runway  and  possessed  only  one 
means  of  entrance,  and  that  the  Cen- 
tral garage  would  have  five  times  as 
many,  giving  five  times  the  element 
of  safety.  “How  many  accidents  have 
occurred  there?  None.  Going  the 

other  way  there  is  Weed’s  garage,  at 
I one  time  a church,  never  meant  for 
a garage,  but  remodeled  to  conform 
with  the  building  laws.  Only  one 

oxit  here,  and  although  the  door  is

25  ft.  from  tho  sidewalk  the  building 
on  one  side  of  the  driveway  is  flush 
with  the  street  line,  obscuring  on  one 
side  the  view  of  either  the  pedestrian 
or  the  motorist  coming  out  of  the  ga- 
rage, but  still  there  has  never  been 
an  accident  there. 

Referring  to  the  fact  that  the  prop- 
erty was  in  the  business  zone.  Mr. 
Hayden  said  that  anybody  buying 
property  there  since  the  zoning  law 
was  passed  and  intending  to  use  such 
property  for  residential  purposes 
bought  at  their  own  peril.  Mr.  Weed 
had  objected,  not  because  he  was  a 
competitor  In  the  garage  business,  but 
because  he  had  bought  property  and 
a dwelling  on  adjacent  land.  He  sym- 
pathized with  Mr.  Weed  at  first  until 
he  overheard  Mr.  Weed  say  he  would 
lose  over  $3300,  but  when  Mr.  Weed 
had  been  asked  to  set  a price  on  his 
property  and  had  been  offered  a de- 
posit. he  jumped  his  price  from  $9,000 
to  $10,000.  The  people  behind  the 
project  are  not  speculators  or  real 
estate  operators.  The  promoters  are 
Mr.  Haynes  Mr.  Wellman,  and  Mr. 
MacDonald.  Mr.  Haynes  since  last 
March  has  been  instrumental  in  the 
development  of  Randlett  Pk..  West 
Newton,  and  other  localities  totaling 
56  house  lots  and  bringing  to  the  city 
an  assessment  on  one-half  a million 
dollars  in  houses.  The  proposition 
was  a sound,  honest  and  legitimate 
one.  and  the  land  had  been  bought 
for  business  purposes.  It  was  too  ex- 
pensive a proposition  to  erect  a stor- 
age warehouse,  as  suggested  by  one 
member  of  the  Board.  The  written 
approval  of  Mr.  Kingsbury,  owner  of 
the  Colonna  apartments  on  Walnut 
street,  Mr.  Quinlan,  owner  of  prop- 
erty on  the  west,  and  Mr.  Claflin.  own- 
er of  Claflin  Block  on  Washington 
street  had  been  obtained.  This  prop- 
erty has  an  assessed  valuation  of 
about  $300,000,  and  that  these  men 
w-ere  the  ones  most  vitally  interested 
in  the  disposition  of  the  land  upon 
which  it  is  proposed  to  erect  the  ga- 
rage. Mr.  Freeman  and  his  associates 
had  bought  their  land  on  speculation 
and  while  they  are  improving  it  they 
know  just  as  much  about  the  zoning 
law  as  anyone  and  when  they  come 
here  and  say  that  if  they  had  known 
a garage  was  contemplated,  “I  say 
they  do  not  come  in  with  clean 
hands.” 

Mr.  Hayden  said  that  the  way  mat- 
ters stood  now  all  that  the  owners 
were  getting  were  $20  a month  rent 
(Continued  on  Page  5.)

OUR  WASHINGTON  LETTER 

Washington.  Feb.  4 — International 
affairs  have  forged  to  the  front  dur- 
ing the  week  as  topics  for  discussion 
by  im'ii  in  public  life  here.  Not  oven 
thi*  eclipse,  a rare  phenomena  casting 
an  unearthly  shadow,  could  divert 
\>nic  legislators  from  their  plans  to 
subordinate  domestic  matters.  The 
international  atmosphere  seems  to 
permeate  the  Senate  and  House  at 
present. 

Senator  Borah,  Chairman  of  the 
Senate  Foreign  Relations  Committee, 
has  been  giving  vent  to  some  of  his 
personal  views  on  the  French  debt. 
He  has  indulged  in  what  may  be 
rightly  termed  a long-distance  debate 
with  a member  of  the  French  Cham- 
ber of  Deputies.  There  has  been 
some  criticism  here  that  it  is  not  the 
best  form  of  statesmanship  and  even 
lacking  in  dignity.  Some  have  gone 
so  far  as  to  say  that  the  speeches  in 
the  American-French  assemblies  bor- 
dered on  the  theatric.  The  subject 
has  received  some  consideration  in 
the  House  where  many  members  are 
concerned  over  the  possibilities  of 
cancellation  of  the  French  debt. 
Members  of  Congress  are  indignant  at 
the  attitude  of  some  American  citi- 
zens who  spend  a large  part^of  their 
time  abroad  and  are  constantly  going 
to  the  French  authorities  representing 
themselves  as  spokesmen  for  Ameri- 
can opinion.  It  was  stated  in  the 
House  this  week  that  many  French 
ollicials  are  deluded  by  these  indi- 
viduals who  are  usually  self-per- 
suaded in  the  pleasing  belief  that  they 
represent  sentiment  from  Congress. 

Inasmuch  as  the  foreign  debts  will 
be  talked  about  for  sometime,  it  is  in- 
teresting to  note  the  position  of  this 
country  in  this  matter.  The  total 
amount  of  indebtedness  of  foreign  na- 
tions at  this  time  is  in  excess  of 
twelve  billion  dollars,  including  in- 
terest. About  42  per  cent  of  this  debt 
has  been  funded  but  more  than  half 
still  remains  without  any  definite 
agreement  as  to  the  time  of  payment 
and  other  matters.  It  is  proposed  to 
extend  the  life  of  the  World  War  Debt 
Commission  which  otherwise  would 
go  out  of  existence  on  February  9. 
According  to  Senator  Borah  the 
French  would  not  be  asked  to  pay 
more  than  50  cents  on  the  dollar  on 
their  loans  which  he  regards  as  a 
generous  attitude  on  the  part  of  this 
country. 

The  immigration  issues  which 
raked  the  country  last  year  will,  in  a 
small  way,  be  revived  within  a few 
days.  The  House  will  be  asked  to  en- 
act more  drastic  deportation  laws. 
The  supporters  of  this  legislation  in- 
sist that  these  changes  are  essential 
to  the  welfare  of  the  country.  It  is 
proposed  to  simplify  the  procedure  in 
deporting  aliens  who  violate  American 
laws,  particularly  the  Volstead  Act. 
The  proposed  bill  would  permit  the 
deportation  of  those  entering  the 
country  illegally  and  those  who  over- 
stay authorized  visit.  There  are 
several  provisions  to  cover  aliens  who 
might  become  public  charges.  Though 
this  bill  may  pass  the  House,  it>  is 
doubtful  if  it  will  receive  considera- 
tion from  the  Senate  before  adjourn- 
ment.

IMPRESSIONS  OF  THE  WEST 

One  of  the  chief  attractions  of  the 
Yosemlto  Is  the  extraordinary  height 
of  the  waterfalls  which  pour  over  the 
rim. 

The  Yosemlto  Falls,  drops  1.430  ft. 
in  one  fall,  a height  equal  to  nine  Nla- 
gras.  Vernal  Falls  drops  320  ft.,  Ne- 
vada Falls,  594  ft.,  the  celebrated  Bri- 
dal Falls,  620  ft.,  while  the  Ribbon 
gurus.  Vernal  Falls  drops  320  ft..  No- 
sheer, a straight  fall  nearly  ten  times 
as  great  as  that  of  Niagara. 

Because  of  the  extreme  drought  this 
year,  only  three  of  the  Falla  were  go- 
ing at  the  time  of  our  visit,  the  Ver- 
nal. Nevada,  and  Bridal  Falls,  and 
these  very  feebly. 

One  evening  the  party  went  to  see 
the  famous  "Firefall.”  From  Glacier 
Point,  one  of  the  highest  points  in  the 
valley,  burning  embers  are  hurled 
over  the  face  of  the  cliff.  Because  of 
t lie  extreme  height,  these  die  out  be- 
fore reaching  the  bottom.  The  effect 
is  that  of  a golden  waterfall. 

Another  unique  trip  was  to  see  the 
feeding  of  the  bears  which  abound  in 
this  region.  These  were  fed  regular- 
ly every  night  at  a point  across  the 
Merced  River  on  a raised  platform 
lighted  by  electricity. 

It  was  an  unforgetahle  sight  to  see 
the  creatures  of  the  wild  come  steal- 
ing out  of  the  black  shadows  of  the 
forest  to  seek  food.  One  huge  cinna- 
mon hear  walked  right  on  to  the  plat- 
form itself  and  looked  about  as  if  to 
say,  "Who  dares  deny  my  right  here?” 
On  the  night  on  which  our  party  vis- 
ited them  nine  hears  came  to  the  plat- 
form. seized  their  food,  and  disap- 
peared into  the  forest.  We.  in  the 
meantime,  were  on  the  other  side  of 
the  river  in  the  darkness. 

From  the  Yosemite.  the  party  con- 
tinued its  journey  to  Los  Angeles.  We 
found  the  city  very  crowded,  hot,  atid 
dusty. 

Our  first  trip  was  to  Pasadena  by 
way  of  the  alligator  and  ostrich  farms. 
The  former  had  a horrible  fascina- 
tion. and  the  latter  was  an  interesting 
sight  especially  at  dinner  time,  when 
the  feeding  of  oranges  to  the  ostriches 
was  a special  feature. 

Pasadena  has  grown  very  greatly 
during  the  last  half  dozen  years.  It 
bears  the  same  relation  to  Los  Angeles 
that  Newton  does  to  Boston,  being 
about  the  same  distance  away  and 
largely  a commuting  city. 

There  are  very  many  beauti- 
ful homes  in  Pasadena.  One  street  is 
known  as  "the  street  of  the  million- 
aires.” A range  of  mountains,  of 
which  Mt.  Lowe  and  Mt.  Wilson  are 
the  highest,  forms  the  picturesque 
background  of  the  city.  In  the  Spring 
after  the  winter  rains,  these,  covered 
with  snow,  make  a most  effective 
background  for  the  orange  trees,  pep- 
per trees,  and  poppies  in  the  valley  be- 
low. 

Spring  comes  with  a rush  in  Pasa- 
dena. as  everywhere  in  California. 
There  is  a fragrance  in  the  air,  and 
a soft  allurement  in  the  breezes  that 
makes  a singular  appeal  to  the  East- 
erner who  comes  from  the  cold  and 
wet  of  our  New  England  winters.  But. 
at  the  time  of  our  visit,  in  September, 
the  whole  city  was  covered  with  dust, 
and  a haze  hung  over  the  mountains, 
making  them  almost  invisible. 

Our  second  trip  was  to  Hollywood 
where,  naturally,  the  moving  pictures 
were  our  first  object  of  interest.  A 
few  years  ago  visitors  were  taken  into 
the  studios  themselves  and  allowed 
to  see  the  taking  of  the  pictures,  but, 
recently,  the  authorities  have  become 
much  more  strict,  and  we  had  to  con- 
tent ourselves  with  glimpses  from  the 
outside 

These,  however,  proved  most  fascin- 
ating.

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EDITORIAL 


We  print  this  week  the  full  report 
of  the  aldermanic  committee  on  the 
question  of  insurance  of  city  buildings. 
We  do  this  that  all  our  readers  may 
inform  themselves  on  this  question 
which,  if  adopted,  radically  changes 
the  policy  of  the  city  for  the  past  fifty 
years.  We  recognize  the  fact  that 
there  are  two  sides  to  the  matter  and 
there  is  considerable  merit  to  the  argu- 
ments advanced  by  the  committee  in 
both  majority  and  minority  reports. 
The  question  has.  however,  been  thor- 
oughly considered  at  various  times 
during  the  past  thirty  years  by  hard 
headed  business  men  and  the  present 
policy  of  the  city  acting  as  its  own 
insurer  has  been  repeatedly  approved. 
If  the  present  administration  during 
its  eleven  years  of  management  of  the 
city’s  affairs,  had  continued  the  wise 
policy  of  an  annual  contribution  to  the 
Municipal  Insurance  Fund  established 
in  1910.  and  to  which  it  was  expected 
annual  contributions  of  $10,000  was  to 
be  made,  we  would  have  today  a fund 
ample  to  cover  any  serious  loss  which 
we  might  incur  from  fire  in  our  city 
buildings.  The  present  committee  rec- 
ognizes the  value  of  that  policy  and 
recommends  its  re-establishment,  to- 
gether with  partial  insurance  of  city 
buildings  while  that  fund  is  being 
augmented  to  $300,000.  Mr.  Hollis’ 
report  was  what  we  expected  when  we 
called  attention  to  his  membership  on 
the  committee  when  it  was  appointed. 
Mr.  Hollis  is  in  the  insurance  business 
and  naturally  looks  at  this  question 
from  the  standpoint  of  an  insurance 
man. 

We  wonder  if  our  tax  payers  fully 
appreciate  the  recent  opinion  of  the 
Supreme  court  in  regard  to  the  power 
of  the  school  committee  over  teachers’ 
salaries.  The  court  says  that  “In  the 
exercise  of  their  honest  judgment  on 
the  question  of  salaries  for  teachers, 
the  school  committee  are  not  re- 
stricted to  the  amounts  appropriated.” 

This  means  that  the  tax  levying 
power  of  the  city  government,  i.  e.. 
the  board  of  aldermen,  must  provide 
whatever  funds  the  school  committee 
demands  for  teachers'  salaries  and 
means  in  essence  that  the  budget  sys- 
tem required  by  the  state  is  absolute- 
ly useless  so  far  as  school  appropria- 
tions are  concerned.  The  court 
further  states  that  “The  only  super- 
vision which  the  city  council  or  towns 
can  exercise  over  the  school  commit-  J 
tee  is  to  vote  to  close  the  schools  after

UNDER  TIIE  GILDER  DOME 

This  fweek  has  been  marked  hv  a 
large  number  of  hearings  by  commit* 
tees  and  an  unusual  promptness  In  re-4 
ports  to  each  branch. 

The  committee  on  Taxation  heard  an 
interesting  proposition  this  week  made 
by  Mr.  Philip  Nichols  of  this  city,  an 
acknowledged  expert  on  taxation  mat- 
ters. to  the  (>ffect  thnt  the  amount  of 
the  poll  tax  assessed  on  each  male 
person  should  depend  on  the  amount 
of  the  budget  raised  by  taxation.  It 
was  Mr.  Nichols  thought  that  in  this 
manner  the  city  budget  would  be  a 
matter  of  interest  to  every  poll  tax 
payer,  who  now  pays  a flat  $2.00. 

Mr.  Francis  W.  Dana  of  Waban  was 
one  of  the  advocates  of  a bill  to  regu- 
late the  matter  of  cleansing  and  dye- 
ing. There  was  strenuous  opposition 
from  hundreds  of  small  tailors  who 
said  that  this  bill  would  drive  them 
out  of  business.  The  committee  re- 
ported adversely  on  the  bill. 

The  writer  spoke  this  week  on  his 
bill  to  change  the  primary  day  from 
September  to  June  in  order  to  prevent 
campaigning  during  the  summer 
months  as  well  as  to  hold  the  pri- 
mary while  people  were  at  home. 

Rev.  Harry  W.  Kimball,  a former 
resident  of  Newton  Highlands,  has 
been  appointed  chaplain  of  the  House. 

Mr.  Francis  W.  Sprague.  2nd.  clerk 
of  the  Newton  Police  court,  has  filed 
a bill  to  allow  him  to  appoint  an  as- 
sistant clerk. 

Representative  Luitwieler  has  filed  a 
bill  to  stiffen  the  punishment  for  oper- 
ating motor  vehicles  while  under  the 
influence  of  liquor.  The  bill  requires 
a report  from  the  Registrar  of  Motor 
Vehicles  before  imposing  sentence  and 
prohibits  the  filing  of  the  case  or  the 
power  to  suspend  the  execution  of  the 
sentence. 

Representative  Saltoustall  has  filed 
a long  bill  to  require  owners  of  motor 
vehicles  to  furnish  security  for  dam- 
ages caused  by  personal  injuries  and 
property  losses. 

Senator  Moyse  of  Waltham  has  filed 
a bill  asking  for  an  investigation  of  an 
extension  of  the  Charles  River  boule- 
vard from  Galen  street,  Watertown,  to 
Elm  street.  Waltham. 

The  annual  proposition  for  a Greater 
Boston  took  the  form  this  year  of  a 
petition  of  Mayor  Curley  for  a com- 
mission to  investigate  the  matter.  It 
was  given  a hearing  this  week  and  had 
but  one  remonstrant,  the  town  counsel 
of  Milton.  The  little  interest  mani- 
fested in  the  project  will  probably  in- 
duce the  committee  to  give  it  the  usual 
report  of  leave  to  withdraw. 

There  was  a large  attendance  at  the 
hearing  Wednesday  on  the  proposed 
ratification  of  the  child  labor  amend- 
ment to  the  Federal  constitution.  It 
will  be  recalled  that  this  matter  was 
submitted  to  the  people  for  an  opinion 
last  November  and  was  overwhelming- 
ly defeated.  The  formal  action,  how- 
ever. must  be  taken  by  the  Legislature 
and  a strong  attempt  is  being  made  to 
have  it  ratify  the  amendment  regard- 
less of  the  vote  last  fall.

Science  Poor  Second 

in  Light  Production 

What  is  the  most  efficient  light  in 
the  world? 

Some  people  might  vote  at  once  for 
the  “last  word"  of  science  in  artificial 
illumination,  but  they  would  be  wrong. 
The  most  efficient  light  known  to  us 
was  known  in  the  days  of  pine  torches 
and  rush-lights.  It  Is  that  with  which 
nature  bus  endowed  the  glow-worm 
and  the  firefly. 

Science  lias  so  far  failed  to  solve 
the  problem  of  the  production  of  light 
without  heat — a problem  which  seems 
to  have  given  Dame  Nature  no  diffi- 
culty. In  all  artificial  light  production 
an  enormous  amount  of  energy  is  lost 
in  the  form  of  heat  rays  and  chemical 
rays. 

Thus  a four-watt  carbon  glow  lamp 
has  a luminous  efficiency  of  less  thun 
a half  per  cent,  and  the  most  perfect 
artificial  iliuininant  has  an  efficiency, 
of  only  4 per  cent. 

Science  here  compares  badly  with 
nature,  for  the  luminous  efficiency  of 
the  firefly  is  no  less  than  09.5  per  cent, 
while  tlie  glow-worm’s  light  is  80  times 
more  efficient  than  a tungsten  lamp. 


English  Bird  Sanctuary 

On  the  outskirts  of  London,  and 
within  half  an  hour’s  journey  from  the 
city,  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  bits 
of  woodland  in  England.  Few  Amer- 
icans, or  Londoners  either,  have  ever 
visited  tliis  place,  or  even  know  of  Its 
existence.  It  Is  a bird  sanctuary,  a 
veritable  land  of  song,  which  Is  care- 
fully fenced  and  guarded  by  keepers 
night  and  duy,  and  where  every  kind 
of  British  bird  lives  and  nests  un- 
harmed. The  wood  lies  in  the  Brent 
valley  and  was  bought  for  London  two 
years  ago  and  established  as  a perraa-

by  Mr.  T.  N.  Waddell.  Director  of 
Accounts,  Department  of  Corporation 
and  Taxation,  Commonwealth  of  Mas- 
sachusetts that  “Any  municipality  thnt 
cannot  afford  to  finance  Its  public 
building  construction  by  direct  taxa- 
tion cannot  afford  to  he  without  in- 
surance.” 

We  believe,  if  conditions  as  they 
exist  today  are  to  continue  and  fire 
destroyed  any  of  our  important  public 
buildings,  the  result  would  he  a sub- 
stantial financial  set-back  nnd  it  is 
possible  that  the  city  government 
might  he  criticised  for  not  having 
properly  protected  city  property. 

Plan  II.  Insure  directly  all  build- 
ings and  let  the  present  insurance 
fund  accumulate. 

a.  Because  of  the  existence  of  the 
insurance  fund,  which  can  lie  used  at 
present  for  no  other  purpose,  it  does 
not  seem  necessary  to  carry  insurance 
at  this  time  on  smaller  buildings  than 
those  with  a sound  value  estimated  at 
$70,000. 

b.  Because  of  the  probable  expense 
a majority  of  the  committee  does  not 
think  it  advisable  to  carry  insurance 
on  buildings  of  fireproof  or  so-called 
slow-burning  construction. 

Plan  III.  Insure  directly  our  larg- 
er buildings,  representing  our  major 
fire  hazard  (schedule  A attached  here- 
to) and  build  up  our  municipal  in- 
surance fund  by  annual  appropria- 
tions to  take  care  of  small  buildings 
those  of  fireproof  or  slow-burning 
construction  and  the  contents  of 
buildings  not  otherwise  insured. 

The  estimated  annual  cost  of  insur- 
ing larger  buildings  is  $7,502.38. 

Note:  By  buying  a three-year  policy, 
the  annual  cost  of  insurance  may  be 
reduced  16  2/3%. 

If  we  make  an  annual  appropriation 
to  the  Municipal  Buildings  Insurance 
Fund  of  $10,000.00,  the  total  annual 
charge  for  insurance  purposes  would 
be  approximately  $17,502.38.  (If 
figured  on  the  three  year  basis  this 
amount  would  be  reduced  by  approxi- 
mately $1200.00.) 

Assuming  accretions  at  the  rate  of 
four  per  cent  per  annum  to  the 
present  Insurance  Fund  of  $65,000.00 
and  annual  appropriations  to  the 
Fund  or  $10,000.00  compounded  at  four 
per  cent  and  no  losses,  the  Fund 
would  amount  to  $300,000.00  in  fif- 
teen years. 

When  the  Insurance  Fund  reaches 
this  amount,  annual  appropriations  to 
the  Fund  in  our  opinion  could  safe- 
ly be  discontinued.  So  long  as  this 
amount  remains  intact  the  interest 
from  this  Insurance  Fund  might  pay 
all  our  premiums  for  direct  insurance 
if  thus  applied  through  permissive 
legislation.  Our  insurance  would  be 
practically  compete  without  the 
necessity  of  further  annual  appropria- 
tions. 

We  have  used  $10,000  as  it  appeals 
to  us  as  a proper  burden  for  the  tax 
payors  to  carry  yearly  and  we  make 
it  no  larger  with  the  expectation  that 
this  item  will  continue  to  appear  an- 
nually in  our  Budget. 

We  recognize  that  the  faster  the 
Fund  grows  the  less  will  be  the  un- 
protected risk  the  city  assumes,  but 
we  are  also  mindful  of  the  tempta- 
tion to  eliminate  the  item  entirely  re- 
ducing the  tax  rate  accordingly,  which 
can  be  done  without  any  embarrass- 
ment whatever  to  the  departments 
in  carrying  on  the  general  activities  of 
government. 

We  believe,  therefore,  that  in  the 
long  run  this  plan  offers  necessary 
protection  at  lower  cost  than  any 
other  plan  known  to  us. 

We  recommend:  — 

1.  Annual  appropriation  of  $10,- 
000.00  to  the  Municipal  Building  In- 
surance Fund  until  it  amounts  to 
$300,000.00.

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CONSOLIDATION  REFUSED

for  the  old  stable  buildings,  and  he 
respectfully  asked  that  the  Board 
grant  the  permit  for  the  garage. 

Mr.  J.  F.  Dunleavy.  opposing  the 
petition,  said  that  the  erection  of  a 
garage  would  create  a menace  to  the 
public  safety,  as  Central  avenue  Is 
only  30  ft.  wide,  and  at  various  times 
of  day  has  considerable  trafflce  with 
people  going  to  and  from  the  trains 
and  children  to  the  schools.  Several 
years  ago  the  City  had  appropriated 
money  to  widen  Walnut  street,  and  at 
present  there  is  more  traffic  conges- 
tion than  formerly  with  the  erection 
of  the  Junior  High  school.  Turgeon’s 
exit  is  carefully  guarded  and  it  would 
he  too  expensive  to  guard  five  exits 
and  there  was  no  necessity  for  an- 
other garage  in  Newtonville.  Mr. 

Dunleavy  called  to  the  Board’s  atten- 
tion the  fact  that  they  had  gone  on 
record  as  opposed  to  any  more  gaso- 
line pumps  being  permitted  on  Wash- 
ington street,  and  now  they  had  been 
asked  to  approve  a garage  which  was 
to  have  two  of  them. 

Mr.  E.  P.  O’Halloran,  of  Central 
avenue,  appearing  in  opposition,  said 
he  appeared  not  only  for  himself,  hut 
for  his  wife  and  six  children,  and  also 
for  Mr.  Philip  Basile,  the  owner  of 
property  on  Walnut  street,  and  that 
he  was  authorized  to  speak  for  the 
neighbors  of  the  vicinity.  He  gave 
six  reasons  why  the  permit  should 
not  be  granted:  (1)  Would  constitute 
a serious  and  lasting  menace;  (2) 
would  depreciate  the  value  of  residen- 
tial property;  (3)  would  counteract 
improvement  made  by  widening  Wal- 
nut street;  (4)  would  create  a nui- 
sance which  would  be  maintained  for 
an  indefinite  length  of  time;  (5)  was 
not  necessary;  and  (6)  would  be 
looked  upon  by  adjacent  owners  as  a 
confiscation  of  their  property.  Mr. 

O’Halloran  then  proceeded  to  take  the 
Board  on  a personally  conducted  tour 
of  the  block  on  which  the  garage 
would  he  erected,  giving  taped  distan- 
ces to  various  car-tracks,  trees,  and 
other  obstructions  to  the  view,  etc. 

Mr.  W.  F.  Freeman,  a property 
owner  who  is  remodelling  the  houses 
on  Walnut  Terrace,  said  that  a local 
business  was  not  objectionable  as  such 
business  quieted  down  before  eight 
o’clock  at  night,  hut  a garage  was 
noisy  all  night  long,  and  In  the  sum- 
mer time  when  people  wanted  their 
windows  open  the  odor  was  also  an 
objection.  He  said  that  he  had  been 
held  up  as  a speculator,  while  Mr. 

Haynes  had  been  held  up  as  a bene- 
factor, although  he  had  been  financing 
homes  and  real  estate  operations  in 
Newton  for  15  years,  and  not  just 
since  last  March. 

Mr.  J.  P.  Gallagher,  appearing  as  an 
objector,  and  representing  about  150 
others,  said  that  he  knew  the  Board 
had  given  the  matter  the  careful  con- 
sideration they  always  gave  to  such 
matters,  and  that  he  would  speak 
briefly  upon  the  telling  points.  The 
element  of  danger  was  the  principal 
point,  and  the  proper  way  to  mini- 
mize it  was  not  to  create  it.  A garage 
was  not  the  only  melancholy  outlook 
for  the  use  of  the  property,  and  as 
to  Mr.  Hayden’s  mathamatics  he  could 
not  agree  with  him.  A garage  with 
five  times  as  many  exits  and  five  times 
as  much  use  would  not  have  one- 
fifth  the  amount  of  danger,  but  would 
have  five  times  as  much,  he  reasoned, 
comparing  the  proposed  garage  with 
Turgeon’s.  The  hulk  of  the  traffic 
from  the  north  side  of  Newtonville 
used  Walnut  street  and  Central  ave- 
nue, and  that  they  would  he  going  to  j 
and  from  the  trains  at  the  same  hours 
as  the  hulk  of  the  motorists  would  he 
using  the  garage.  Mr.  Gallagher  rea- 
lized that  the  motorist’s  needs  must 
be  taken  care  of,  hut  did  not  think 
the  proposed  site  was  at  all  suitable, 
and  that  the  Board  was  being  asked 
to  nullify  the  improvement  made  by 
widening  Walnut  street.  He  also  pre- 
sented written  protests  from  several 
residents  of  the  vicinity.  Mr.  Galla- 
gher also  called  the  attention  of  the

After  a 
recess  of  ten  minutes  Alderman  Pratt 
moved  that  the  rules  he  suspended 
und  that  an  appropriation  of  $1300 
from  the  Bond  Issue  he  made.  This 
and  an  appropriation  of  $1500  for  the 
insurance  of  hooks  in  the  public  lib- 
rary was  theu  made.

Mr.  Jacob  Kligman  appeared  in  re- 
gard to  his  petition  for  a 19-car  pub- 
lic garage  on  Watertown  street.  Mr. 
Wakefield,  president  of  the  Newton- 
ville Improvement  Association,  and 
Mr.  John  Finelll,  president  of  the  No- 
nantum  Improvement  Association, 
protested  upon  the  granting  of  the 
permit. 

Alderman  Gallagher  opposed  the 
petition  of  Camille  Nardone  for  a 
private  garage  on  Waban  street  unless 
it  was  kept  a reasonable  distance  hack 
from  the  ahuttor’s  homes. 

Mr.  Robert  Burns,  representing  Mr. 
Frank  Fell,  appeared  at  the  hearing 
on  the  widening  of  St.  James  street, 
Newton.  Mr.  Fell  is  the  owner  of  the 
lot  at  the  corner  of  Washington  and 
St.  James  streets,  a site  suitable  for 
the  erection  of  an  apartment  house, 
and  the  land  which  would  he  taken 
by  the  City  would  bring  the  present 
single  dwelling  now  there  practically 
on  the  street  line.  Mr.  Fell  was  a 
public  spirited  citizen  and  was  willing 
for  the  city  to  take  the  land  provided 
he  received  proper  recompense. 

Mr.  F.  C.  Gilpatrick.  an  attorney, 
representing  Mr.  F.  H.  Burt  and  Cap- 
tain A.  D.  W.  Sampson,  spoke  in  op- 
position to  the  taking  saying  that  his 
clients  had  resided  in  their  present 
homes  for  sixty  years  or  more,  and 
hey  were  not  real  estate  speculators. 
St.  James  street  is  a quiet  street  and 
not  a thoroughfare,  the  neighborhood 
does  not  change,  and  they  did  not 
wish  the  land  taken.  The  taking 
would  take  a corner  off  Mr.  Burt’s 
property  and  a strip  from  in  front  of 
Mr.  Sampson’s  house,  and  such  taking 
was  not  a public  necessity  nor  con- 
venience did  not  require  it.  Charles- 
bank  road  is  a one-way  street  from 
Nonantum  Square  to  St.  James  street, 
and  what  was  the  desirability  of  wid- 
ening the  corner  and  leaving  the 
street  at  its  present  width,  30  ft.,  the 
remainder  of  the  way.  The  hearing 
was  closed  and  the  matter  was  refer- 
red to  the  committee  on  Public  Works, 
as  was  the  laying  out  of  Union  Path 

A change  in  the  ordinance  consoli- 
dating the  departments  of  Charity  and 
City  Physician  was  voted  down.  Alder- 
men Fitts.  Gallagher.  Gordon.  Hinck- 
ley. Leahy,  Lloyd.  Madden.  C.  W. 
Pratt.  Walton.  Weeks  and  White  vot- 
ing in  the  negative.  Before  the  vote 
was  taken  Alderman  Madden  said  that 
it  was  not  a case  of  fitting  the  office 
to  the  man.  as  was  charged  in  a simi- 
lar case  last  year,  and  that  there 
was  no  real  necessity,  but  that  Dr. 
Lowe  was  eminently  qualied  to  both 
offices  and  as  he  would  do  the  work 
in  both  departments  for  a salary  of 
$3600  a considerable  saving  in  sal- 
aries to  the  city  could  be  obtained. 
Heretofore  the  office  of  City  Physician 
has  carried  a salary  of  $2,000.  and 
that  of  overseer  of  the  Poor  a salary 
of  $2300.  Dr.  Lowe  had  performed  the 
work  of  both  offices  before,  while  Mr. 
McCourt,  the  Overseer  of  the  Poor, 
was  in  the  service  In  a very  satisfac- 
tory manner,  and  at  present  was  also 
acting  Overseer.  The  Mayor.  Mr. 
Madden  said,  had  stated  that  he  would 
not  recommend  any  other  physician 
for  the  position.  At  present  it  would 
not  be  necessary  to  appoint  an  assist- 
ant as  the  Charity  department  had  the 
services  of  a very  efficient  clerk  and 
that  a change  in  her  salary  might  be 
considered  later. 

Alderman  Fitts  said  he  considered 
it  a rather  drastic  performance  to  con- 
solidate the  offices  of  the  two  depart- 
ments temporarily  as  the  Board  might 
find  themselves  confronted  with  a 
problem  when  the  services  of  Dr. 
Lowe  were  no  longer  available.  He 
wondered  if  the  increase  of  $1600  in 
Dr.  Lowe’s  salary  was  sufficient  to 
balance  the  importance  of  the  large 
expenditures  which  are  made  in  the 
Charity  Department,  and  he  wished 
some  other  means  could  he  found  to 
settle  the  difficulty.  Alderman  Mad- 
den replied  that  the  only  other  meth- 
od. other  than  a new  Overseer  of  the 
Poor  entirely,  was  to  allow  Dr.  Lowe 
to  continue  indefinitely  as  acting  Over- 
seer, which  was  not  advisable  in  the 
opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor.  The 
above  vote  was  then  taken. 

The  Mayor’s  Address  Committee  re- 
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the  erection  of  a storage  warehouse 
on  the  site  under  discussion,  and 
claimed  that  he  knew  more  about  the 
warehouse  business  than  Mr.  Hayden 
did  about  the  garage  business. 

Alderman  Earle  cnlled  for  a show 
of  hands  by  the  audience  as  to  wheth- 
er they  were  In  favor  of  the  petition 
or  not,  which  of  course  resulted  by 
the  “noes"  having  a large  majority. 
The  hearing  was  then  closed,  and  the 
matter  was  held  over  for  considera- 
tion by  the  License  Committee. 

The  petition  of  the  Mothers’  Rest 
Association  for  a permit  to  erect  and 
use  a building  in  Oak  Hill  as  a chari- 
table sanitarium  was  represented  by 
Mr.  Henry  H.  Kendall,  husband  of  the 
President  of  the  Association,  who  said 
that  the  land  was  hack  land,  distant 
from  any  street  line,  and  that  the 
building  was  to  take  the  place  of 
the  one  now  being  used  in  Needham. 
The  object  of  the  organization  is  to 
provide  u place  for  the  mothers  and 
children  of  the  greater  Boston  tene- 
ment districts  where  they  can  obtain 
sunshine,  care  and  rest.  free.  The 
site  was  in  territory  restricted  to  sin- 
gle dwellings,  and  the  association 
wished  to  have  the  zoning  law  changed 
to  permit  them  to  erect  their  building 
there. 

Mr.  C.  C.  Mullen,  of  Newton  Centre, 
an  owner  of  adjacent  property,  wished 
to  go  on  record  as  opposed  to  any 
change  in  the  zoning  law.

There  is  probably  no 
department  of  the  government  that 
comes  closer  to  woman’s  province  in 
homemaking  than  that  which  deals 
with  the  subject  of  pure  food,  and 
since  we  are  interested  in  all  these 
other  investigations,  how  much  more 
should  we  be  in  Mr.  Adams’  lecture 
of  the  ninth! 


Legislative 


The  two  bills  entered  by  the  New* 
ton  Community  Club,  and  endorsed  by 
the  Executive  Board  of  the  Newton 
Federation, — one  on  the  situation  of 
moving  pictures,  by  which  it  is  desired

It  is  hoped 
that  many  clubwomen  will  attend 
these  hearings  and  go  on  record  as 
favoring  the  passage  of  these  meas- 
ures.

Her  women  fairly 
live,  of  the  past  she  writes  rather 
than  of  the  present,  and  we  live  again 
with  her  in  days  of  yore. 

We  learned  much  of  Booth  Tark- 
ington’s  real  gift  in  a little  dialogue 
from  ‘‘Gentle  Julia.” 

Mrs.  Freeman  and  Mrs.  Hall  gave 
us  some  wonderful  duets  on  the  piano 
between  papers. 

Mrs.  E.  J.  Frost  had  the  next  paper 
which  she  called  her  great  “American 
Trio.”  Three  American  women  horn 
in  different  sections  of  the  country 
writing  along  different  lines  but  com- 
bined to  make  a perfect  whole. 

Edna  Ferber,  a writer  with  a force 
not  generally  found  in  a woman  writ- 
er. Selections  from  "So  Big,”  her 
biggest  and  latest  success,  were  read 
and  we  watched  with  deepest  inter- 
est the  development  of  that  mother 
as  she  worked  on  tirelessly  and  re- 
lentlessly. To  he  alive  with  interest 
in  something  was  her  whole  theme 
in  life. 

Ann  Sedgwick,  the  second  or  the 
trio,  who  is  well  equipped  to  write  on 
tlie  war  and  the  life  in  France,  as 
most  of  her  early  years  were  spent 
there  and  in  England,  has  as  her  lat- 
est hook  ‘‘The  Little  French  Girl.”  It 
is  a wonderfully  strong  hook,  its  de- 
scriptions of  life  in  France  and  Eng- 
land alone  making  it  worthy  of  read- 
ing. A short  resume?  of  the  life  of 
Edith  Wharton  completed  a vivid,  live, 
compellingly  interesting  paper. 

Mrs.  Charles  Rickard's  brief  de- 
scriptions of  the  lives  of  Margaret  De- 
land and  Gertrude  Atherton  brought 
us  face  to  face  with  living  authors  of 
great  note. 

A reading  from  the  latter  part  of 
"The  Awakening  of  Helena  Ritchie’’ 
was  so  dramatic  and  so  real  that  we 
lived,  indeed,  in  the  struggles  of  Hel- 
ena, as  she  announced  her  intention 
of  giving  up  David,  her  adopted  hoy. 

This  was  a fitting  climax  to  a morn- 
ing which  will  he  long  remembered 
by  the  Review  Club. 


"A  Challenge  to  Homemakers”  was 
the  subject  of  tlie  inspiring  talk  given 
before  the  women  of  the  Auburndale 
Woman’s  Club  at  the  meeting  last 
Tuesday  by  Miss  Agnes  H.  Craig,  Su- 
pervisor of  Home  Economics  in  the 
schools  of  Springfield.  Miss  Agnes 
Hassett,  who  had  expected  to  speak, 
was  detained  by  illness,  but  Miss 
Craig  was  an  excellent  substitute. 
Starting  with  the  theme  that  com- 
plaints about  the  details  of  home-work 
are  unjustified,  she  went  on  to  show 
that  the  new  industrial  development 
demands  a new  social  adjustment,  and 
its  lack  is  the  cause  of  the  present 
unrest.  A new  philosophy  is  needed 
by  women,  to  regard  home-making  as 
a profession,  not  as  a business.  If 
they  will  keep  in  mind  the  various  cy- 
cles of  interest  to  be  found  in  their 
work,  the  economic,  the  physical,  the 
psychological,  the  educational,  the  so- 
cial, then  certainly  no  complaint  can 
be  made  of  monotony.  Keeping  in 
mind  the  essential  values  in  the  mod- 
ern home,  touching  nearly  all  phases 
of  interest,  then  women  will  appre- 
ciate as  never  before  the  dignity  and 
importance  of  their  work. 

At  the  business  meeting,  Mrs.  W.  A. 
Bedford,  Public  Health  Chairman  of 
the  Newton  Federation,  spoke  for  ten 
interesting  minutes  on  her  department 
wor.  Emphasizing  the  enormous 
responsibility  for  health  resting 
upon  each  home,  she  pointed  the 
way  to  better  results  by  more  inter- 
est in  health  classes,  by  knowledge 
of  the  work  in  that  line  in  the  public 
schools  and  playgrounds,  by  preven- 
tive work,  and  above  all,  by  the  spirit 
of  out-door-mindedness. 

A lighter  touch  was  given  by  some 
music  both  before  and  after  the  meet- 
ing. Mrs.  Howard  G.  Musgrave  and 
Mrs.  Nelson  N.  Wells  first  playing  a 
delightful  waltz  by  Moskowski,  to 
which  they  gave  an  encore  ^ and  at 
the  close  Mrs..  Franklin  Leland  dis- 
playing the  powers  of  the  beautiful 
new  organ  by  two  selections,  "At 
Twilight"  and  an  organ  solo  by  Dun- 
ham. 
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lowed  by  a talk  on  "Financing  the 
home  to  free  the  mind  from  worry” 
by  Miss  Boyers  of  the  Suffolk  Bank: 
and  the  regular  club  meeting  at  Play- 
ers’ Small  Hall  on  Friday  at  2.30 
when  a vaudeville  performance  will 
he  staged  by  Mrs.  Charles  E.  Cunning- 
ham. 


To  the  woman  alive  to  the  vital 
questions  of  tin?  day  and  the  value 
of  an  intelligent  vote,  the  meeting  of 
the  Newtonville  Woman’s  Club  on 
Tuesday  afternoon  wus  an  Important 
and  inspiriting  event.  The  speaker 
of  the  afternoon  was  Mrs.  Ida  Porter 
Boyer,  at  present  delivering  a series 
of  lectures  before  tin*  Woman’s  Re- 
publican Club;  and  her  suhect,  "The 
Dawes  Reparation  Plan."  Mrs.  Boyer 
described  the  altitude  of  the  nations 
towards  Germany  with  regard  to  the 
war  debt;  tlie  need  of  exact  knowledge 
as  to  Germany’s  ubllity  to  pay,  and 
the  turning  of  the  world  to  America 
lor  assistance. 


The  Community  Service  Club  of 
West  Newton  held  a most  interesting 
Legislative  afternoon  on  Wednesday. 
In  these  February  days  all  the  clubs 
are  looking  into  these  measures,  and 
Mrs.  Blodgett,  the  Legislative  Chair- 
man, introduced  Mrs.  F.  Lothrop  Ames 
who  presented  various  bills  that  are 
before  the  Legislature  this  year.  Most 
of  these  were  the  measures  recom- 
mended by  the  State  Federation  for 
study.  Discussion  of  the  Civil  Service 
changes  brought  forward  by  the  Mass. 
Civic  League  showed  many  of  the  dan- 
gers of  this  measure — dangers  that 
are  not  recognized  because  they  lie 
beneath  the  surface.  The  Legislative 
Chairman  for  the  Newton  Federation, 
invited  to  present  to  the  club  informa 
tion  on  the  two  bills — Senate  238  and 
23D — put  in  by  the  Executive  Board  of 
the  Newton  Community  Club,  told 
what  it  was  hoped  might  he  accom- 
plished by  these  two  measures.  She 
also  stated  the  objections  to  the  Civil 
Service  measure,  including  the  danger 
of  removing  the  right  t<>  hearing  on 
tlie  part  of  State  employees,  except  for 
a few  rare  reasons;  the  objection  of 
giving  to  Civil  Service  more  power, 
since  in  reality  this  power  is  given, 
according  to  the  law  putting  in  opera- 
tion the  Department  of  Administration 
and  Finance,  to  the  Chairman  of  this 
latter  dpartment,  who  has  higher  au 
thority  than  Civil  Service  over  grad- 
ing and  salaries  of  employees,  and  the 
injustice  of  removing  the  veterans’ 
preference.  To  remove  from  the  ap- 
pointment of  Governor  and  Council — 
11  men— or  of  a City  Council,  and  to 
place  this  power,  not,  unfortunately, 
in  Civil  Service,  but  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Administration  and  Finance, 
is  to  give  power  to  one  man — the 
Chairman  of  this  latter  department. 
The  danger  of  one  man  power  does 
not  need  to  be  entered  into.  To  deny 
hearings,  except  when  removal  is  foi 
religious  or  political  reasons,  and  then 
to  have  this  hearing  before  the  man 
who  has  aided  in  the  removul,  instead 
of  before  tlie  Governor  and  Council — 
11  men — does  not  need  to  have  pointed 
out  that  justice  could  hardly  prevail. 

After  the  meeting  a most  enjoyable 
social  hour  wus  held.

THE  ROTARY  CLUB 

Prof.  Jesse  B.  Davis,  of  Boston  Uni- 
versity, was  the  guest  and  speaker 
at  the  Monday  luncheon  held  by  the 
Rotary  Club  at  the  Newton  Clubhouse. 
, Prof.  Davis  called  his  talk  an  in- 
duction ceremony  for  new  members 
of  Rotary,  and  he  used  the  Rotary 
wheel  as  an  illustration  fur  as  inspira- 
tional an  address  as  the  Club  has 
heard  for  many  a long  day. 

He  called  attention  to  the  fact  that 
Service  was  the  hub  of  the  wheel  and 
the  keynote  of  the  emblem;  the  llrst 
two  spokes  were  Fellowship  and 
Friendship,  Fellowship  being  the  first 
contact  of  the  new  member  and  leads 
to  the  greatest  gift  of  all.  Friendship. 
The  next  spoke  was  Goodwill,  as  Ro- 
tary caused  all  its  members  to  greet 
each  other  free  from  prejudices  and 
jealousies.  The  next  three  spokes. 
Vocation,  Community  and  Home,  re- 
lated to  Service,  Vocation  meaning 
that  the  member  not  only  represented 
his  business  or  profession  in  Rotary, 
but  acted  as  an  ambassador  from  Ro- 
tary to  his  fellow  business  associates; 
Community  called  attention  to  the 
fact  that  Rotary  knew  no  party  or 
creed  and  supplemented  and  did  not 
supplant  other  organizations.  Rotary 
•stood  for  the  Home,  it  was  opposed 
to  tlie  present-day  tendency  of  drifting 
away  from  the  old  New  England  home 
iife,  emphasized  the  importance  of 
Boy  Work  and  should  also  support 
Girl  work.  These  spokes,  he  noted, 
supported  the  circle  of  the  rim,  the 
emblem  of  unity.  The  cogs  in  the 
outer  edge  were  the  individual  mem- 
bers of  Rotary,  and  as  a cog  wheel  is 
useless  unless  it  is  meshed  into  other 
cogs,  so  it  was  important  that  the  at- 
tendance rule  of  Rotary  should  be  ob- 
served in  order  that  every  member 
should  stand  firmly  in  his  place  and 
do  his  part  iu  the  evolution  of  the 
wheel. 

Finally  the  Golden  Rule  .was  the 
summing  up  of  Rotary,  as  it  was  tho 
solution  of  all  human  relationship.

ONE  THING  AND  ANOTHER 

Written  by 

Leverett  D.  Cl.  Bentley 

Past  references  in  this  column  to 
the  traffic  complex  in  Nonantum  Sq.. 
have  brought  upon  us  charges  of  a 
varied  and  interesting  nature.  The 
worst  was  that  we  were  “semi-humor- 
ous,” while  almost  as  painful  was  the 
assertion  that  we  were  “unfair.”  We 
do  not  mind  so  much  being  called 
“critical”  as  that  implies  a certain 
dignity.  But  to  be  called  “semi-hu- 
morous” leaves  the  impression  that 
we  tried  to  be  funny  and  failed.  If 
such  a charge  is  true  we  apologize. 
Regarding  the  “unfair”  declaration  we 
are  forced  to  reply.  Instead  of  the 
indulging  in  a retort  that  would  read 
-well  and  also  sting,  we  purpose  to  be 
as  serious  as  is  possible.  We  want  to 
lay  before  our  readers  a communi- 
cation we  have  received  and  which  we 
believe  is  not  only  sincere  but  high- 
ly important.  It  is  nothing  less  than 
a question  of  personal  and  public 
safety  to  one  and  all  citizens  of  New- 
ton—at  least  as  we  view  it.  “Why  is 
it,”  the  writer  askes  of  this  column, 
"the  Fire  Department  is  not  called 
upon  to  observe  the  traffic  rules  put 
down  for  motorists  in  Nonantum 
Square?  Judging  from  our  personal 
observation  there  will  be  trouble 
some  day  if  something  isn’t  done 
abcut  it.  Now  that  the  owners  of  cars 
have  learned  that  it  is  necessary  to 
drive  in  one  direction  they  certainly 
do  not  expect  the  fire  department  or 
any  other  vehicle  is  going  to  upset 
tilings.  Danger  of  a terrible  accident 
is  threatened  if  the  apparatus  chooses 
to  ;io  contrary  to  custom.  No  motor- 
ist is  expecting  such  a thing,  and  if 
there  isn’t  an  awful  smash  some  day 
I shall  miss  my  guess.  Not  long  ago 
we  saw  an  incident  that  caused  us  al- 
mo  it  to  faint.  The  lire  apparatus 
came  out  of  the  station  on  Washing- 
ton street  and  turned  up  through  the 
square  to  go  up  Centre  street  toward 
Mt.  Ida.  Did  they  go  to  the  right  of 
the  hank  and  through  Hall  street  and 
thence  to  Centre?  They  did  not.  They 
went  to  the  left  of  the  bank!  At  that 
very  minute  a woman  was  driving  a 
car  on  Washington  street,  coining 
from  the  direction  of  Newtonville. 
She  evidently  knew  the  regulations, 
as  she  turned  into  Hall  street,  and 
was  apparently  going  to  swing  to  the 
left  into  Nonantum  Square.  A colli- 
sion with  her  car  and  the  fire  appara- 
tus would  have  been  unavoidable  it* 
a citizen,  seeing  the  possibility  of 
such  a crash,  hud  not  run  into  Hall 
street  and  standing  before  the  wo- 
man’s car  yelled  at  her  to  stop.  The 
driver  of  the  apparatus  saw  what  was 
going  on  and  swung  to  the  left  side 
of  the  Centre  street  bridge.  Lucky 
there  wasn’t  a car  coming  out  of  Elm- 
wood street  and  headed  for  the  square, 
or  it  could  not  have  escaped  collision 
with  the  fire  engine.” 


The  writer  of  the  above  seems  to 
be  pretty  clear  in  his  recollection  of 
the  incident  (happily  not  ait-accident) 
observed  by  him.  We  know  who  he 
is  and  have  not  the  slightest  doubt  of 
his  credibility  as  a witness.  Whether 
other  witnesses  saw  the  same  thing 
we  cannot  say.  We  believed  it  hap- 
pened quite  as  he  says.  There  may 
he  those  who  will  challenge  him.  At 
any  rate  the  situation  remains  a seri- 
ous one  and  should  be  correced.  It 
is  not  a jest  to  remark  that  the  traffic 
regulations  are  complicated.  We  have 
tried  by  interviewing  those  declared 
to  he  experts  on  traffic  regulations  to 
see  if  any  other  city  had  a similar  set 
of  rules.  We  have  not  found  out  as 
those  before  whom  we  laid  our  case 
could  not  be  made  to  understand  so 
involved  a situation.  They  asked  us 
to  bring  a blue  print,  as  they  were 
not  familiar  with  Newton  and  did  not 
grasp  the  purpose  of  the  circle  we 
tried  to  draw.  Even  if  we  are  in  the 
position  of  a helpless  bystander  we 
still  insist  the  conditions  are  not  as 
they  should  he.  We  believe  they  can 
be  improved.  We  note  that  none  of 
those  who  so  staunchly  defend  the 
cgulations  has  ever  denied  that  it 
might  he  well  to  experiment  at  least 
with  the  removal  of  the  Boston  & 
Middlesex  cars.  That  we  are  told  is 
bitterly  opposed  by  those  interested 
in  the  purchasing-power  of  the  peo- 
ple who  ride  on  these  cars.  The  pat- 
ens of  the  cars  who  have  come  un- 
der our  notice  appear  to  have  been 
too  busy  for  anything  but  to  take  the 
next  car  out  of  the  square.  We  have 
seen  them  running  from  a Boston  Ele- 
vated to  a Middlesex  & Boston  car  and 
vice  versa.  Of  course  we  in  Newton 
do  not  wish  to  make  it  difficult  for 
the  people  of  Waltham  or  Natick  or 
Framingham  to  make  their  escape 
from  our  midst  with  as  much  speed 
as  possible.  We  are  in  favor  of  their 
moving  as  fast  as  they  can,  either 
way,  for  “east  is  east  and  west  is 
we  t”  wherever  transportation  is 
concerned. 


It  has  been  some  time  since  this  col- 
umn lias  contained  a reference  to 
street  car  manners.  We  are  not  pre- 
pared to  say  that  previous  discussions 
of  the  suhect  have  accomplished  as 
much  as  we  had  hoped.  Nevertheless 
it  seems  fitting  at  this  time  to  take 
up  another  phase  of,  may  we  not  say, 
this  vital  problem.  We  sincerely  trust 
that  whatever  we  may  say  at  this 
writing  will  not  he  entirely  lost  as 
effort  to  bring  about  reform.  This  is 
the  season  for  heavy  coats,  and  for 
that  reason  there  is  less  seating  ca- 
pacity in  coaches  of  trains  and  in  trol- 
ley cars.  Not  that  the  number  of  seats 
is  reduced  for  the  Winter,  but  be- 
cause the  first  to  arrive  is  the  wearer 
of  a garment  of  unusual  thickness 
which  means  that  he  or  she  must  have 
more  room.  It  is  quite  satisfactory 
for  the  first-comer  hut  not  so  for  the 
• «’contl.  II  might  he  better  if  the  sec- 
ondcoiner  were  able  to  say  (and  get 
away  with  it)  “Please  gather  up  your 
coat  ami  give  me  a chance  to  sit 
down!”  We  have  seen  those  who 
uld,  by  the  proper  use  of  their  eyes, 
convey  such  a request.  They  have 
made  good,  too.  Some  gifted  persons 
are  able,  with  a sweeping  gesture  of 
the  hand,  to  indicate  that  they  expec- 
ted to  he  furnished  more  room.  They, 
also,  manage  to  get  what  they  want. 
But  the  larger  number  of  passengers 
seem  fearful  of  a possible  scene  and 
submit  to  conditions  as  they  find  them, 
and  often  they  have  much  less  room

that  they  should  It  is  particu- 
larly irritating  when  the  fir8t-conier 
plans  to  holjl  the  entire  seat  as  long 
as  possible  and  to  carry  out  his  or 
her  purpose  sits  on  the  outer  edge  of 
the  seat.  It  is  plainly  a “hog”  trick 
and  is  intended  to  terrorize  any  who 
may  be  looking  for  a seat  hut  who 
prefer  to  avoid  a possible  clash  and 
stand  up  when  really  they  should  oc- 
cupy the  vacant  space.  There  was  a 
time  when  conductors  liad  some  in- 
terest in  the  comfort  of  passengers 
and  would  hugest  to  the  “hog”  that 
lie  or  she  “move  over.”  Those  days 
apparently  have  gone  and  the  ener- 
gies of  a conductor  seem  entirely  de- 
voted to  calling  out,  “Move  up  forward 
in  the  car.”  The  conductors  seem  not 
to  mind  how  many  people  stand  as 
long  as  they  do  not  stand  near  the 
rear  door.  The  Elevated  has  signs 
urging  people  to  “pass  up.”  They  ask 
those  of  us  who  are  obliged  to  stand 
to  be  a “pass-up-enger.”  We  suggest 
that  in  addition  to  this  sign  there  he 
another  in  each  car  urging  those  seat- 
ed to  “Mover  Over.”  We  believe  that 
there  is  as  much  necessity  l’or  the  re- 
cruiting of  an  army  of  “Mover-over- 
ers”  as  there  is  for  one  made  up  ex- 
clusively of  “Pass-up-engers.” 


A suggestion  lias  come  to  us,  by 
telephone  to  he  exact,  that  Newton 
“do  something”  to  provide  an  oppor- 
tunity for  coasting  for  the  young- 
sters, now  that  it  has  been  found  that 
it  is  no  longer  safe  to  coast  on  the 
streets.  For  our  own  part  we  have 
long  feared  that  notwithstanding  tlie 
care  taken  to  protect  the  safety  of  the 
coasters  and  the  public  that  the  time 
nad  come  when  Newton’s  thorough- 
fares could  no  longer  he  used  for  such 
a purpose.  Without  dwelling  upon  the 
recent  tragic  occurance  we  would  say 
that  in  our  opinion  the  city  authori- 
ties did  the  only  tiling  possible  in 
prohibiting  further  sledding  on  pub- 
lic ways.  It  certainly  would  lie  a 
splendid  act  if  owners  of  large  estates 
on  hillsides  should  offer  coasters  the 
use  of  their  property.  We  are  not  pre- 
pared to  argue  for  it  as  there  are 
many  tilings  to  he  taken  into  consid- 
eration. However,  we  have  this  to 
say,  that  we  sincerely  trust  that  if 
such  a privilege  is  presented  in  one 
or  more  places  by  thoughtful  citizens 
that  the  coasters  show  their  gratitude 
and  appreciation  by  not  abusing  the 
privilege.

Paavo  Nurmi  is  Fin- 
nish. One  might  say  lie  is  finish  first, 
for  his  speed  has  always  put  him  iu 
advance  of  all  others.  Frigerio  is  an 
Italian.  What  most  impressed  us  was 
tlie  simplicity  of  these  two.  It  lias 
been  our  duty  and  oftentimes  duty  is 
a delight,  to  see  a long  line  of  notables 
of  all  kimls.  We  have  never  barred 
any  on  account  of  race,  creed,  or  color 
inasmuch  as  our  office,  who  had  the 
full  say  in  the  matter,  saw  to  it  that 
we  met  them  all  without  discrimina- 
tion. These  trifling  details  we  men- 
tion to  prove  that  our  observations 
have  been  varied  and  because  of  the 
lad  that  we  feel  we  know  a person 
who  is  really  great  and  one  wno  mere- 
ly pretends.  Doth  Nurmi  and  Frigerio 
seemed  utterly  unconscious  ot  tlie 
public  clamour  for  which  they  were 
responsible.  They  did  not  seem  to 
"ureas  lor  the  part”  as  motion  pic- 
ture stars  are  apt  to  do  when  not 
beiore  the  screen.  On  tin-  contrary 
they  appeared  to  be  more  or  less  eager 
io  shun  the  gaze  of  the  multitude. 
We  learned  they  are  fellows  who  are 
not  swept  off  tneir  feet  by  noise  and 
applause,  burely  they  must  he  of 
strong  character  to  continue  to  make 
good  m their  respective  spheres.  The 
temptation  to  yield  to  the  attractions 
ut  a more  comfortable  existence  can 
uol  have  escaped  them.  We  wonder 
if  Americans  are  as  linn  with  them- 
selves? To  think  of  Nurmi  as  shun- 
ning the  best  of  hotel  accommodations 
and  bunking  with  his  trainer  iu  the 
basement  room  of  a janitor’s  apart- 
ment house  suite  is  worthy  of  a few 
moments’  thought,  it  seems  to  us. 
Among  those  who  were  reared  on  this 
side  ot  Lite  .Atlantic  it  seems  to  he  the 
custom  to  "blow  up”  almost  immedi- 
ately upon  the  sudden  acquisition  of 
wealth  or  fame.  Too  many  instances 
oi  this  sort  of  thing  are  of  common 
knowledge  to  need  emphasis  here.  If 
Nurmi  and  Frigerio  can  show  us  how 
to  live  as  well  as  how  to  run  and 
walk  we  say,  without  hesitation, 
"Gentlemen  welcome  to  our  shores.”

Ml*  READING 


To  the  Editor: 

It  i«  no  exaggeration  to  say  tiiat 
there  are  hundreds  of  people  in  the 
city  of  Newton  who  are  deaf.  I have 
myself  a knowledge  of  nearly  one 
hundred  people,  men,  women  and 
children,  who  are  suffering  with  eith- 
er partial  or  total  deafness. 

Many  of  them  cannot  hear  a watch 
tick  at  any  distance,  and  all  are  vic- 
tims in  need  of  help.  How  many 
times  I have  seen  families  made  un- 
happy and  miserable  from  this  one 
cause! 

There  are,  indeed,  many  brave  souls 
who  bear  their  suffering  without  a 
murmur,  vainly  striving  to  hide  what 
cannot  be  concealed,  and  anxious  for 
what  the  future  may  bring.  Hearing 
is  so  very  important  in  all  relations 
at  this  time,  what  can  we  do! 

A man  will  say  grimly,  “If  this 
keeps  on  I’ve  got  to  change  my  busi- 
ness, that’s  all,”  and  the  woman  in 
business  has  the  same  problem.  Hear- 
ing. or  at  least  the  ability  to  follow 
brief  conversation  is  absolutely  im- 
perative, and  both  men  and  women 
are  shut  out  from  a great  many  oc- 
cupations by  even  partial  deafness. 

In  the  home  the  wife  and  mother 
and  sister  suffer  even  more  acutely, 
for  she  is  shut  out  from  what  is  dear- 
est and  most  precious  to  her.  She  is 
obliged  to  sit  in  silence  watching  the 
flow  of  family  give  and  take,  under- 
standing nothing. 

But  what  can  she  do? 

I’ll  tell  you  what  she  can  do,  and 
what  a man  can  do  and  what  a child 
can  do. 

They  can  learn  to  read  the  lips. 

Lip  reading  is  a God-given  blessing 
to  help  the  deaf  to  endure  their  afflic- 
tion. 

It  will  not  bring  back  their  hear- 
ing. it  will  not  help  them  to  hear 
telephones  and  radios  and  music,  and 
the  natural  voices  of  the  world,  but 
it  will  help  them  to  understand  wluit 
people  say. 

Lip  reading  helps  them  as  learn- 
ing French  even  a little  would  help 
them  if  they  were  living  in  France; 
every  new  phrase  and  idiom  is  just 
as  much  gain. 

Lip  reading  is  simple  and  practical, 
largely  a matter  of  repetitions,  and 
while  to  be  a specially  good  reader 
requires  an  equal  amount  of  time  and 
study,  a useful  working  vocabulary 
may  soon  be  obtained. 

A little  incident  which  occurred  in 
my  early  life  has  always  remained  in 
my  memory: 

I was  calling  at  a neighbor’s  house 
where  the  lady  was  deaf.  Some  one 


came  to  the  back  . door.  Her  daughter 
went  to  the  door,  came  back  and 
stood  across  the  room  and  shouted  at 
the  top  of  her  voice:  “You  want  any 
lard?’’  If  her  mother  had  been  able 
to  read  the  lips,  what  a simple  thing 
to  read!  No  need  of  shouting,  no 
need  of  embarrassment,  so  easy! 

But  over  and  over  that  awful  sen- 
tence was  repeated — “Do — you — want 
— any — lard?” 

I was  beginning  to  be  deaf  myself, 
and  It  was  tragic  to  me.  That  poor 
woman  carrying  that  burden  all  those 
years,  as  she  did,  was  a lesson  to  me. 
She  knew  nothing  of  lip  reading,  and 
she  died  without  a knowledge  of  it, 
but  we  who  do  know  about  it  should 
take  advantage  of  its  blessings. 

The  City  of  Newton  maintains  a 
free  class  for  the  study  of  lip  read- 
ing with  one  of  the  finest  teachers  in 
the  whole  country. 

Two  evenings  a week  is  very  little 
time  to  give,  but  continued  faithfully, 
little  by  little  the  eyes  learn  to 
watch,  a vocabulary  is  obtained,  and 
a great  deal  of  benefit  will  be  re- 
ceived.

During  the  month  of  January  there 
were  admitted  to  the  hospital  280  pa- 
tients, the  largest  number  of  patients 
in  the  hospital  during  any  twenty-four 
hours  was  141  and  the  smallest  num- 
ber 92,  the  daily  average  number  being 
121.1.  The  out  patient  department 
treated  431  patients  and  the  eye  clinic 
15.  There  were  137  x-ray  cases. 
Forty-two  babies  were  born,  one  of 
them,  a boy.  being  born  during  the 
time  of  the  total  eclipse.  Forty-seven 
accident  cases  were  cared  for.

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COMMUNITY  CHEST 

Newton  Central  Council  Invites  City  Wide  Opinion  on 
Its  Desirability 


,Does  Newton  want  a Community 
Chest?  This  is  the  challenging  ques- 
tion which  the  welfare  organizations 
and  the  citizens  of  Newton  are  now 
facing. 

Two  months  ago  a committee  of  the 
Newton  Central  Council,  headed  by 
tyr.  Grosvenor  Calkins,  was  commis- 
sioned to  study  the  Community  Chest 
Plan,  and  its  desirability  or  undesira- 
bility for  Newton. 

Within  the  last  week  the  Committee 
lias  sent  out  letters  to  several  hun- 
dred representative  contributors, 
from  all  parts  of  the  city,  inviting 
them  to  express  their  opinions  as  to 
whether  or  not  financial  federation 
would  be  beneficial  to  Newton. 

Although  the  expense  involved  has 
prevented  the  Committee  from  send- 
ing personal  letters  to  more  than  a 
few  hundred  persons,  the  Committee 
is  anxious  to  have  an  expression  of 
opinion  from  every  citizen  of  Newton 
who  is  interested.  To  this  end,  the 
Committee  invites  everyone  who  has 
an  opinion  on  the  Community  Cheat 
plan  or  who  wishes  to  learn  more 
about  it,  to  write  to  the  Newton  Cen- 
tral Council,  12  Austin  St.,  Newton- 
ville,  and  answer  any  or  all  of  the 
following  questions: 

1.  Do  you  favor  a Community 
Chest  for  Newton? 

2.  Do  you  wish  to  receive  a leaflet, 
prepared  by  the  Committee,  which  de- 
fmes  the  Community  Chest  plan  and 
some  of  its  alleged  advantages  and 
disadvantages. 

3.  Do  you  wish  to  receive  notice 
of  a meeting  to  be  held  for  the  pur- 
pose of  discussing  more  fully  the 
Community  Chest  plan  and  its  pos- 
sible desirability  or  undesirability  for 
Newton  ? 

4.  Do  you  wish  to  arrange  for  a 
personal  interview  with  a representa- 
tive of  the  Community  Chest  Study 
Committee? 

The  Committee  in  charge  of  the 
Community  Chest  Study  consists  of: 
Grosvenor  Calkins,  Chairman;  Mrs. 
Virginia  M.  Hutchinson.  Representing 
the  Newton  Federation  of  Women’s 
Clubs;  Frank  W.  Reinick;  Miss  Eliza- 
beth Ross,  representing  the  profes- 
sional social  workers;  Rupert  C. 
Thompson,  representing  the  Newton 
Chamber  of  Commerce;  Fred  H.  Tuck- 
er, Dr.  Guy  M.  Winslow.  George  M. 
Angier,  ex-offlcio,  Arthur  Dunham. 
Secretary.  * 

A statement  issued  by  the  Commit- 
tee stresses  the  fact  that  “The  Com- 
mittee is  impartial  and  is  seeking 
’only  to  determine  the  facts  on  which 
this  important  decision  can  be  based. 
It  recognizes  that  any  successful  plan 
for  central  financing  must  receive  the 
endorsement  of  a substantial  majority 
of  the  contributors  and  the  welfare 
organizations  concerned.”  The  Com- 
mittee is  at  present  seeking  for  the 
opinions  of  contributors  and  citizen*, 
but  it  is  understood  that  “at  a later 
date  the  members  of  the  governing 
boards  and  the  executives  of  the  wel- 
fare organizations  concerned  will  have 
the  fullest  opportunity  of  expressing 
their  views.” 

It  will  come  as  a surprise  to  many 
Newton  people  to  learn  that  there  are 
about  seventeen  Newton  welfare  or- 
ganizations which  raise  money  from 
general  voluntary  contributions. 
These  include  a hospital;  other, 
health-promoting  organizations;  so- 
cieties working  with  families  and  in- 
dividuals; institutions  for  the  aged; 
community  centers;  and  other  recrea- 
tional, educational,  and  character- 
building organizations. 

Approximately  $140,000.00  must  be 


raised,  annually,  from  contributions, 
by  these  seventeen  welfare  organiza- 
tions. The  total  budgets  of  the  or- 
ganizations are  substantially  more 
than  this  amount,  however,  because 
some  organizations  derive  part  of 
their  income  from  earnings,  interest 
from  investments,  etc. 

In  order  to  clarify  thinking  about 
the  Community  Chest  Plan,  the  Com- 
mittee has  suggested  the  following 
as  a general  definition  and  descrip- 
tion of  what  a community  chest  is: 

A Community  Chest  or  Financial 
Federation  is  a central  organization 
created  either  by  social  agencies 
alone,  or  contributors  alone,  or  by 
both  jointly. 

By  a single  annual  appeal  it  raises 
the  money  to  be  used  by  the  member 
organizations  for  whatever  part  of 
current  operating  expenses  must  be 
obtained  by  contributions. 

An  essential  feature  is  tha)t  the 
contributor  to  this  single  fund  is  held 
to  be  “immune”  from  individual  so- 
licitations by  member  organizations, 
for  current  operating  expenses,  dur- 
ing the  period  of  his  gift. 

The  funds  raised  by  central  agency 
are  distributed  in  accordance  with  bud- 
gets prepared  by  member  organiza- 
tions and  approved  by  the  central 
agency,  in  advance  of  the  solicitation 
of  funds. 

Continuous  year-round  educational 
publicity  is  usually  carried  on  by  the 
federation,  supplementary  to  such  ac- 
tivities by  individual  member  organi- 
zations. 

Ordinarily  it  is  provided  that  the 
contributor  to  the  federation  may 
“designate"  that  all  or  part  of  his 
gift  shall  go  to  one  or  more  member 
organizations  named  by  the  contri- 
butor. Some  federations  definitely  en- 
courage the  designation  of  contribu- 
tions; some  discourage  it  as  being  of 
little  practical  effect. 

The  possible  advantages  and  disad- 
vantages of  a Community  Chest  can 
be  debated  at  great  length,  but  the 
following  statement  includes  the  most 
important  arguments  advanced  by  the 
advocates  and  opponents  of  financial 
federation. 

In  favor  of  the  Community  Chest 
plan  it  is  argued  that: 

1.  More  money  is  raised  through  a 
joint  canvass  than  through  separate 
campaigns. 

| 2.  More  people  contribute  to  social 

work. 

3.  The  cost  of  financing  is  reduced. 

4.  The  Chest  makes  it  easier  for 
the  contributor  to  measure  bis  com- 
munity responsibility  and  to  give  with 
greater  assurance  that  his  gift  will 
be  used  efficiently. 

5.  Proper  budgeting  and  account- 
ing promote  efficient  administration 
in  welfare  work. 

6.  Joint  budgeting  means  joint 
planning  of  the  welfare  programs  of 
the  organization. 

7.  The  enlarged  educational  and 
publicity  program  spreads  more  wide- 
ly the  knowledge  of  and  interest  in 
social  work. 

8.  The  Chest  stands  for  working 
together  instead  of  separately  for  the 
welfare  of  the  community.  Joint  fi- 
nancing is  the  acid  test  of  the  ability 
of  the  welfare  agencies  of  the  com- 
munity to  work  together. 

Aguinst  the  Community  Chest  plan 
it  is  urged  that: 

1.  Centralized  power  endangers 
i the  freedom  of  the  individual  agency. 
T 2.  It  kills  the  personal  interest  of 
the  contributor  to  the  cause  to  which 
| he  contributes.  It  tends  to  make 
charity  an  impersonal  machine.

ONE  THING  AND  ANOTHER

An  incident  that  came  under  our 
observation  the  other  day  set  us  to 
wondering  if  there  was  any  remedy 
for  the  “coldly  official  manner"  thnt 
seems  to  he  common  to  public  insti- 
tutions where  one  hopes  to  tind  sym- 
pathy. We  witnessed  an  accident 
wherein  the  victim,  a young  woman, 
fell  on  the  ice.  It  happened  that  she 
was  severely  injured,  a fractured 
thigh  resulting  from  the  fall.  There 
were  several  passera-by  who  assisted 
her  and  soon  the  police  were  on  hand, 
for  it  was  in  the  down-town  section  of 
Boston.  Hardly  had  the  young  woman 
been  picked-up.  awaiting  the  arrival 
of  an  ambulance  than  the  policeman 
began  his  questioning  of  her.  “What 
is  your  name?’’,  “What’s  that;  how  do 
you  spell  it?”,  "Where  do  you  live?’’, 
and  "How  old  are  you?”  and  “Are  you 
married  or  single?”.  All  these  were 
gently,  but  Insistently  repeated  while 
the  young  woman  lay  moaning  in 
great  pain.  It  may  he  that  there  was 
every  reason  for  establishing  the  iden- 
tity of  the  victim  of  the  accident.  We 
do  not  say  there  was  not.  We  thought 
it  harsh,  however,  and  it  made  us 
blush  for  the  red-tape  of  our  modern 
civilization  and  highly  efficient  social 
service.  There  seemed  to  be  an  in- 
terminable wait  before  the  ambulance 
arrived.  The  orderlies  were  grave  but 
worked  rapidly  and  knew  their  busi- 
ness. At  the  hospital  it  was  all  mat- 
ter-of-fact and  no  time  was  lost  in 
receiving  the  case.  We  cannot  say 
and  do  not  say  that  any  feature  of  a 
perfect  system  failed.  On  the  other 
hand  the  various  officials  who  took 
part  are  entitled  to  commendation  for 
moving  as  rapidly  ami  doing  their 
work  as  thoroughly  as  they  did.  But 
throughout  all  there  was  the  “official 
eye."  It  shines  and  seldom  closes  but 
not  often  does  it  gleam  with  sympathy. 
Whether  the  public  has  any  right  to 
expcit  sympathy  when  it  pays  and 
pays  no  more  than  it  has  to — only 
for  service  we  are  still  puzzling  about. 

Next  to  the  “official  eye”  In  the  gen- 
eral matter  of  frigidity  is  the  “official 
voice."  We  have  often  heard,  in 
places  where  soften  tones  would  be 
more  appropriate,  voices  that  made  us 
shiver.  We  believe  that  if  a ther- 
mometer had  been  placed  in  the 
mouths  of  the  speakers  the  mercury 
would  have  registered  way  below  zero. 
We  know  of  our  own  observation  that 
it  is  almost  enough  to  drive  a human 
being  frantic  to  be  obliged  to  meet 
the  “dear  public”  under  some  condi- 
tions. There  are  those  who  seem  to 
think  that  hospital  attendants  and 
nurses  are  nothing  less  than  common 
servants.  These  same  individuals  go 
into  an  office  of  the  city,  State  or 
county  government  and  demand  serv- 
ice and  attention  on  the  ground  that 
they  are  paying  the  salaries  and  all 
the  expenses  of  the  place*  That  is 
enough  to  exhaust  the  patience  of  the 
most  kindly  disposed  official.  On  the 
other  hand  there  are  officials  who 
bark  and  growl  when  a question  is 
asked.  We  have  found  that  there  are 
usually  two  reasons  for  this  latter 
condition.  One  is  that  the  man  or 
woman  has  been  on  the  job  so  long 
that  he  or  she  has  a feeling  of  pro- 
prietorship which  is  far  from  war- 
ranted. The  other  cause  is  to  be  laid 
at  the  door  of  the  superior.  A "fresh” 
young  man  or  woman  clerk  is  as- 
signed to  meet  the  public.  The  su- 
perior does  not  take  the  trouble  to  And 
out  if  the  young  man  or  woman  has 
any  manners  or  not.  The  public  are 
are  treated  as  though  they  had  no 
rights;  insulted  in  fact.  Few  take  it 
upon  themselves  to  complain  for  fear- 
ing the  offending  clerk  may  he  dis- 
charged. “I  wouldn’t  want  to  see  any- 
body lose  their  job"  is  a feeling  that 
saves  many  a minor  clerk  from  being 
put  out  on  the  street  where  they  most 
properly  belong.  We  believe  that 
there  should  be  a reform  instituted. 
It'  it  is  an  institution  controlled  by 
trustees  it  is  their  place  to  take  up 
the  matter  at  their  next  regular  meet- 
ing and  appoint  a committee  to  see  if 
the  public  is  receiving  in  person  and 
by  telephone  the  treatment  to  which  it 
is  entitled.  If  the  place  is  a city, 
State  or  county  office  the  one  respon-

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slblc  for  Its  conduct  should  give  hoed 
to  the  fact  the  taxpayers  are  not  to  be 
treated  as  Interlopers  hut  ns  “good 
customers’’  who  support  a thriving 
business. 

Although  certain  other  municipali- 
ties have  led  Newton  in  permitting 
“the  wider  use  of  school  buildings  for 
community  purposes"  it  is  neverthe- 
less a source  of  gratification  thnt  our 
own  school  hoard  has  approved  the 
idea.  Just  how  far  the  general  plan 
may  be  carried  we  do  not  know  but 
are  quite  willing  to  leave  that  phase 
of  the  question  with  the  hoard  to  de- 
termine. Our  wonder  is  thnt  the  sug- 
gestion has  not  been  adopted  earlier. 
We  have  no  knowledge  of  the  use  to 
which  the  school  is  to  he  put  that  was 
recently  approved  by  the  hoard  for 
community  purposes.  If  it  is  some- 
thing for  the  good  of  all.  and  we  have 
every  reason  to  believe  it  is,  we  hope 
the  sponsors  may  be  in  every  way 
successful.  To  us  there  are  two 
things  to  he  accomplished  from  the 
viewpoint  of  the  taxpayer.  The  first 
is  the  greater  return  on  the  city’s  in- 
vestment. With  such  a large  number 
of  school  buildings  in  Newton  (main- 
tained economically  to  be  sure  and 
yet  at  a large  cost)  it  is  not  only  fair 
the  public  should  be  allowed  the  privi- 
lege of  making  the  schools  community 
centers.  We  all  of  us  assume  that  a 
“community  purpose”  is  not  a money- 
making enterprise.  Therefore,  it 
should  not  be  forced  to  pay  rent  when 
a school  building  is  available.  If  a 
schoolliouse  is  good  enough  for  a pol- 
ling place  it  surely  is  equally  desir- 
able as  a gathering  pace  for  voters  on 
other  days  or  nights  of  the  year.  The 
building  is  always  heated,  as  fires  are 
maintained  in  winter  whether  or  not 
the  school  is  in  session.  The  lighting  is 
a comparatively  small  item  if  all  the 
people  are  to  share  the  benefit.  As  an 
economic  proposition  we  fall  to  see 
any  objection.  The  other  considera- 
tion. it  seems  to  us,  is  that  school 
buildings  would  be  made  more  attrac- 
tive as  centres  of  juvenile  life  and 
happiness.  They  are  not  to  be  re- 
garded as  semi-prisons  where  dull  in- 
tellects are  ground  down  until  they 
become  sharp  and  keen.  There  may 
be  some  people  who  will  contend  that 
children  to-day  do  not  dread  going  to 
school.  There  may  be  more  with  a 
liking  for  their  studies  than  20  years 
ago  but  we  still  doubt  if  every  hoy 
and  girl  of  to-day  is  “crazy  abou  it.” 
That  truancy  has  not  been  entirely 
wiped  out  we  can  prove  by  statistics. 
We  believe  that  by  making  school 
buildings  “community  centres”  that 
cause  of  learning  will  not  he  injured. 
We  think  that  on  the  other  hand  chil- 
dren will  he  less  afraid,  less  awed  in 
the  face  of  hooks  and  blackboards.  By 
all  means  let  school  rooms  become 
dub-rooms  for  the  youngsters. 


If  it  was  customary  in  this  column 
to  place  a fitting  caption  over  the  top 
of  each  paragraph  this  one  would  bear 
the  words,  “We  Told  You  So.”  We 
had  something  to  say  not  long  ago 
about  the  efficiency  of  Street  Commis- 
sioner Stuart  and  the  department  un- 
der him.  It  was  all  true  and.  further- 
more, no  one  has  disputed  a word  of 
it.  But,  just  as  we  hinted,  there  had 
to  be  somebody  to  take  a whack  at  the 
department  from  some  other  angle. 
While  everything  was  quite  serene  as 
far  as  this  column  was  concerned  the  I 
men  on  the  big  trucks  for  collecting 
rubbish  had  to  go  and  spill  the  beans 
— we  mean,  spill  the  ashes.  A reader 
of  this  column  put  it  up  to  us  thus: 
“What  you  said  about  George  Stuart 
is  every  word  of  It  gospel.  He’s  a 
wonder  for  the  city  and  we  are  lucky 
to  have  him.  Of  course  he  can’t  keep 
an  eye  on  everything,  but  I wish  he 
would  get  after  some  of  these  fellows 
who  have  the  job  of  collecting  ashes 
and  rubbish.  The  way  the  trucks 
shoot  along  is  not  what  it  should  he. 
The  wind  takes  the  ashes  and  blows  it 
four  ways  at  once.  Believe  me,  it  isn’t 
very  pleasant  to  be  driving  a car  or 
walking  on  the  sidewalk  and  have  a 
cloud  of  ashes  descend  on  you.  Why 
the  other  day  one  of  these  trucks  went 
through  Nonantum  Square  as  if  they 
were  racing  to  a fire.  Lots  of  ashes 
were  scattered  here  and  there  and  to 
add  to  the  excitement  an  ancient 
Christmas  tree  rolled  off  the  load  into 
the  street.  I wopder  where  they  get 
the  idea  they  are  speed  boys?”  We 
regret  we  are  unable  to  enlighten  the 
reader  who  is  so  much  concerned  over 
the  ashmen.  We  think  he  has  made  out 
a good  case  and  have  not  the  slightest 
doubt  that  once  the  matter  is  called 
to  Mr.  Stuart’s  attention  it  will  he 
properly  adjusted  without  delay.  As 
for  the  ashmen,  we  are  not  called 
upon  to  say  a word.  Still,  we  can 
imagine  what  their  defence  may  he. 
They  have  a lot  of  ground  to  cover 
and  much  rubbish  and  ashes  to  re- 
move. For  all  we  know  it  may  be 
necessary  they  should  hurry  and  in 
their  haste  they  cannot  control  the 
movement  of  the  loads.  Furthermore, 
there  is  ice  on  the  streets  and  car 
tracks  to  cross.  In  other  words, 
“There’s  many  a bump  ’twixt  the  bar- 
rel and  dump.” 


We  have  been  thinking  for  some 
time  that  it  was  our  duty  to  take  up 
another  campaign  in  behalf  of  the 
public.  Tills  one  would  be  interest- 
ing. although  not  as  vital  as  tiiat 
against  bicycle-riding  on  the  sidewalk 
or  traffic  regulation.  There  enters 
into  an  element  which  discourages  us 
at  the  very  outset  inasmuch  as  would 
be  called  upon  to  intrude  in  homes, 
workshops  and  stores  conducted  by 
individuals.  We  are  afraid  that  it 
would  be  an  invasion  of  the  rights  of 
private  citizens  and  therefore  must 
withhold  action.  Maybe  there  is  such 
a thing  as  accomplishing  reform  by 
generalizing  that  is  not  giving  uny 
names.  The  source  of  our  anxiety  is 
one  of  all  times.  We  might  suy,  too 
many  "times.”  A clock  regulator 
could  overcome  the  difficulty.  We 
mean  by  that  If  such  an  offioe  were 
created  its  incumbent,  by  proper  ex- 
ercise of  his  duties,  could  do  much  to 
save  the  people  of  the  United  States 
much  anxiety  and  free  them  from  vox- 
atious  deluys,  disappointments,  losing 
trains,  failing  to  keep  appointments. 

! <’tc.  One  morning  this  week  we  hud 
occasion  to  pass  through  Nonuntuiu 
square.  We  glanced  at  a clock  on  the 
I wall  of  a store.  It  told  us  the  hour 
! was  9.15.  Next  door  they  also  hud  a 
clock.  That  showed  the  hour  to  be 
; exactly  !).  The  store  beyond,  in,  which 
the  clock  was  also  running,  guve  out 
the  hour  at  8.50.  And  the  fourth  store  , 
(all  these  were  bunched  together.' 
'murk  you)  said  it  wus  8.55.  Now  wliut 
would  tiie  average  citizen  be  expected 
jo  do  in  fuct  of  thut  confusion.  Each 
store  wus  conducted  by  un  honest 


man.  Not  one  of  these  men  would  he 
guilty  of  deceiving  the  public.  With- 
out doubt  they  nil  are  members  In 
good  standing  of  the  Newton  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  which  is  sufficient 
guarantee  of  their  integrity.  But  why 
do  they  have  clocks  that  make  trouble 
for  customers.  We  say  “make  trouble” 
ns  we  assume  the  customer  who  de- 
pends on  getting  the  exact  time  from 
such  a clock  Is  headed  for  disaster. 
Here  were,  as  we  have  said,  four 
clocks  thnt  were  cuckoo  without  be- 
ing regular  cuckoo  clocks.  The  addi- 
tion of  a bird  to  proclaim,  incorrectly 
the  hour,  was  quite  unnecessary.  We 
know  some  may  say  thnt  at  least  one 
of  these  clocks  recorded  the  correct 
time.  As  much  as  we  hate  to  take  ex- 
ception we  doubt  if  any  of  them  was 
right.  Now  then,  what  is  to  he  done 
about  it?  If  store  clocks  can  show 
such  a wide  variance  what  must  be 
the  situation  in  the  homes  of  our  city. 
We  throw  up  our  hands  in  horror  at 
the  thought.  It  may  be  we  shall  have 
something  to  suggest  that  is  likely  to 
work  the  public  good.  All  we  have  to 
offer  at  present  is  the  thought  that 
there  he  a citizen’s  mass  meeting  held 
for  the  purpose  of  giving  everybody 
the  correct  time.  Let  the  slogan  be 
“The  right  time  is  coming.”

DEATH  OF  MR.  MARCY 


M.r  Charles  DeWitt  Marcy,  presi- 
dent of  Sampson  & Murdock  Company, 
publishers  of  directories  and  maps, 
died  on  Tuesday  following  an  illness 
of  a few  days  at  the  residence  of  his 
daughter,  Harriett,  547  Centre  street, 
Newton,  where  he  had  made  his  home 
of  late. 

Mr.  Marcy  was  born  in  Greenfield, 
Oct.  24,  1842,  the  son  of  the  Rev.  Icha- 
bod  and  Sarah  Hawes  (Gill)  Marcy. 
His  father  was  one  of  the  pioneers  of 
Methodism  in  the  New  England  con- 
ference. The  younger  Marcy  pre- 
pared for  college  at  Wilbraham  Acad- 
emy. and  after  entering  Wesleyan  Uni- 
versity left  in  his  junior  year  to  an- 
swer President  Lincoln’s  call  for  vol- 
unteers in  1862.  Ten  years  ago.  Mr. 
Marcy,  then  73,  was  awarded  an  hon- 
orary degree  of  bachelor  of  arts  by 
his  alma  mater. 

Mr.  Marcy  enlisted  with  the  43d 
Massachusetts  regiment  volunteer  in- 
fantry. serving  for  two  years,  and 
then  enlisting  in  the  signal  corps, 
serving  until  the  close  of  the  war. 
Soon  after  being  mustered  out  he 
came  to  Boston  and  in  1867  entered 
the  publishing  business,  later  becom- 
ing a member  of  the  firm  of  Samp- 
son. Davenport  & Co.,  predecessors 
of  Sampson  & Murdock  Company. 

Although  continuing  as  president  of 
the  latter  firm  until  his  death,  he  had 
not  been  actively  identified  with  the 
business  for  more  than  three  years. 

In  1873  he  married  Sophia  Augusta 
Hilliker  of  Lynn.  For  a number  of 
years  Mr.  Marcy  was  secretary  of  the 
U.  S.  Veterans  Signal  Corps  Associa- 
tion. 

Mr.  Marcy  is  survived  by  two  daugh- 
ters, Mrs.  Charles  M.  Crooks  of  Barre 
and  Miss  Harriet  Marcy  of  Newton, 
and  a son,  Grosvenor  D.  Marcy  of  32 
Rockledge  road,  Newton  Highlands. 

The  funeral  services  were  held  on 
Thursday  at  the  chapel  in  Pine  Grove 
cemetery,  Lynn.

IMPRESSIONS  OF  THE  WEST 

From  Los  Angeles  we  made  a flying 
trip  of  one  day  to  San  Diego,  passing 
the  old  mission  of  San  Juan  Capis- 
trano en  route.  So  close  to  the  train 
was  this  famous  mission,  founded  in 
1776.  that  we  could  look  into  its  court 
yard.  Some  members  of  the  party  left 
the  trnln  and  spent  several  hours 
here. 

In  Los  Angeles,  on  what  is  now  one 
of  the  main  streets,  we  saw  the 
Church  of  the  Angels,  all  that  remains 
of  the  original  mission  from  which 
Los  Angeles  takes  its  name.  It  is  an 
old.  somewhat  dingy  structure,  crowd- 
ed by  the  buildings  around  it.  and  giv- 
ing little  idea  of  its  original  beauty 
and  setting. 

One  caught  glimpses  of  a calm  sea 
lazily  lapping  a sandy  shore  as  we  ap- 
proached San  Diego.  The  country,  on 
the  whole,  was.  however,  uninhabited 
and  uninteresting.. 

After  a somewhat  hasty  lunch,  we 
took  automobiles  for  a trip  around  the 
city.  As  some  members  of  the  party 
were  keen  on  going  over  the  boundary 
into  Mexico,  we  drove  along  the  main 
highway  to  Tia  Juana,  Mexico.  This 
represented  the  farthest  point  South 
on  our  journey. 

Our  road  led  for  several  hours  thru 
x flat,  rather  monotonous  country, 
with  here  and  there  a bungalow  with 
its  accompanying  garden,  and  blue 
hills  on  the  horizon. 

Tia  Juana  proved  disappointing.  It 
is  notorious  for  its  gambling  casino, 
run  by  Americans,  where.  In  season, 
millions  of  dollars  exchange  hands.  At 
the  time  of  our  visit,  however,  there 
was  “nothing  doing.”  We  were  shown 
through  the  empty  rooms  where  the 
roulette  tables  and  other  gambling 
paraphernalia  were  in  readiness.  A 
slouchy,  little  old  man  wearing  a 
sombrero  and  smoking  a pipe  did  the 
honors.  One  member  of  the  party 
started  to  tip  him  as  we  came  out, 
but,  fortunately,  discovered,  just  in 
time,  that  this  insignificant  being  was 
the  proprietor  and  worth  millions. 

The  town  itself  consisted  of  one 
long  street  literally  lined  with  saloons 
with  here  and  there  a shop.  The 
houses  were  low.  one-storv  affairs, 
shabby  and  dirty,  with,  usually, 
swarms  of  swarthy  children  playing 
around  the  doorway.  We  were  shown 
the  arena  where  bull  fights  are  still 
occasionally  held. 

Getting  into  Tia  Juana  proved  sim- 
ple enough,  but  getting  out  was  a dif- 
ferent matter.  At  the  boundary  line 
we  were  held  up  by  mounted  police 
who  insisted  upon  examining  our  pur- 
chases. But,  as  they  found  no  liquor, 
they  soon  let  us  depart  in  peace. 

We  had  gone  to  Tia  Juana  by  the 
inland  route,  and  our  return  was  made 
by  the  coast  route.  San  Diego  has  a 
curious  coast  formation,  somewhat 
similar  to  Nantasket.  There  is  a long 
peninsula,  the  outer  edge  of  which 
forms  a long,  sandy  beach.  A large 
bathing  pavilion  anti  innumerable 
tents  line  the  beach.  We  were  sur- 
prised to  find  the  shore  practically  de- 
serted and  no  one  in  bathing,  although 
it  was  a beautiful  summer  afternoon 
and  the  water  looked  most  inviting. 

Such  a desire  filled  the  hearts  o 
some  of  our  party  to  bathe  in  the  Pa- 
cific Ocean  that  they  donned  their 
bathing  suits  and  went  in.  They  found 
the  water  very  cold  and  filled  with 
seaweed  which  accounted,  in  part,  for 
the  lack  ol’  bathers. 

San  Diego  has  very  beautiful  parks. 
It  is  in  this  region  that  the  heroine 
of  "Ramona,”  Mrs.  Jackson’s  famous  j 
story,  lived.  Unfortunately,  however,  j 
we  did  not  have  time  to  visit  these  i 
places. 

From  San  Diego  we  went  directly  to  J 
the  Grand  Canyon  in  Arizona,  passing 
a second  time  through  Los  Angeles. 
Our  private  cars  were  attached  at  the 
latter  place  to  tlu*  "Los  Angeles  Spe- 
cial” bound  for  Chicago. 

The  journey  northward  from  Cali- 
fornia on  the  Santa  Fe  Railroad  is 
very  interesting.  One  passes  through 
Pasadena,  and  Bernadino  and  over  the 
famous  Bernadino  Pass  across  the 
mountain  range  wthich  separates 
Southern  California  from  the  desert. 

It  requires  two  engines  to  take  tin*1 
long,  heavy  train  over  the  pass  which 
is  a marvelous  piece  of  engineering.  | 
Tlie  road  winds  in  ami  out  of  the  can- ' 
yons.  Earlier  in  the  season,  one 
catches  glimpses  of  snow  upon  th«-  [ 
range,  but,  at  the  time  of  our  return, 
late  September,  the  mountains  were  J 
quite  bare. 

Then  follows  the  long  stretch  of  the 
desert  with  its  sage  brush  and  cactus 
everywhere.  Here  and  there,  espe- 
cially as  one  nears  Colorado,  are  lit- 
tle Indian  villages  with  their  adobe 
houses  one  story  high,  entered  from 
the  roof  by  means  of  ladders.  The 
Indians  in  this  vicinity  are  largely 
Pueblos. 

At  Needles,  where  we  crossed  the 
Colorado  River,  a sluggish  stream  at 
this  point,  Indian  women  came  to  Uie 
train  with  beads  and  pottery  to  sell. 

Fifteen  years  ago,  the  writer  saw 
Indians  in  blankets  riding  their  ponies 
across  the  desert.  Now  a good  auto- 
mobile road  runs  almost  parallel  to; 
the  train,  and  automobiles  may  be  I 
seen  at  an  uverage  of  oue  in  fifteen  I 
minutes. 

At  Williams,  our  curs  were  taken  J 
off  of  the  ' ‘special”  and  attached  to , 
another  engine  and  sent  northward  to  J 
tlie  Grand  Cunyon  which  we  reached  ! 
Just  in  time  for  breakfast  on  a glori- 
ous September  morning.

In  many  enses  there 
are  more  parasites  than  there  are  peo- 
ple on  tlie  earth,  and  for  ages  it  was 
believed  that  marshes  and  malaria 
were  in  some  way  connected. 

Sir  Ronald  Ross  discovered  that  it 
was  not  tlie  marsh,  but  the  mosquito 
which  bred  in  the  marsh  which  was 
the  originator  of  tlie  disease,  and  he 
declares  that  the  parasite  of  malaria 
Is,  to  tlie  mosquito  which  carries  It, 
as  a dime  would  he  to  a hippopota- 
mus ! 

When  a disease-carrying  mosquito 
Idtes,  it  injects  a saliva  in  which  are 
the  malaria  parasites.  These  are  car- 
ried into  the  human  circulatory  sys- 
tem and  so  throughout  the  body. 

The  cure  for  malaria  is  quinine,  blit 
the  prevention  of  malaria  Is  the  de- 
struction of  the  mosquito  in  which  It 
breeds.

Old  Cornish  Tongue 

Soon  to  Be  Memory 

“Nebbuz  Gerriau  Dro  Tho  Cur- 
nonek"  was  the  title  of  an  address  de- 
livered to  tlie  members  of  tlie  London 
Cornish  association  by  Trelawney 
Roberts,  one  of  the  few  men  still  able 
to  speak  tlie  old  tongue  of  Cornwall. 
Translated  these  mysterious  syllables 
emerge  as  “A  Few  Words  About  Corn- 
ish.” 

Cornish,  Mr.  Roberts  pointed  out,  is 
not  quite  so  dead  ns  is  usually  be- 
lieved, nnd  lie  produced  as  evidence  a 
postcard  written  by  a little  girl  of 
eleven,  who  had  learned  tlie  language 
from  iier  father,  says  the  Living  Age. 
Prince  Lucian  Bonaparte  is  responsible 
for  the  legend  that  Dorothy  Pentrenth, 
who  died  in  1787,  was  tlie  last  person 
who  spoke  Cornish,  a legend  that  is 
perpetuated  on  her  tombstone. 

Tlie  old  lady  used  to  sweur  at  tour- 
ists in  Cornish,  usually  ending  with 
the  words — in  discreet  Cornish — “Ugly 
black  toad !”  in  exchange  for  the  cop- 
pers lavished  upon  her  by  tlie  visitors. 
John  Davey  of  Zeenor.  who  did  not  die 
until  1801,  could  speak  it  fluently. 

Ninety  per  cent  of  tlie  place  names 
In  modern  Cornwall  show  traces  of  tlie 
old  language.  In  spite  of  tlie  profane 
achievements  of  Mistress  Pentrenth, 
Cornish  boasts  few  oaths.  “God’s 
curse  In  the  kitchen”  is  regarded  as  an 
alarming  expletive. 


Famous  Old  Church 

Tills  year  sees  the  three  hundred  and 
sixty-fourth  anniversary  of  the  demo- 
lition of  the  magnificent  Church  of  St.  j 
John  at  Perth,  the  restoration  of  j 
which  Is  now  contemplated. 

This  Is  without  doubt  one  of  tlie 
most  interesting  churches  in  Scotland 
says  the  Weekly  Edinburgh  Scotsman. 
Tradition  ascribes  its  foundation  to 
tlie  Piets,  but,  whoever  founded  it,  it 
Is  one  of  the  parliest  stone  churches 
built  in  tlie  country;  nnd,  in  the 
Twelfth  and  Thirteenth  centuries,  as 
evinced  both  by  ancient  documents 
and  by  tlie  surviving  remnants  of  tlie 
edifice* of  that  time,  it  was  magnificent 
and  extensive.  The  monk  of  Dunferm- 
line. to  whom  it  was  granted,  allowed 
it  to  full  into  disrepair — a state  of  af- 
fairs which  Robert  the  Bruce  set  about 
remedying,  but  the  restoration  was 
stayed  by  his  death. 


Viands  Have  Many  Names 

Tie*  wiseacre  says  that  the  expres- 
sion “Welsh  rabbit”  is  a perversion  of 
Welsh  rarebit,  but  this  is  u mistake.  I 
The  man  who  first  made  this  sugges-  j 
tion  had  no  sense  of  humor. 

As  a matter  of  tact,  tlie  table  fur-  j 
nlshes  many  examples  of  names  of 
viands  which  have  an  alias  of  the 
same  humorous  description  as  Welsh 
rabbit.  Sailors,  for  Instance,  cull  a 
shark  steak  “Folkestone  bee',  and 
fisher  folk  commonly  call  smoked  her- 
ring “Digby  chicken.” 

A similar  instance  to  Welsh  rabbit 
is  provided  by  poached  egg  on  toast 
being  known  as  ‘‘Scotch  woodcock,” 
and  an  Australian  leg  of  unit  >n  as 
“Colonial  goose.” — London  Times. 


Newton  residents  will  be  interested 
in  the  favorable  report  made  this 
week  on  the  proposal  to  extend  the 
West  Roxbury  parkway  thru  Brook 
line  and  Chestnut  Hill  to  Common- 
wealth avenue  at  Hobart  road.  This 
matter  has  been  agitated  for  several 
years,  and  the  land  in  Chestnut  Hill 
between  Boylston  street  and  Beacon 
street  has  been  the  property  of  the 
Commonwealth  for  some  time.  The 
road  will  cost  about  $600,00,  and  will 
provide  another  much  needed  outlet 
to  the  south  of  Boston.  The  measure 
will  still  have  to  run  the  gauntlet 
of  the  way  and  means  committee,  but 
we  hear  that  the  appropriation  is 
one  that  has  met  the  approval  of  Gov- 
ernor Fuller,  which  will  give  it  a 
good  start  with  the  committee. 

There  was  a lively  hearing  Wednes- 
day morning  on  the  various  proposals 
to  put  teeth  into  the  liquor  and  auto- 
mobile laws  of  the  state.  Representa- 
tive Luitwieler  spoke  in  favor  of  a 
bill  to  provide  that  imprisonment 
shall  he  the  sole  punishment  for  per- 
sons convicted  for  a second  time  t'or 
operating  automobiles  under  the  influ- 
ence of  liquor.  Another  bill  heard  pro- 
vided for  a suspension  for  two  years 
of  the  license  of  a person  convicted 
of  operating  while  under  the  influence. 
According  to  the  report  of  the  special 
Motor  vehicle  commission,  however, 
it  is  not  so  much  new  law.  but  better 
enforcement  of  present  laws  that  is 
needed.  In  this  connection  we  note 
that  last  week,  the  Superior  courts 
turned  10  jail  sentences  to  fines — not 
a very  satisfactory  solution  of  the  ef- 
forts to  clear  tlie  roads  of  dangerous 
persons. 

As  was  expected  the  Committee 
on  Constitutional  Law  lias  reported 
recommending  that  the  Legislature 
refuse  to  ratify  the  Child  Lat/br 
amendment  to  the  Federal  constitu- 
tion. In  the  face  of  the  verdict  given 
by  the  people  at  the  polls  last  No- 1 
vember,  no  other  action  could  be  ta-  i 
ken. 

We  still  have  the  feeling,  however, 
that  the  vote  of  the  people  was  based 
on  a misunderstanding  of  the  matter 
and  that  a second  sober  judgment 
would  reverse  that  result. 

The  petition  of  the  Newton  Com- 
munity Club  for  an  investigation  of 
the  Christmas  greens  was  heard  yes- 
terday by  Mercantile  Affairs,  Miss 
Emma  D.  Coolidge  being  the  first 
speaker.  There  was  considerable  sup- 
port for  the  proposition  but  the  com- 
mittee subsequently  referred  the  mat- 
ter to  the  next  session. 

Legal  Affairs  which  has  been  consid- 
ering the  initiative  petition  to  allow 
professional  base  ball  on  Sundays,  has 
reported  against  the  bill.  If  tills  ac- 
tion is  supported  by  the  Legislature 
and  additional  names  are  added  to  the 
original  bill,  tlie  matter  will  he  sub- 
mitted to  a referendum  of  the  voters 
at  the  state  election  in  1926. 

Tlie  Planning  Division  of  the  Metro- 
politan District,  of  which  Mr.  Harri- 
man  of  this  city  is  the  efficient  chair- 
man. has  filed  a report  of  much  in- 
terest to  Newton  residents.  It  calls 
for  an  extension  of  the  present  sub- 
way at  Kenmore  square  to  a point  west 
of  Beacon  street  and  is  intended  to 
obviate  the  present  serious  congestion 
which  now  exists  at  this  point.  The 
project  is  estimated  to  cost  about  four 
million  dollars.

(not  accompany  her:  the  housemaid 
announces  herself  a dissenter  and  dis- 
approving of  both  men  and  theatres; 
the  useful  maid  is  overcome  to  the 
point  of  tears  and  lamentations  by 
the  kindness  of  the  master  and  mis- 
tress; the  kitchen-maid,  constantly 
suppressed  and  almost  concealed  from 
view  by  the  cook  is  willing  to  do  any- 
thing to  be  obliging;  and  the  odd 
man,  who  wanders  in  at  inopportune 
moments  and  consults  his  list  of  "du- 
ties for  the  day,”  suggests  that  he 
go  as  there  Is  no  butler.  None  of 
them  except  the  odd  man  anticipate 
any  pleasure — the  cook  has  to  be  as- 
sured that  the  treat  will  not  take  the 
place  of  their  regular  time  off.  and  in 
the  end  the  entire  staff  give  notice, 
to  the  relief  of  the  master  and  mis- 
tress who  by  this  time  are  thoroughly 
tired  of  the  whole  situation.

In  Federation  Topics  for  February, 
it  is  arresting  to  note  that  Miss  Mar- 
ian Nichols,  State  Chairman  of  Civil 
Service,  states  that  they  are  interested 
in,  and  wish  women  to  write  to  their 
Senators  urging  the  passage  of  the 
Lehlbach  Bill  (S.  3010)  which  provides 
for  the  abolishment  of  the  Federal 
Personnel  Classification  Board,  and 
for  the  transfer  of  its  functions  to  the 
United  States  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion, in  order  that  but  one  agency 
shall  deal  with  the  technical  problems 
of  personnel.  Your  editor  wonders 
how  many  of  our  clubwomen  are 
aware  that  this  same  division  of  au- 
thority exists  in  our  own  State.  The 
law  gives  to  the  Department  of  Ad- 
ministration and  Finance  higher 
power  than  to  Civil  Service  to  grade 
state  employees  and  their  salaries. 
Which  means  that  when  we  give  pow- 
er to  Civil  Service,  taking  from  City 
Councils,  or  from  the  Governor  and 
his  Council,  we  are  in  reality  placing 
the  power  over  these  appointees  in 
the  hands  of  this  department  of  per- 
sonnel, and  in  its  chairman  as  final 
Tenderer  of  decision.  Yet  we  are  also 
being  urged  to  aid  the  Civil  Service 
Reform  measure  in  our  own  State, 
which  will  give  power  to  a personnel 
department  in  Massachusetts,  even 
while  we  are  being  urged  to  help 
abolish  a similar  personnel  depart-

'Isn’t  Mr.  Hnrdy  funny,  cook?’  ‘Well, 
I did  think  so  at  first,  mum,’  she  said, 
'but  now  I've  got  used  to  him  and  I 
don’t  take  no  notice.’  Once  we  came 
in  to  find  Dudley  in  a desperate  mood. 
There  had  been  a terrible  cheap 
French  lamp  in  the  dining  room,  all 
omninent,  that  gave  a glaring  un- 
shaded light.  We  found  it  beautifully 
swathed  In  white  silk  and  lace,  look- 
ing all  a lamp  ought  to  look.  But  Dud- 
ley sat,  bis  head  in  bis  hands,  a guilty 
creature  with  a conviction  of  guilt.  He 
had  cut  lip  some  of  Peggy’s  (his 
wife’s)  beautiful  Paris  lingerie  to 
make  the  lamp-shade.” 


Relic  of  Roman  Era 

Among  the  interesting  curios  to  he 
found  in  the  museum  at  Oxford,  Eng- 
land. is  a huge  stone  sack.  It  Is  carved 
as  though  fresh  from  a man’s  back ; It 
bears  the  mark  of  a rope  which  once 
encircled  It  in  two  places,  and  has  the 
usual  puckers  at  the  mouth,  where  the 
string  once  secured  the  opening.

It  must  have  lain  for  centuries.  Some 
workmen  in  the  time  of  the  Romans 
was  carrying  this  sack  of  cement  from 
a moat  to  tin*  shore,  when  the  burden 
slipped  from  his  shoulders  Into  the  ! 
water.  There,  under  the  action  of  the 
water,  it  became  solid  and.  as  years 
passed  away,  the  sack  at  last  rotted 
off.  leaving  only  the  hardened  cement 
within.

Hor- 
ace, in  his  writings,  lamented  the 
rashness  of  those  who  tempted  the 
fates  by  trying  to  pass  the  boundaries 
that  the  gods  had  Interposed  between 
the  continents.

cil Recreation  Survey 


■Twelve  simultaneous  “village  con- 
flrences,”  attended  by  an  aggregate  of 
}0  people,  formed  n part  of  a unique 
lint  open  meeting  of  the  Community 
lid  Civics  Divisions  of  the  Newton 
Ventral  Council,  hold  at  the  Newton 
|eotre  Woman’s  Club  on  Friday 
gening,  February  13. 

HThe  village  conferences  were  pre- 
luded by  a dinner,  served  by  a coni- 
l.iittee  of  the  Women's  Club,  and  a 
en«eral  meeting  at  which  several  ten- 
lLiinute  talks  opened  up  some  of  the 
Jppics  later  discussed  in  the  village 
froups.  The  primary  purpose  of  the 
Hieeting  was  to  discuss  some  of  the 
^commendations  of  the  Central  Coun- 
cils Recreation  Survey  which  was 
/lade  during  1924. 

Hon.  Thomas  Weston,  Chairman  of 
ae  Civic  Division  of  the  Newton  Cen- 
J ral  Council,  presided.  Mr.  Grosvenor 
■L'nlkins  described  briefly  the  impar- 
tial" study  of  the  Community  Chest 
Tlan  which  is  being  made  in  Newton 
fcy  a committee  of  the  Central  Coun- 

Ril. 

The  Committee  is  at  present  seeking 
khe  views  of  contributors  and  citizens 
lin  general.  Later,  when  the  report  of 
fhe  present  study  is  available,  the 
[fullest  opportunity  will  be  given  to 
J he  welfare  organizations  of  the  city 
|o  express  their  views  regarding  the 
Viesirability  or  undesirability  of 
financial  federation. 

Arthur  Dunham,  Executive  Secre- 
tary of  the  Newton  Central  Council. 
|;pokc  on  the  subject,  “Making  the 
plew  Newton,”  and  described  the  Rec- 
"eation  Survey  and  the  plan  of  this 
f nesting.  Mrs.  William  A.  Bedford, 
Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Com- 
linittee  of  the  Newton  Federation  of 
i Women's  Clubs,  stressed  the  need  of 
I Winter  Sports  for  Everyone.” 

Mayor  Childs  spoke  in  place  of  Mrs. 
| ft.  C.  Henry,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
R'.nunity  Division  of  the  Newton  Cen- 
tral Council,  on  “Some  Recreational 
Kfejids  of  the  Moment.”  The  Mayor 
[Emphasized,  among  other  tilings,  the 
Kneed  for  developing  Edmands  Park, 
Tthe  need  of  shelters  and  sanitaries  at 
f Cabot  Park  and  Bullough’s  Pond,  and 
tithe  question  of  a city  golf  course. 

[I  Fn  the  course  of  the  general  dis- 
I’cussion  a resolution  was  offered  by 
■ Mr.  Fred  H.  Tucker  and  was 
[unanimously  adopted,  urging  that 
“Edmands  Park  should  be  turned  over 
tjo  the  Playground  Commission  for 
Knaintenance  and  future  development 
laud  that  the  Board  of  Aldermen  be 


urged  to  take  such  steps  as  are  neces- 
sary to  accomplish  this  end.” 

Everyone  present  at  the  conference 
was  provided  with  a copy  of  the  fol- 
lowing outline,  entitled  “Building  a 
Program  of  Public  Recreation  for 
Newton.”  and  containing  some  of 
the  general  suggestions  drawn  from 
tlm  Recreation  Survey  Report. 

The  following  items  are  taken  from 
the  report  of  the  Recreation  Survey 
Committee  of  the  Newton  Central 
Council.  They  represent  factors  which 
need  to  be  considered  in  working  out 
a well-rounded,  long-time  program  of 
public  recreation  for  Newton.  The 
Committee  recognizes  that  the  pro- 
gram presented  is  not  one  which  can 
be  fully  realized  in  the  immediate  fu- 
ture, or  even  within  the  next  ten  or 
fifteen  years.  The  Committee  believes, 
however,  that  in  public  recreations,  as 
in  city  planning,  Newton  needs  a 
comprehensive  general  program,  look- 
ing far  into  the  future,  and  based  upon 
conscious  forethought  and  sane  plan- 
ning to  meet  the  city’s  needs.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  civic  and  community 
organizations  of  the  city,  in  confer- 
ence with  interested  citizens  from  the 
various  villages,  may  evaluate  these 
suggestions  and  may  gradually  deter- 
mine, from  the  standpoint  of  the  wel- 
fare of  the  whole  city,  in  what  order 
the  various  items  of  this  program 
should  be  taken  up  and  translated  into 
terms  of  actual  fulfillment. 

1.  Every  new  public  school  build- 
ing should  be  planned  to  serve  as  a 
community  center — that  is,  to  render 
the  broadest  and  most  effective  ser- 
vice to  its  whole  community.  Play- 
rooms should  be  developed  in  the 
present  public  school  buildings. 

2.  A Municipal  Gymnasium  and 
Swimming  Pool  is  urgently  needed. 

3.  Edmands  Park  should  be  turned 
over  to  the  Playground  Department 
for  development  and  maintenance. 
With  its  bills  and  valleys,  this  park 
offers  an  ideal  opportunity  and  loca 
tion  for  the  development  of  skiing, 
snow-shoeing,  and  tobogganing.  A1 
though  it  would  seem  that  Edmands 
Park  ought  to  be  developed  for  quiet 
recreations,  an  arboretum,  and  bird 
sanctuary,  yet  there  would  be  no  rea- 
son why  winter  activities  should  not 
be  planned  in  connection  with  such  a 
development. 

4.  There  should  be  a move  toward 
creating  a large  city  park  or  reser- 
vation, including  a municipal  golf

LIBRARIAN  RESIGNS

Dougherty  lias  installed  the  house  to 
house  method  of  distribution  which 
covers  Chestnut  Hill,  Lower  Falls 
and  Oak  Hill.

9000  ATTEND  ACTIVITIES 


The  year  1924  brought  9,000  to  the 
clubs,  classes,  and  activities  of  the 
Stearns  School  Center. 

Aside  from  the  work  at  fhe  Center 
the  worker  was  able  to  make  369  calls 
in  the  home,  38  hospital  visits  and  53 
dental  clinic  visits,  making  a total  of 
490  visits. 

The  Senior  Girls’  Club  has  been 
studying  educational  opportunities 
during  the  past  year  and  a course  in 
psychology  and  economics  are  two  of 
the  courses  that  the  girls  have  en- 
joyed. Basketball  is  now  being  fea- 
tured in  the  club  and  a game  is  al- 
ready scheduled  with  the  Girls  City 
Club. 

The  Junior  Boys’  and  Girls’  Club 
have  formed  committees  to  plan  for 
their  coming  dramatic  period. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Mothers’ 
Club  is  to  be  Italian  Night.  A spea- 
er  from  Boston  is  planning  to  talk  to 
the  mothers  and  a musical  program 
has  already  been  arranged  for. 

One  of  the  new  clubs  at  the  Center 
is  the  Italian  Orphans’  Club.  This 
club  is  for  Italian  girls  and  mothers, 
and  was  organized  for  the  purpose 
of  helping  the  home  for  Italian  Or- 
phans at  Jamaica  Plain.

DELIGHTFUL  PERFORMANCE 

The  second  performance  of  the 
“Seventh  Season,”  of  the  First  Church 
Orchestra  in  Newton,  was  delightful 
to  the  massive  gathering  of  hearers, 
in  Bray’s  Hall,  Newton  Centre,  on  Lin- 
coln’s Birthday.  The  music  was  re- 
markable in  every  way,  and  its  render- 
ing was  most  commendable  to  the 
conductor.  Ralph  MacLean,  for  his 
care  and  labor,  and  to  the  players  as 
well.  The  first  number,  Mendel- 
ssohn’s overture,  “Ruy  Bias,”  made 
the  walls  of  the  great  hall  vibrate,  and 
wonderfully  quickened  the  circulation 
in  the  veins  of  every  listener.  The 
second  number,  Mendelssohn's  con- 
certo. for  the  piano-forte,  with  Miss 
Dorothy  Parker  touching  the  keys 
wonderfully  for  thirty-five  minutes*

The  Newton  Chamber  of  Commerce 
held  a meeting  in  Jewett  Hall  of  the 
Public  Library  Monday  afternoon,  on 
the  present  trafllc  ordinance  as  it 
affects  Newton  Square.

•*ss  men  as  a whole  were  opposed  to 
the  ordinance  as  it  now  stands  a thor- 
ough study  would  he  made  and  the 
question  of  a change  would  be  taken 
up  with  city  officials.  Representatives 
of  several  firms  doing  business  in  the 
Square  spoke,  although  the  secretary 
said  that  those  who  were  most  strong- 
ly opposed,  at  a previous  meeting, 
were  absent.  A manager  of  a chain 
drug-store  claimed  that  the  30-minute 
parking  rule  had  increased  his  busi- 
ness, as  cars  were  not  parked  in  front 
of  his  store  while  their  owners  at- 
tended the  movies  nearby.  Mr.  F.  J. 
Perry,  local  news-dealer,  stated  that 
he  could  not  see  much  improvement, 
as  the  law  was  continually  disregard- 
ed, and  he  suggested  more  signs  to  in- 
form the  public  of  parking  restric- 
tions. 

Street  Commissioner  G.  E.  Stuarl 
said  that  "silent  cops”  were  daily  be- 
ing knocked  down  and  damaged,  and 
that  new  signs  were  being  made  to 
be  placed  on  the  curbings. 

Chief  Burke  stated  that  the  sum- 
mer and  Chistmas  seasons  had  passed 
\ without  criticism  and  that  lie,  or  the 
officers  stationed  in  the  square,  had 
not  received  any  complaints  until  this 
week  when  one  of  the  business  men 
in  the  square  had  reported  that  a po- 
lice officer  had  been  discourteous  to 
him  in  his  store  before  witnesses. 
The  officer  bad  asked  him  to  remove 
his  car  from  in  front  of  his  store  or 
it  would  be  tagged.  An  Investigation 
showed  the  complaint  to  be  unfoun- 
ded. 

Mr.  F.  C.  Perry  said  that  he  was 
’the  man  who  had  made  the  complaint 
hut  denied  having  been  connected  in 
any  way  with  having  the  meeting 
called.  He  asked  Chief  Burke  how 
the  latter  could  say  that  the  report 
was  unfounded  when  the  officer  had 
since  apologized  to  two  women  cus- 
tomers in  the  store. 

Officer  Frank  Feeley  denied  that  he 
had  made  an  apology  or  that  he  had 
been  discourteous  to  Mr.  Perry.  Be- 
fore the  discussion  went  further  a 
motion  for  adjournment  was  made  and 
no  action  was  taken  on  the  matter. 
Secretary  Mowry  informed  Chief 
Burke  that  Air.  Perry  had  not  ap- 
proached him  about  the  matter,  but 
that  the  meeting  had  been  called  at 
the  request  of  other  business  men.

It  would  give  us  much  satisfaction 
if  we  were  able  to  extend  some  help- 
ful advice  to  the  Newton  Centrul 
Council's  committee  which  is  seeking 
the  views  of  Newton  citizens  as  to 
the  desirability  of  establishing  n Com- 
munity Chest  Plan.  Everybody  will 
agree  that  the  committee  has  tackled 
the  problem  with  commendable  energy 
and  an  apparent  desire  to  do  what  is 
the  best  for  the  city  and  its  citizens. 
In  setting  before  the  people  as  they 
have  the  arguments  for  and  against 
the  proposition  they  have  shown  that 
theirs  is  a high  purpose.  We  hope 
that  their  efforts  will  arouse  the  in- 
terest of  the  public.  It  does  not  seem 
there  is  opportunity  In  this  column  to 
go  Into  the  details  of  both  sides  of  the 
question  and  certainly  we  would  not 
wish  to  display  snap  judgment.  We 
do  know  thnt  there  are  men  of  ample 
means  who  give  freely  and  regularly. 
In  fact  we  have,  at  their  suggestion 
and  request,  looked  into  cases  for 
them  in  order  they  might  learn  if  the 


the  stairs  to  his  own  chamber.  It 
was  while  he  was  ascending  the  stairs 
that  the  curtain  fell.

All  was  se- 
cure. What  a blissful  feeling!  Was 
not  the  playwright  a keen  student  of 
human  nature?  Did  he  not  know  and 
know  well  that  the  members  of  the 
great  human  family,  or  most  of  them 
at  least,  are  content  when  they  have 
satisfied  themselves  they  are  safe  from 
intrusion  and  are  free  to  sleep  the 


night  through  undisturbed? 

Assuming  that  our  readers  have 
agreed  with  our  contention  as  to  the 


objects  were  worthy.  In  so  doing  we  j value  of  locked  doors,  we  would  call 
learned  that  these  men  had  a very  attention  to  the  less  poetic  but  most 


complete  nnd  thorough  system  of  giv- 
ing. Their  gifts  to  charity  were 
many,  but  in  a common  sense  way.

Sometimes 
we  wonder  if  the  police  should  not  be 
instructed  to  try  the  doors  of  occupied 
houses  as  they  now  are  of  unoccupied 
houses.  Some  householders  might  re- 
sent it  and  yet  we  believe  the  police 
would  probably  find  that  many  a 
family  had  gone  to  bed  and  forgotten 
to  "lock  up  for  the  night.”  People 
who  do.  are  really  inviting  thieves 


There  are  some 
situations  in  it  that  we  have  always 
remembered.  It  is  not  our  purpose, 
however,  to  write  <»f  more  than  one  of 
them.

NEWTON  ROTARY  CLUB 

At  the  weekly  Monday  luncheon  at 
the  Newton  Club  Mr.  Francis  L.  Bacon, 
headmaster  of  the  Newton  High 
School,  talked  on  the  school  situation 
in  Newton.  Mr.  Bacon  traced  the  ad- 
vent of  the  specialized  High  School 
during  the  past  twenty  years  nnd 
showed  how  they  worked  against  the 
best  interests  of  a democracy  by  rais- 
ing class  distinctions.  Ho  showed  how 
the  grammar  grades  were  democratic 
and  urged  that  the  same  system 
should  be  carried  through  high  school 
age.  In  addition  to  the  evils  of  class 
distinctions,  Mr.  Bacon  told  how  the 
unification  of  the  present  High  Schools 
had  saved  ten  class  rooms  in  the  pres- 
ent high  school  buildings.  Incidental- 
ly he  stated  that  thirty  years  ago  there 
were  but  20.000  high  school  pupils  in 
the  entire  state  nnd  now  Boston  alone 
graduates  that  number  annually.  New- 
ton with  16  per  1000  population  leads 
the  entire  United  States  in  school  en- 
rolment. This  great  Increase  in  high 
school  attendance  has  created  serious 
congestion  and  requires  either  a large 
addition  to  the  present  plant,  the  use 
of  portables,  or  the  installation  of  the 
two  platoon  system  of  school  attend- 
ance. With  the  scattered  nature  of 
the  city.  Mr.  Bacon  showed  that  the 
two  platoon  system  would  work  badly, 
while  the  portable  school  rooms  were 
a temporary  expedient  and  in  the  end 
a serious  waste.  The  new  building 
which  is  now  under  consideration 
would  have  a large  auditorium,  which 
Mr.  Bacon  believed  to  he  seriously 
needed  to  encourage  the  morale  of  the 
school,  a well  equipped  gymnasium 
and  a modern  cafeteria.  In  the  mat- 
ter of  site,  Mr.  Bacon  showed  how  the 
subject  had  been  thoroughly  consid- 
ered and  how  the  plan  to  place  the 
new  building  in  front  of  the  Technical 
High  School  was  the  most  available 
for  school  purposes.  He  expressed 
regret  that  the  bids  showed  such  an 
excessive  cost  and  for  the  delay  which 
would  mean  a postponement  of  the 
completion  of  the  new  building  until 
September.  1927.  In  reply  to  a ques- 
tion as  to  a senior  high  school  on  the 
south  side,  Mr.  Bacon  said  that  that 
would  eventually  be  erected,  but  did 
not  believe  it  would  be  best  at  the 
present  time.

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EDITORIAL 


The  resignation  of  Mr.  Harold  T. 
Dougherty  as  librarian  of  the  Free 
Library  is  a serious  loss  to  the  edu- 
cational department  of  the  city.

Dougherty  has  placed  the  library  on  a 
fine  foundation  and  it  has  been  doing 
a great  service  to  the  community.

UNDER  THE  GILDED  DOME 


State  House,  February  10. — It  is 
to  he  presumed  that  enough  repub- 
licans will  stand  together  to  carry 
through  the  Senate  and  House  the  de- 
mand of  the  last  republican  state  con- 
vention for  amendment  of  the  primary 
law,  and  to  provide  for  return  to  state 
conventions  for  the  nomination  of 
party  candidates.  Their  plan  includes 
only  the  four  minor  places  on  the 
state  ticket, — the  secretary,  treasurer, 
auditor  and  attorney  general.  The 
two  major  places. — governor  and  lieu- 
tewint  governor. — they  leave  to  be 
filled  by  the  direct  primary,  as  at 
present.  This  will  leave  the  nomina- 
tions of  candidates  for  the  Senate  and 
House  and  the  other  positions  under 
the  primary  law’  just  the  same  as 
now.  Thus  there  will  be  no  saving 
of  expense  by  the  change,  for  the  day 
and  the  functions  will  continue  to  he 
observed.  But  it  will  give  opportun- 
ity for  trial  of  whatever  experiments 
may  be  made  to  overcome  the  evils 
of  the  old  convention  system.  If  the 
experiments  succeed,  then  it  is  to  be 
expected  that  the  convention  system 
will  be  restored. 

One  reason  for  expecting  such  re- 
storation is  that  the  arguments 
against  the  primary  are  as  effective 
in  case  of  a candidate  for  a minor 
place  on  the  state  ticket  as  in  case 
of  a major  place.  In  either  instance, 
the  rich  man  has  so  great  an  advant- 
age over  the  candidate  of  small  means 
that  the  latter  might  as  well  not  start 
in  the  race,  unless  he  has  other 
grounds  of  expecting  to  w*in  than  his 
ability  to  pay  large  campaign  bills. 
Candidates  of  exceptional  popularity 
may  have  a hold  on  their  constituents 
which  will  put  them  through  to  vic- 
tory, but  very  few  are  in  that  class. 

The  main  objection  at  the  committee 
hearing  to  the  proposed  change  came 
from  Miss  Alice  Stone  Blackwell,  who 
said  that  it  would  be  a return  to  the 
old  corrupt  convention  system.  But 
there  is  the  very  point  in  dispute. 
The  Republican  leaders  hope  to  in- 
vent some  way  to  secure  the  evident 
benefits  of  conventions  without  their 
evils,  especially  those  evils  w’hich  led 
to  the  adoption  of  direct  primaries. 

Whatever  happens,  our  people  have 
had  experience  enough  to  know  that 
no  political  machine  can  be  invented 
to  take  the  place  of  intelligent  voters 
and  responsibility  to  them  on  the  part 
of  the  officeholders.  We  have  tried 
it  with  biennial  elections  and  have 
failed  lamentably. 

Last  year  the  editor  of  The  Graphic 
was  one  of  the  speakers  before  the 
committee  on  constitutional  law ' in 
favor  of  the  petition  for  return  to  an- 
nual state  elections.  Support  for  his 
position  is  found  in  the  constituency 
of  The  Graphic.  Such  supporters  will 
have  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  at 
the  hearing  on  February  25  before 
the  committee  on  constitutional  laws 
on  a similar  petition  this  year.  At 
• the  same  session  will  be  heard  the  pe- 
tition for  biennial  sessions  of  the  leg- 
islature. which  have  also  the  indorse- 
ment of  Governor  Fuller  and  of  the 
last  Republican  State  Convention.  As 
the  two  propositions  are  directly  an- 
tagonistic. it  is  to  be  hoped  that  each 
side  will  have  its  arguments  carefully 
thought  out  and  put  in  form  so  that 
each  side  can  be  held  down  to  direct, 
positive  statements,  and  not  be  suf- 
fered to  w’ander  off  into  vague  gener- 
alities which  are  nothing  but  personal 
prejudices  more  or  less  supported  by 
equally  worthless  popular  opinion.  It 
will  be  remembered  that  in  1896.  af- 
ter the  Republican  party,  officially. 
by  crack  of  the  party  whip,  had 
forced  the  biennial  elections  amend- 
ment through  the  legislature,  it  was 
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defeated  at  the  polls  by  over  50,000. 
It  had  the  strong  opposition  of  such 
leaders  as  Senator  George  F.  Hoar. 
Senator  Henry  L.  Dawes.  Governor 
John  D.  Long.  Collector  Alanson  W. 
Beard,  Congressmen  Joseph  H.  Walk- 
er (father  of  the  present  Joseph 
Walker)  and  William  S.  Knox.  Mayor 
Klihu  B.  Hayes  of  Lynn,  father  of  the 
Australian  ballot,  and  hosts  of  other 
Republicans  who  refused  to  follow 
Hie  nominal  leaders.  It  is  u part  of 
the  present  unfortunate  and  hurtful 
situation  that  all  of  the  Republicans 
on  the  committee  of  the  constitutional 
convention  who  heard  the  petitions 
for  biennials  of  both  sorts  were  un- 
animous against  them,  and  that  the 
biennial  election  amendment  went 
through  the  convention  only  because 
its  opponents  were  asleep  at  the 
switch.  Then  the  people,  without  any 
discussion,  voted  by  a majority  for 
the  evil  thing,  though  it  had  less  than 
24  per  cent,  of  the  voters  who  went 
to  the  polls.  There  is  an  opportunity 
for  our  new  women  voters  to  make 
themselves  heard  on  t he  right  side 
on  February  25. 

Women  of  the  Newton  Community 
Club,  Inc.,  who  are  Interested  in  the 
petition  of  Mrs.  Nelly  Coolidgc  Keach, 
president,  for  u luw  to  prohibit  the 
present  form  of  contracts  for  moving 
picture  films,  whereby  customers 
agree  to  take  the  output  of  a produ- 
cer, seem  to  have  made  no  effort  to 
overcome  the  adverse  report  of  the 
committee  on  mercantile  affairs.  They 
hud  their  hearing  and  put  in  argu- 
ments which  seemed  worthy  of  con- 
sideration. But  their  petition  was  re- 
ported reference  to  the  next  annual 
session  without  dissent.  This  report 
was  accepted  in  the  Senate  without 
debate  or  incident.  It  was  in  the 
House  culendar  for  yesterday,  in 
charge  of  Representative  Hunnewell 
of  Boston.  But  it  was  not  pussed  for 
debate,  even,  and  was  accepted  on  the 
first  tall  of  the  calendar.  If  the  wo- 
men had  been  as  combative  or  as  per- 
sistent as  some  petitioners  are,  they 
would  have  found  some  legislative 
friend  to  move  to  substitute  their  bill 
for  the  adverse  report.  They  could 
have  given  him  u lot  of  material  for 
a good  speech.  Thus  they  would  have 


forced  the  opposition  to  give  its  rea- 
sons also,  nnd  there  might  have  been 
an  illuminating  debate  with  benefit 
to  the  petitioners.  They  would,  at 
least,  have  contributed  to  the  enlight- 
enment of  the  members,  for  it  is  to 
be  expected,  according  to  the  report, 
that  it  will  come  up  at  the  next  ses- 
sion. The  members  will  be  the  same 
then  as  t hoy  are  this  year,  and  so 
something  might  have  been  done  to- 
ward the  education  of  the  House  for 
better  understanding  next  time. 

The  committee  on  mercantile  affairs 
has  not  reported  upon  the  companion 
petition  of  the  Newton  Community 
Club,  Inc.,  for  regulation  of  the  prob- 
lem of  Christmas  greens  and  trees 
which  had  the  same  petitioners  and 
was  heard  at  the  same  time.  If  the 
petitioners  surrender  easily,  then  they 
are  not  as  likely  to  accomplish  some- 
thing as  if  they  put  some  pressure 
upon  the  legislators.  From  remarks 
which  have  been  dropped  by  inter- 
ested persons,  it  seems  that  some  peo- 
ple are  forming  opinions  of  some  oth- 
ers for  which  they  did  not  at  first 
have  as  much  of  a basis  of  fact  as 
they  have  now.  from  which  it  appears 
that  there  is  another  illustration  of 
the  old  saying  that  ‘‘distance  lends  en- 
chantment to  the  view”  with  the  im- 
plication that  nearness  lends  some- 
thing else.  Perhaps  nearness,  suffi- 
ciently repeated,  will  convince  the  wo- 
men that  close  accountability  to  the 
people  and  ability  on  the  part  of  the 
people  to  hold  their  representatives  to 
frequent  accountability  are  important 
factors  in  securing  good  legislation.

5.  Shelter  buildings  and  sanitaries 
should  be  constructed  on  the  shores 
of  Crystal  Lake  and  Bullough’s  Pond 
for  use  in  connection  with  the  skat- 
ing Crystal  Lake  should  he  properly 
developed  for  swimming  and  skating 
and  adequate  bath-houses  should  be 
constructed. 

6.  More  streets  should  be  set  aside 
for  sliding,  in  winter.  All  such  slid- 
ing areas  should  be  placed  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Playground  Depart- 
ment. 

Municipal  funds  should  be  made 
available  for  summer  concerts  and 
“dancing  on  the  green"  at  play- 
grounds. 

8.  More  musical  and  singing  so- 
cieties should  be  organized. 

9.  Greater  attention  should  be  paid 
to  national  celebrations. 

10*  Ultimately  the  program  of  the 
Playground  Department  will  require 
the  development  of  a full-time,  year- 
round  staff.

In  addition  to  specific  suggestions 
regarding  matters  of  local  interest, 
the  following  statement  was  submitted 
to  each  village  group. 

“The  following  matters  have  been 
referred  for  consideration  of  each 
Village  Group.  It  is  asked  that  your 
group  consider  how  far  these  sug- 
gestions may  apply  to  your  Village: 

"1.  Manv  playgrounds  need  fences 
and  some  need  re-grading.  Larger  ap- 
propriations should  be  made  for  beau- 
tifying the  playgrounds. 

"2.  Some  of  the  small  parks  or 
squares  should  be  developed  for  play- 
ground use  by  little  children.  The 
small  parks  thus  used  should  be  put 
under  the  supervision,  care,  and  main-  j 
tenance  of  the  Playground  Depart- . 
ment. 

"2.  Additional  swimming  beaches  [ 
should  be  developed  at  various  points 
on  the  Charles  River. 

"4.  Is  there  already  or  ought  there 
to  l)e,  in  your  village,  some  local  com-  j 
mi t tee  or  other  group  which  may 
serve  as  a channel  of  intercommuni- 
cation between  the  people  of  the  vil- 
lage and  the  administration  of  the 
Newton  Free  Library?  It  would  seem 
that  it  ought  to  be  possible  for  the 
Library  officials  to  turn  to  such  a 
group  for  information  and  suggestions 
regarding  local  needs  ami  desires; 
and.  on  the  other  hand,  such  a group* 
ought  to  consider  the  service  and 
problems  of  the  local  library  and 
formulate  any  suggestions  which  may 
aid  the  Library  in  giving  more  ef- 
fective service  to  the  people  of  the 
village.  (It  is  'recognized  that  the 
function  here  suggested  may  already 
lie  performed  by  some  committee  of 
the*  Improvement  Association.  Wo- 
men’s Clubs,  etc.)  It  is  suggested! 
that  such  a local  group  might  study! 
the  need  for  separate  quarters  for 
children  and  the  need  for  a small  hall  1 
for  study  groups,  in  connection  with  1 
tin*  branch  library  of  the  Village*.”  I 

Reports  of  the  various  village*  con- 
ferences will  he  forwarded  by  the 
group  leaders  te>  the  Central  Council 
and  will  be  made  public*  ut  a later 
elate. 

Thrcyighout  the  Conference  emphasis 
wus  laid  upon  the  fact  that  the  various 
recommendations  submitted  were 
parts  of  general  public  recreution 
program  which  might  well  extend  over 
thirty  or  forty  years.  The  Counc  il  is 
of  course  not  urging  that  all  tlte.se* 
suggestions  he  udopted  ut  once;  it  is 
seeking  to  stimulate  thought  about 
these*  programs  and  to  begin  u process 
of  sifting  tli**  various  recommenda- 
tions, determining  their  rejutive  ur- 
gency, and  moving  toward  the  solution 
of  some  of  those  problems  which 
seem  to  he  of  most  immediate  import- 
ance.

There  is  so  much  interest  now  in 
the  popular  indoor  game  of  squash 
racquets  that  Newton  men  should  have 
more  facilities  to  piny  it.  Among  col 
lego  and  club  men  squash  racquets  ha* 
grown  amazingly.  One  thousand  stu- 
dents  are  now  playing  the  game  at 
Harvard  University  and  the  courts  at 
the  Clubs  and  Colleges  in  Greater  Bos- 
ton are  overcrowded. 

At  the  Newton  Y.  M.  C.  A.  two  four- 
wall  handball  courts  are  not  sufficient 
to  meet  the  demand  for  that  game. 
Two  squash  racquets  courts  would 
relieve  the  congestion  among  the  hand- 
ball players  nnd  also  double  the  num- 
ber who  could  secure  exercise  by  play- 
ing either  handball  or  squash  racquets. 

The  cost  of  two  first  class  courts 
would  be  about  $6,000.  Mr.  G.  Fred 
Harwood  has  given  $1,000  to  start  a 
fund  to  build  two  courts  at  The  New- 
ton Y.  M.  C.  A.  Are  there  others  who 
will  join  with  Mr.  Harwood  in  his  en- 
deavor to  secure  this  splendid  equip- 
ment for  the  use  of  the  young  men  of 
Newton?

Newton  Federation 

legislative  Afternoon  for  the  New- 
ton Federation  was  a most  interesting 
meeting  in  the  new  Junior  High 
School.  Newtonville.  This  was  the 
midwinter  meeting,  and  instead  of 
discussing  the  various  measures 
brought  forward  by  the  State  Federa- 
tion, and  which  are  being  dismissed 
painstakingly  in  the  individual  clubs 
by  thorough  and  competent  Legisa- 
tive  Chairmen,  speakers  were  secured 
who  would  bring  before  the  club- 
women general  knowledge  on  City, 
State  and  Federal  Affairs.  Mrs.  Ern- 
est Cobb,  President,  opened  the  meet- 
in,  then  placed  it  in  charge  of  the 
Legislative  Chairman,  Miss  Emma  D. 
Coolhlge,  who  introduced  the  speak- 
ers. 

Aderman  Heathcote  presented  City 
Affairs,  taking  the  place  of  Mayor 
Childs  who  was  unable  to  fulfill  his 
engagement,  owing  to  important 
business  which  came*  up  and  called 
him  out  of  town.  He  gave  a most  un- 
usual and  interesting  account  of  vari- 
ous matters  which  have  reecntly  tak- 
en the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen, making  his  point  that  in 
those  instances  where  public  opinion 
of  the  better  grade  insisted  upon  be- 
ing heard  that  the  right  thing  was 
accomplished,  in  spite  of  all  political 
pressure,  but  that  where  a right- 
minded  public  remained  indfferent  it 
became  hard  to  uphold  the  courage- 
ous. (and  unpopular,  politically), 
stand  of  officials  who  were  trying 
against  odds  to  do  the  honorable 
tiling.  Questions  and  discussion 
brought  out  much  that  would  prove 
food  for  thought  for  the  audience. 

Mr.  Griffin,  Director  of  Music  in  the 
schools,  sang  a group  of  songs  that 
were  most  pleasing,  and  his  voice 
gave  the  pleasure  which  it  always 
gives. to  those  who  have  been  privi- 
leged to  hear  him  before,  and  must 
surely  have  brought  new  admirers  in- 
to his  court.  His  ease,  control  of  tone, 
and  an  agreeable  resonance,  only  add- 
ed to  the  delightful  quality  of  his 
voice. 

Senator  James  Moran,  of  Mansfield, 
gave  a careful  description  of  the 
course  taken  by  every  petition  which 
is  presented  to  the  Legislature — a bit 
of  instruction  that  was  of  special  in- 
terest since  so  seldom  does  any  one 
take  the  pains  or  have  the  thoughtful- 
ness to  bring  forward  this  business 
which  to  so  many  is  a mystery — and 
then  explained  why  he  was  against 
compulsory  jury  service  for  women. 
His  legal  point  that  this  law  brought 
compulsion  upon  women,  whereas  the 
law  providing  that  men  give  jury  ser- 
vice was  not  compulsory,  since  based 
upon  a constitutional  article,  was  a 
phase  of  the  situation  that  is  not  al- 
ways brought  out.  and  certainly  not 
generally  known,  and  is  a legal  fact 
that  must  make  thoughtful  every  citi- 
zen who  has  fears  as  to  the  growing 
danger  of  encroaching  compulsory 
measures. 

His  viewpoint  on  prison  reform  and 
the  expense  of  a new  State  Prison, 
coming  from  the  inside,  as  it  does, 
of  a study  of  conditions  as  they  are, 
and  not  as  idealists  and  altruists 
would  like  to  see  them,  aroused  new 
thoughtfulness,  and  to  the  fair-minded 
person  pointed  out  the  fallacy  of  giv- 
ing to  criminals  all  the  luxuries  and 
modern  improvements  they  would  en- 
joy as  honest  citizens,  at  the  expense 
of  the  taxpayer.  Too  often,  he  said, 
people  forget  how  it  happens  that 
these  persons  are  in  prison, — for  a 
terrible  crime  which  destroyed  the 
happiness  of  a household,  over  which 
we  expended  pity  at  the  time,  but — 
alas! — with  the  passage  of  time  we 
forget  the  grief  and  tragedy  for 
which  this  criminal  is  responsible  and 
become  sorry  for  him  in  his  narrow 
cell  and  seek  to  supply  him  with  the 
pleasures  and  comforts  of  the  outside, 
I honorable  world! 

Senator  Moran’s  words  were  so  sin- 
cere, so  straightforward,  and  his 
courage  of  convictions  so  admirable, 
that  he  won  the  sympathy  and  respect 
of  the  vast  majority  of  his  audience, 
I even  when  in  a few  instances  these 
‘ hearers  may  not  have  agreed  with 
I him.  That  a large  number  did  agree 
I with  him  was  evidenced,  not  only  by 
| the  frequent  hursts  of  enthusiastic  ap- 
plause hut  by  the  comments  heard 
I afterwards,  and  by  the  expressions  of 
■ pleasure  to  him  personally  in  the  so- 
Jcial  hour  which  followed  the  meet- 
ing, 

| Mrs.  William  H.  White  was  special 
guest  of  honor,  and  she  spoke  briefly 
; on  the  courtesy  which  audiences 
should  show  to  their  lecturers,  artists, 
and  musicians,  in  close  attention,  and 
j in  the  silence  acorded  to  them.  Her 
words  of  wisdom  may  well  be  con- 
sidered— and  put  into  practice! 

Many  expressions  of  pleasure  in 
the  meeting  were  made,  and  it  is  evi- 
dent thut  it  was  of  interest  to  ull  who 
attended.

The  lecture  on  "Current  Events”  be- 
fore the  Auburndale  Woman’s  Club 
on  Tuesday,  February  17th.  by  the 
much-loved  ex-president  of  the  State 
Federation.

The  Cape  Cod  Canal  bill  will 
possibly  go  through,  and  the  Postal  In- 
crease bill.  Other  matters  to  be  con- 
sidered are  the  French  Spoliation 
claims  (with  a delightful  anecdote  to 
make  its  value  clear)  and  the  Wads- 
worth Amendment.  Next  we  consid- 
ered the  matter  of  presidential  appoint- 
ments, with  a clear  presentation  of 
what  are  the  president’s  rights  in  such 
matters.  The  upsetting  of  Congress  by 
the  Reparations  Conference  in  Paris 
in  January,  and  our  withdrawal  from 
the  Opium  Conference,  because  we  re- 
fuse to  compromise  brought  up  the 
general  question  of  conferences,  and 
the  busy  times  in  conferences  of  all 
sorts  all  over  the  world.  Last,  in  this 
country,  we  learned  of  the  new  French 
ambassador. 

Conditions  in  Germany  wore  next 
brought  before  us,  their  superfluity  of 
political  parties,  and  their  very  human 
attitude  in  desiring  revenge,  and  pre- 
paring for  it.  Russia  was  next  con- 
sidered, its  recognition  by  Japan  for 
oil  concessions  in  Saghalin,  the  good 
and  bad  marks  to  the  credit  of  the 
Soviet  Government;  and  the  question 
“Will  we.  too,  recognize  Russia”? 
With  a plea  for  better  understanding 
with  the  rest  of  the  world,  the  in 
struct ive  talk  was  concluded,  and  op- 
portunity given  for  questions,  of  which 
several  club  members  availed  them- 
selves. 

The  Club  Trio  was  unable  to  sing, 
as  had  been  announced,  but  a most  ac- 
ceptable substitute  was  found  in  Miss 
Katherine  Carver,  who  played  before 
Mis.

Some  of  the  most  beau- 
tiful examples  shown  were  the  Kerman 
with  its  upright  cypress  trees  signify- 
ing "Man”  who  remains  unbending, 
the  Shiraz  conspicuous  for  the  absence 
of  green,  that  color  being  sacred  to 
the  prophet  Mohammed,  a prayer  rug 
from  the  village  of  Ladick  and  a Royal 
Bokhara,  gorgeous  with  its  warm  color 
and  handsome  design.  Mr.  Avigdor 
disillusioned  his  audience  by  telling  of 
the  many  carloads  of  rugs  now  on  the 
market  which  are  designed  by  New 
York  merchants,  woven  by  machines 
lately  introduced  into  the  Eastern 
countries  and  colored  in  New  Jersey 
"beauty  parlors”  as  he  chose  to  call 
the  dye  houses  of  Hoboken.  The  Art 
Committee,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Newton, 
Chairman,  may  add  one  more  success 
to  their  already  long  record  of  good 
works.

Charles  Kattelle’s  description 
of  Chesterton  and  Heyward  Brown, 
and  a little  essay  on  "An  nlterview  of 
Chesterton”  by  Heyward  Brown,  with 
two  short  essays  on  “Judge  Kruck” 
and  “Frankincense  and  Myrrh”  closed 
the  program.  It  was  a most  unusual, 
unique,  and  delightful  morning. 


A group  of  Symphony  players,  in- 
cluding Mr.  Gaston  Bladet,  flutist,  Mr. 
Carl  Barth,  ’cellist,  and  Mr.  Arthur 
Fiedler,  pianist,  assisted  by  Miss  Doris 
Emerson,  soprano  soloist,  furnished 
talent  for  the  annual  musicale  of  the 
Newtonville  Woman’s  Club  on  Tuesday 
afternoon. 

The  programme,  admirably  adapted 
to  the  occasion  from  the  points  of 
view  of  sprightliness  and  length,  in- 
cluded “Sous  les  Tilleuls”  by  Mas- 
senet; "Romance,”  Debussy;  Valse. 
Holman;  "Meditation  from  ‘Thais’,” 
Massenet;  Les  Perses,  Leroux;  Satta- 
rello,  Demerseman;  and  the  Frio, 
Weber.  Following  the  opening  num- 
ber, Miss  Emerson  sang  "Charraant 
Oiseau”  from  David’s  "La  Perle  du 
Brasil,"  and  before  the  closing  number 
rendered  an  ambitious  group:  "Mary 
of  Allendale”  from  an  old  English  mel- 
ody. an  "Ave  Maria,”  Bruch’s  in  “The 
Cross  of  Fire”  and  Mozart’s  "Allelu- 
jah.”

O11  Wednesday.  February  18th,  be- 
fore the  Social  Science  Club  Mrs. 
George  E.  Merrill  read  a paper  of 
startling  interest  on  "The  Immigrant, 
— an  Asset  or  a Liability.” 

Mrs.  Merrill  caught  the  attention  of 
the  club  by  describing  three  personal 
experiences  with  the  problem  of  immi- 
gration showing  her  study  and  interest 
in  the  problem  through  a number  of 
years. 

In  sketching  the  history  of  immi- 
gration the  paper  brought  out  the  con- 
trast between  the  early  immigrant  of 
Anglo-Saxon  heritage  prior  to  1880  and 
the  immigrant  since  1880  from  Central 
and  Southern  Europe.  The  latter, 
coming  for  money  solely,  and  willing 
to  endure  fearful  living  conditions  for 
gain,  thus  proving  undesirable  citi- 
zens. 

At  our  entrance  into  the  World  War 
a searchlight  was  turned  on  the  whole 
country  bringing  out  the  amazing  sit- 
uation of  a great  many  distinct  and 
large  settlements  of  the  different  races 
of  recent  immigrants  instead  of  the 
so  culled  "Melting  Pot.”  For  these 
people  were  shown  to  be  continuing 
in  their  former  customs  and  manner 
of  living  even  with  the  newspapers  in 
their  language  dealing  with  conditions 
in  their  old  countries,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  two  races  only,  which  do 
give  the  news  of  our  United  States. 

The  menace  of  certain  race  sin  im- 
migraton,  even  under  present  restrict- 
ng  laws,  s the  cause  of  grave  concern 
for  the  future  of  our  land. 

Education  is  the  only  solution  of- 
fered for  this  problem  i addition  to 
the  limited  immigration  laws  of  the 
present  day. 

The  paper  was  followed  by  active 
discussion  contributed  to  by  many  of 
the  members. 

A rising  vote  of  thanks  to  Mrs.  Mer- 
rill closed  the  meeting.

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READ  FUND  LECTURE 

Prof.  Edward  Howard  Briggs  Lectures  on  Shakespeare 
In  First  of  Series 


The  first  of  a aeries  of  lectures  on 
Shakespeare,  by  Edward  Howard 
(jriggK.  was  Riven  in  the  Hunnewell 
Club,  Newton,  on  Thursday  eveninR 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Read  Fund. 

The  large  number  present  was  n 
tribute  to  the  lecturer,  who  is  well 
known  in  Boston  and  vicinity,  and 
glso  would  seem  to  indicate  that 
there  are  many  in  Newton  who  value 
a course  of  lectures  on  such  a sub- 
ject. A syllabus  of  the  course  Rave 
to  those  who  wished  an  opportunity 
to  study  the  plays  in  advance. 

, At  the  opening  of  his  lecture.  Pro- 
fessor Griggs  said  that  “true  genius 
is  humanity  multiplied”;  that  the  gen- 
ius is  not  less  but  more  human  than 
his  fellow  men;  he  has  lived  more 
deeply  than  they  enjoyed  more,  suf- 
fered more,  even,  in  some  cases,  sin- 
ned more.  The  test  of  a masterpiece 
is  that  it  may  be  interpreted  by  each 
of  us  in  terms  of  our  own  life. 

In  the  development  of  Shakespeare’s 
art,  the  speaker  noted  three  stages; 
Che  period  of  the  early  comedies;  the 
period  of  the  great  tragedies;  and  the 
period  of  the  later  romances. 

In  the  “Merchant  of  Venice.”  Shake- 
speare is  awakening  for  the  first  time 
to  an  understanding  of  the  deeper  side 
of  life.  This  play  was  produced  about 
1596  when  Shakespeare  was  thirty- 
two  years  of  age. 

The  play  has  great  lyric  beauty,  the 
Unes  are  what  the  characters  might 
.have  said  had  they  been  able  to  ex- 
press themselves  in  perfect  form. 

There  are  many  improbabilities  in 
the  play,  such  as  the  casket  scene,  and 
the  incident  of  the  pound  of  flesh,  but 
so  great  is  the  art  of  the  play  that 
We  forget  these  improbabilities  in  our 
interest  in  the  characters  themselves. 

In  “The  Mid-Summer  Night  s 
Dream”  the  characters  themselves  are 
improbable,  in  the  Merchant  of  Ven- 
ice it  is  the  setting  of  the  characters 
which  is  improbable,  the  characters 
'being  true  to  nature. 

The  speaker  gave  a very  beautiful 
description  of  Venice  at  the  time  of 
Shylock,  and  then  went  on  to  show 
how  Shakespeare  in  this  play,  as  in 
his  greatest  plays,  strikes  the  key 
note  in  the  opening  paragraph  where, 
the  reader  will  remember.  Antonio  is 
sad  over  the  non-arrival  of  his  ships. 

Shylock  is.  of  course,  the  hero  of 
the  play.  His  is  the  part  always  taken 
'by  the  great  actors.  Professor  Griggs 
said  that  he  did  not  know  whether 
Shakespeare  meant  at  first  to  make 
Shylock  a caricature,  but,  he  has  suc- 
ceeded in  making  hin,  not  a type  but 
a deeply  human  character  too  big  for 
the  play.  This  is  all  the  more  re- 
markable when  we  consider  the  con- 
tempt in  which  the  .lews  of  Shake- 
speare’s time  were  held. 

Although  Shylock  is  spoken  of  as 
/‘old  Shylock”  in  the  play,  this  is  a 
term  of  contempt  rather  than  of  age. 
for  there  are  many  indications  that 
Shylock  was  young  enough  to  be  burn- 
ing with  the  suppressed  hatred  of  the 
Christians  born  of  his  bitter  experi- 
ences. In  demanding  his  pound  of 
flesh  he  only  shows  his  deeply  human 
character.  His  love  for  his  dead  wife, 
and  for  his  daughter,  are  glimpses  of 
his  many-sided  character. 

* Jessica  is  a good  example  of  the 
unconscious  cruelty  of  adolescence. 
She  deeply  wounds  her  father  in  the 
two  ways  in  which  he  is  most  sensi- 
tive, by  marrying  a Christian,  and  by 
taking  his  hard  earned  money. 

In  the  court  scene  one  wonders 
‘why  the  Duke  allowed  such  a mons- 
trous contract  as  that  of  Shylock  to 
stand  before  ttie  law.  This,  the  speak- 
er said,  was  because  he  feared  the 
"other  merchants  of  Venice  If  he  al- 
lowed a contract  to  be  broken. 

The  speaker  dwelt  on  the  charm  of 
Portia,  and  pointed  out  that  she  her- 


self did  not  show  to  Shylock  the  “qua- 
lity of  mercy"  of  which  she  spoke  so 
eloquently  to  Shylock. 

The  ending  of  “The  Merchant  of 
Venice”  is  weak  in  that  although  it 
was  right  for  Antonio  to  be  freed  from 
the  hideous  contract  which  he  had  un- 
thinkingly signed,  it  was  not  right 
for  Shylock  to  be  left  broken  hearted 
and  alone. 

In  conclusion  Professor  Griggs  drew 
a most  appealing  picture  of  Shylock 
wandering  through  the  narrow  streets 
of  Venice  utterly  forsaken,  while  the 
young  married  couples,  including  his 
own  daughter,  enjoy  their  newly  found 
bliss. 

The  next  lecture  of  the  course  will 
be  given  on  Thursday,  March  5th,  and 
will  deal  with  “The  Individual  and  the 
State:  Julius  Caesar.”

Saturday  afternoon  Fred  Hill  of 
Newton  Highlands  a Boy  Scout  of  the 
Highlands  troop  No.  4.  risked  his  life 
in  Crystal  Lake  to  save  a 60-pound 
airednle  dog  owned  by  Wm,  M.  Pax- 
ton of  Newton  Centre.  The  dog,  a 
valuable  thoroughbred,  had  gone 
through  rotten  ice  about  200  feet  from 
shore  and  his  yelps  attracted  the  at- 
tention of  Charles  Carson,  who  is  em- 
ployed by  the  Ice  Company  nearby, 
who  made  a valiant  attempt  to  rescue 
Topper,  the  dog.  Careon  broke  thru 
the  ice  himself  and  barely  managed 
to  reach  shore  unaided.  Meanwhile 
Hill,  a sixteen-year-old  lad  and  a fresh- 
man in  the  high  school,  was  running 
towards  the  dog  with  a coil  of  rope 
which  the  police  department  had 
placed  on  the  shore  as  a safety  meas- 
ure. When  he  neared  the  dog  and  the 
ice  had  shown  signs  of  giving  way 
Hill  dropped  to  the  ice  and  crept  as 
near  to  Topper  as  he  dared.  Casting 
the  rope,  in  which  he  had  made  a 
noose,  towards  the  dog's  head  he  set 
himself  to  pull  the  dog  to  safety.  The 
noose  missed  Topper's  head  but  his 
jaws  closed  upon  it  tightly.  Hill  be- 
gan to  pull  but  the  weight  of  the  dog 
caused  the  ice  to  break  and  Hill  was 
plunged  into  the  icy  water.  He  came 
up  under  the  ice  and  here  it  was  that 
his  training  as  a scout  served  him 
as  he  was  forced  to  bring  all  his 
knowledge  of  swimming  into  play  to 
save  himself.  He  succeeded  in  crawl- 
ing back  onto  sound  ice,  and  after  re- 
trieving his  rope  made  another  cast 
at  the  dog’s  head.  This  time  he  suc- 
ceeded in  lassoing  the  dog  and  he 
pulled  Topper  to  safety. 

A call  to  the  fire  department  had 
been  sent  in  and  Captain  Turner  of 
Ladder  2 and  Chief  Randlett  had  come 
to  the  scene.  They  declared  that  Hill 
had  handled  the  situation  admirably 
and  took  Hill  to  his  home  on  Lake 
avenue,  while  Topper  was  taken  into 
the  ice-house  where  he  was  warmed. 
Young  Hill  modestly  refrained  from 
discussing  his  feat  except  to  say  that 
his  Boy  Scout  training  enabled  him 
to  save  the  dog.  Hill  is  the  son  of 
Mrs.  Grace  P.  Hill,  who  recently  moved 
to  Southbridge  while  her  son  remained 
in  Newton  to  finish  his  course  at  the 
high  school.

Perhaps  all  of  our  readers  do  not 
realize  that  there  is  a science  In  the 
proper  pruning  of  trees,  and  perhaps 
some  of  us  still  think  that  the  dead 
branches,  which  are  obviously  dead 
when  cut  off.  are  then  properly  prun- 
ed. This,  however,  is  not  the  ense; 
many  operations  are  necessary  in  the 
work  of  pruning  trees. 

Trees  are  pruned  t'or  three  different 
reasons.  We  nil  recognize  the  value 
of  pruning  trees  in  order  to  keep  them 
healthy:  that  is.  cutting  out  the  dead 
wood,  fixing  cavities,  and  the  like. 
Thinning  of  various  trees  is  perhaps 
not  so  well  understood  by  the  lay- 
man but  it  is  nevertheless  an  impor- 
tant work,  and  can  be  classed  as 
pruning  for  health  and  also  pruning 
for  beauty.  The  aesthetic  pruning  of 


his  paint  pot  is  needed,  or  some  saw 
of  a different  type  than  that  which 
he  has  on  his  belt,  it  is  very  easy  to 
get  these  things  to  him  by  way  of 
his  handle  iron.  On  extremely  small 
branches  which  will  not  maintain  the 
weight  of  a man.  cuts  are  made  with 
the  use  of  a pole  saw.  After  a branch 
is  cut  off  in  the  proper  manner  the 
tree  climber  reaches  for  his  antis- 
ceptic  or  water  proof  paint  and  im- 
mediately paints  all  the  parts  exposed 
by  the  cutting.  There  are  at  the  pres- 
ent trade  preparations  on  the  mar- 
ket which  do  not  burn  back  the  cam- 
bium layers  as  well  as  the  old  meth- 
od of  shellacing.  This  layer  is  no 
longer  necessary  so  the  paint  is  put 
over  the  entire  cut  and  the  cambium 
is  thus  prevented  from  drying  out.

trees  is  becoming  better  known  in 
our  larger  cities  and  on  our  larger 
estates,  that  is.  any  work  in  the  na- 
ture of  shaping  trees  in  such  a man- 
ner that  it  can  develop  the  character- 
istics of  its  species. 

Today  there  are  men  skilled  in  this 
work  who  have  actually  studied  the 
scientific  part  of  the  work  in  labora- 
tories and  colleges  of  the  country, 
and  who  are  actually  engaged  in  the 
manual  part  of  the  pruning.  Such 
men  are  known  by  various  titles,  such 
as.  tree  climbers,  tree  repair  men, 
and  in  some  sections  of  the  country, 
foresters,  and  a term  which  is  very 
descriptive,  tree  squirrels.  Climbing 
without  the  mechanical  aid  of  irons 
requires  an  aptness  which  is  only  de- 
veloped by  long  practice.  The  mod- 
ern tree  climber  is  taught  to  detect 
decayed  branches  even  when  the  foli- 
age is  not  on  the  tree,  and  to  ampu- 
tate these  branches  in  such  a man- 
ner that  greater  damage  will  not  be 
done  by  removing  the  branches,  than 
by  leaving  them  on.  On  large  bran- 
ches it  is  necessary  to  make  an  un- 
der cut.  a foot  or  so  from  the  union 
of  the  branch  with  the  trunk  of  the 
tree.  A new  cut  is  then  started  out- 
side of  this  under  cut  and  the  heavy 
part  of  the  branch  removed.  The 
third  or  last  cut  is  made  close  to  the 
trunk  of  the  tree  so  that  the  cambium 
will  have  a flat  surface  to  roll  over. 
This  method  prevents  stripping  of  the 
hark  and  seriously  damaging  the  tree. 
It  is  extremely  important  that  the 
last  cut  he  made  in  such  a manner 
that  there  is  not  a stump  left,  for  if 
such  a stump  is  left  it  leads  quickly 
to  hard  rot.  Also  it  is  desirous  not 
to  make  the  cut  too  close  to  the  trunk 
of  the  tree  for  if  a larger  area  than 
is  necessary  is  opened  it  takes  a long- 
er perio’d  for  the  cambium  to  roll 
over. 

The  tree  climber  ascends  a large 
tree  after  gaining  a start  with  a lad- 
der. After  he  is  located  he  saws 
along  merrily  as  if  both  feet  were 
on  the  ground.  This  vocation  is  ex- 
tremely dangerous  and  is  usually  fol- 
lowed by  young  men  of  an  active  out- 
door type;  hut  the  writer  has  in  mind 
a tree  climber  in  New  England  who 
has  recently  reached  his  sixtieth 
birthday  and  has  yet  to  find  a tree  he 
could  not  climb  without  the  aid  of 
irons  or  ropes.  The  equipment  of 
these  tree  climbers  in  most  cases  is 
very  simple.  A belt  is  worn  around 
the  waist  to  which  is  attached  his 
favorite  saw  and  handle  iron.  The 
handle  iron  establishes  communica- 
tion with  the  ground  and  if  a rope  is 
needed  to  reach  a large  branch  or 


It  is  of  vital  importance  that  the 
tree  climber  recognize  insects’  nes-ts 
while  he  is  in  the  tree,  and  should 
remove  such  nests.  He  should  also 
recognize  any  irregularities  in  the 
growth  of  the  tree,  such  as  interlock- 
ing branches,  rubbing  branches,  tree 
cancers,  and  overweighted  branches. 
These  problems  our  trained  tree  men 
know  how  to  combat  instantly. 

As  in  medicine  new  methods  of 
treating  wounds  in  the  human  being 
are  constantly  discovered,  so  in  tree 
repair  work  the  science  of  forestry  is 
constantly  advancing.  Forty  years 
ago  the  concreting  of  cavities  was  a 
great  improvement  over  no  cavity 
work  at  all  in  a diceased  tree,  hut  to- 
day a modern  repair  man  is  taught 
to  follow  the  simple  methods  of 
cleaning,  and  sterilizing  decayed 
parts  in  a tree  and  preventing  such 
parts  from  further  decay.  This  meth- 
od is  known  as  the  open  cavity  method 
of  tree  repair  work,  and  is  recom- 
mended by  many  of  our  leading  for- 
esters both  here  and  in  Europe. 

To  ascertain  where  wood  has  de- 
cayed in  a tree  and  to  thoroughly  re- 
move this  decayed  wood  some  anti- 
cepfcic  preparation  is  used  on  the  area 
of  the  tree  which  has  been  in  contact 
with  the  decayed  area,  so  that  fungus 


worker  knows  the  fundamentals  of 
forestry,  1h  experienced  in  handling 
himself  in  the  tree,  and  will  conscien- 
tiously rectify  such  troubles  as  he 
observes,  then  the  pruning  of  trees  la 
really  n science.

there,  that  is  the  top  of  the  cavity 
should  be  sloped  down,  and  the  front 
of  the  cavity  sloped  up.  After  the  en- 
tire cavity  Is  painted  with  some  water 
proof  paint  the  rain  will  then  aid  in 
keeping  the  cavity  clean.  The  sun, 
nature’s  greatest  sterilizing  agent, 
will  also  aid  in  keeping  these  cavities 
free  from  decay  and  insects.  All  cor- 
ners of  the  cavity  should  he  rounded 
and  sides  smoothed  off  with  a sharp 
chisel.  In  only  a few  cases  where 
stability  and  regularity  Is  absolutely 
necessary  is  it  recommended  to  use 
a filling,  and  in  these  cases  a tar  or 
asphalt  combination  may  be  used  with 
a small  amount  of  gravel  to  maintain 
the  proper  consistancy. 

In  no  ease  m modern  tree  repair 
work  is  it  necessary  to  use  concrete 
or  cement,  for  these  substances,  al- 
though aiding  in  beautifying  the  ex- 
terior of  the  tree,  aid  rot  to  continue 
in  hack  of  these  fillings  unobserved. 
The  concrete  will  never  dry  out,  and 
lias  a tendency  to  absorb  the  moisture 
of  the  tree. 

Pruning  for  the  purpose  of  thinning 
is  less  complicated  than  pruning  for 
health,  hut  it  takes  a practiced  eye 
to  know  just  what  branches  to  re- 
move in  order  that  the  exterior  out- 
line of  the  tree  remain  the  same.  It 
j is  necessary  to  open  up  the  tree  to 
allow  the  sunshine  to  come  In,  thus 
aiding  in  the  manufacture  of  sugar 
I or  the  tree.  In  the  case  of  a maple 
j which  has  been  cut  back  considerably 
I three  or  four  years  before  the  thinning 
1 process  takes  place  it  is  often  pos- 
sible to  remove  30  per  cent  of  the 
| branches  and  leaf  areas  without  in 
! any  way  spoiling  the  outline  of  the 
(tree.  When  this  is  done  properly 
I there  can  be  no  objections  made  as 
; o the  hacking  of  trees,  for  the  brunch- 
es ure  cut  in  such  a manner  and  the 
cuts  are  distributed  over  the  tree,  and 
made  from  the  inside  that  only  by 
the  closest  observation  can  one  detect 
where  the  cutting  has  been  done, 

The  third  and  last  form  of  pruning 
•—pruning  for  beauty,  is  much  dis- 
puted by  foresters  who  ure  engaged 
in  this  line  of  work.  It  is  necessary 
to  remember  that  tlu*  characteristics 
of  tlie  species  should  be  maintained 
at  all  costs.  A maple  when  pruned 
should  retain  the  characteristic  shape 
of  the  maple.  Elms  should  ufter 
pruning  still  have  drooping  pendul- 
ous branches,  oaks  should  maintain 
their  sturdiness  of  habit,  birches 
should  retain  their  lace-like  appear- 
ance. After  the  pruning  is  done  the 
observer  should  have  no  dillieulty  In 
immediately  recognizing  the  charac- 
ter of  the  genius  by  the  outline  which 
remains. 

Pruning  of  uuy  nature  is  merely  an 
application  or  common  sense,  experi- 
ence, and  conscience.  If  the  tree

The  party  leaves  Balboa  on  March 
12  on  the  steamship  Santa  Theresa, 
and  stops  will  he  made  at  various 
Peruvian  and  Chilean  ports  before 
Valparaiso  is  reached.  It  is  the  pres- 
ent intention  to  spend  two  weeks  in 
Chile  and  the  party  will  visit  the  cities 
of  Santiago  and  Concepcion  while  in 
that  country. 

By  trains  on  the  Transandean  Rail- 
road the  Masonic  party  will  cross 
South  America  and  the  schedule  calls  j 
for  Its  arrival  at  Buenos  Aires  on  1 
April  9.  The  steumship  Vandyck  will 
carry  them  to  Rio  de  Janeiro. 

The  party  expects  to  reach  New • 
York  on  May  5.  En  route  from  Rio  de  j 
Janeiro  homeward,  they  expect  to 
glimpse  Trinidad  and  the  Barbados.

MEN’S  CLUB  OF  WEST  NEWTON 


At  the  February  meeting  of  the 
West  Newton  Men’s  Club  held  Tues- 
day evening  at  the  Parish  house  of 
the  Second  Church,  Mr.  Frederick  Roy 
Martin,  general  manager  of  the  As- 
sociated Press,  gave  an  excellent  talk 
upon  "The  Associated  Press.”  The 
talk  was  preceded  by  supper  and  was 
attended  by  about  130  members  and 
their  guests. 

Mr.  Martin  said  that  the  Associated 
Press  was  often  termed  dull  and  con- 
servative, but  that  this  course  had 
to  be  followed  in  order  to  be  as  sure 
as  possible  of  accuracy.  Accuracy  is 
one  of  the  rules  of  the  organization, 
and  that  even  the  middle  initials  of 
a man’s  name  were  corrected  by  op- 
erators transmitting  messages  by 
wire.  The  Associated  Press  has  over 
60  bureaus  in  the  Western  hemis- 
phere, including  points  in  Mexico, 
Cuba,  and  South  America,  with  which 
news  is  exchanged.  News  is  trans- 
mitted by  wire,  telephone,  cable,  and 
sometimes  by  mail,  and  the  Press  has 
access  to  the  news  of  various  papers 
in  various  foreign  countries.  The  Press 
does  not  revel  in  cases  of  crime  and 
divorce  but  only  transmits  those  cas- 
es which  are  outstanding.  Mr.  Mar- 
tin, after  his  talk,  answered  questions 
which  several  members  asked  him  in 
regard  to  newspaper  reporting.

MUNICIPAL  GOLF 


One  of  the  features  of  the  recent  All 
Newton  Conference,  as  reported  in 
your  isKii<*  of  last.  Week,  was  tli»- 
recommendation  of  a city  park  where 
golf  could  ho  played.  Few  of  us  real- 
ize the  rapid  growth  of  municipal 
golf  in  this  country.  This  has  taken 
place  In  very  recent  years  and  par- 
ticularly in  the  Middle  West.  While 
Boston  had  the  first  course  of  this 
kind  at  Franklin  Park  and  this  has 
been  doubled  in  size  from  its  original 
nine  holes,  Chicago  has  at  preesnt 
eighteen  courses  In  use  and  many 
more  under  way.  This  is  as  it  should 
he.  the  game  appeals  to  the  young 
and  old  of  nil  classes  and  should  not 
be  kept  exclusively  for  the  well  to  do. 
We  have  amost  a plenty  of  rich  men’s 
clubs  and  courses  and  more  are  being 
built  yearly  hut  there  is  scant  oppor- 
tunity for  those  who  wish  to  get  a 
few  hours  or  a day  in  the  open  to  find 
a place  where  by  payment  of  a small 
fee  they  can  enjoy  this  healthful  pas- 
time. Another  feature  of  municipal 
golf,  not  generally  understood,  is  that 
it  is  self-supporting  and  can  be  made 
to  pay  large  dividends,  not  only  in 
health  and  pleasure  but  in  hard  cash 
as  well.  Hear  the  experience  of  Min- 
neapolis, Minn,  in  this  line  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Parks.  “A  reason- 
able charge  for  the  use  of  public  links 
is  not  only  legitimate  but  really  de- 
sirable and  necessary.  I feel  satisfied 
that  the  main  reason  for  the  failure  of 
park  executives  to  introduce  and  de- 
velop golf  activities  is  the  apparent 
difficulty  to  finance  them.  The  tax- 
payers are  (,oin£  their  share  in  pro- 
viding the  grounds  and  accommoda- 
tions. and  the  minority  which  takes 
advantage  of  these  special  facilities 
should  be  willing  to  bear  at  least  the 
cost  of  operation. 

"It  is  entirely  feasible  and  practical 
to  establish  a golf  course  and  not  onlv 
make  it  self-sustaining,  but  meet 
from  its  revenue  the  original  cost  of 
construction  of  the  course  and  the  1 
necessary  building  accommodations.  : 
Wo  have  in  Minneapolis  two  eighteen 
hole  courses  and  both  of  them  are 1 
built  and  developed  along  that  line. 
Our  Glenwood  links,  started  eight 
years  ago,  is  today  one  of  the  most 
popular  course  in  our  section  of  the 
country,  with  a building  as  good  and 
probably  better  than  many  of  those  of 
private  clubs.  At  first  the  course  was 
free:  then  a fee  of  ten  cents  was 
charged  for  the  nine-hole  course;  and 
the  charges  have  increased  until  they 
are  now  forty  cents  for  the  eighteen 
holes.  At  Columbia  Park  we  first  had 
a six-hole  course,  then  a nine,  but  now 
there  are  eighteen  holes  and  the  fee 
has  been  increased  from  the  original 
five-cent  charge  to  twenty-five  cents. 
Temporary  shelter  buildings  are  used 
at  present  hut  plans  for  a commo- 
dious building  are  now  being  pre- 
pared and  $20,000  of  accumulated  fees 
are  in  the  treasury  toward  the  cost 
of  the  contemplated  structure.  We. 
arf>  planning  for  three  more  courses 
which  we  expect  to  build  during  the 
next  five  years.  I am  of  the  opinion 
that  any  park  system  of  any  conse- 
quence should  and  can  have  at  least 
one  golf  course,  and  as  many  more  as 
are  needed.” 

I Many  of  us  believe  that  our  city  of 
Newton  should  take  steps  in  this*  di- 
rection and  this  is  written  in  the  hope 
j that  it  may  promote  discussion  on  the 
subject.

At  the  Boston  Arena  Sunday  after- 
noon the  Newton  High  School  hockey 
team  was  defeated  2 to  1 by  Melrose 
high  in  the  semi-final  round  of  the 
Greater  Boston  intorscholastic  hockey 
league  season.

guidance  of  magistrates  would  as 
surely  tend  to  eliminate  one  class  of 
drivers  which  is  a menace  to  life  and 
limb  on  the  public  highways. 

There  ought  to  be  no  difference  of 
opinion  on  the  proposition  that  the 
person  permitted  to  operate  a power- 
ful motor  on  the  highways  should  be 
required  to  keep  his  faculties  keen 
and  alert:  and  there  ought  also  to  be 
little  dispute  over  the  fact  that  the 
use  of  alcohol  as  a beverage  is  at 
least  a contributing  cause  of  reck- 
less and  incompetent  driving. 

If  it  were  possible  to  enforce  the 
Connecticut  rule,  there  would  be  few- 
er auto  fatalities. 

You  get  a better  idea  of  American 
business  when  you  learn  that  more 
than  one  billion  dollars  is  spent  on 
one  year’s  advertising.

Redbird  Got  Its  Name 

From  Church  Dignitary 

At  first  thought  It  Is  difficult  to  see 
the  relationship  between  the  common 
redbird,  or  cardinal,  and  the  hinges  of 
the  front  door.  The  explanation  is 
simple  enough,  however,  when  the 
words  are  traced  to  their  source.  The 
redbird  was  originally  called  a card- 
inal because  his  plumage  bore  the 
coloring  of  the  hat  and  cassock  of  a 
cardinal  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
church.  The  use  of  the  word  “cardi- 
nal" as  denoting  a dignitary  of  the 
church  came  about  through  the  poetic 
fancy  of  an  early  pope,  who  spoke  of 
the  cardinals  as  “the  hinges  by  which 
all  things  are  movetf’  in  connection 
with  church  government.  In  the  Latin 
language  “cardo,  cardlnls,”  Is  the 
equivalent  of  the  English  “hinge." 
For  this  reason  the  dignitary  was 
called  a cardinal,  as  signifying  his 
function  ns  one  of  the  “hinges”  of  the 
church.  From  this  early  usage  “card- 
inal" came  to  be  applied  to  anything 
of  prime  Importance,  including  the 
cardinal  numbers,  the  cardinal  points 
of  the  compass  and  the  cardlnul  vir- 
tues. The  use  of  the  word  as  apply- 
ing to  a color  came  about  from  the 
fact  that  the  color  was  the  striking 
feature  of  the  dress  of  a cardinal. 
This  explains  the  use  of  the  word  in 
naming  the  redbird. 


Lapps  Contented  With 

Few  Creature  Comforts 

No  one  knows  when  the  Lapps  came 
Into  Sweden,  but  for  centuries  this 
queer  little  people,  a branch  of  the 
Mongol  tribe,  have  wandered  about 
the  mountains  with  their  reindeer,  liv- 
ing a more  or  less  nomadic  life  and 
holding  tlieir  own  in  population,  al- 
though not  increasing  in  any  number. 

During  the  suninie*  months,  when 
the  reindeer  are  on  the  move,  the , 
Lapp  contents  himself  with  a birch- 
pole  tent  covered  with  canvas  or  turf, 
so  thut  it  may  readily  be  moved  from 
place  to  place.  Some  of  the  homes 
have  modern  comforts,  but  as  a rule 
the  Lapp  contents  himself  with  very 
little,  says  the  Baltimore  Sun. 

In  autumn  the  young  reindeer  are 
marked  on  the  ear  with  their  owner’s 
nunie.  At  tills  time  there  is  a gath- 
ering of  all  tiie  tribes,  and.  though 
to  a stranger  all  reindeer  look  exact- 
ly alike,  a Lapp  wlil  point  out  his  own 
in  the  herd  witli  unfailing  knowledge. 
Nor  does  a Lapp  remove  his  neigh- 
bor’s mark.

Music  of  the  Orient 

Harsh  and  Strident 

The  idea  us  to  what  real  music  really 
Is  varies  according  to  race  and  en- 
vironment. Music  of  the  Orient  is  apt 
to  jar  upon  sensitive  occidental  ears. 
Take  the  question  of  drums  as  an  in- 
stance. The  pluying  of  drums  in  Euro- 
pean orchestras  has  reuched  a high 
standard  of  art,  though  It  is  rare  that 
more  than  three  or  four  are  used.  In 
a Burmese  orchestra,  however,  the  two 
principal  instruments  ure  one  made  of 
u series  of  drums  called  the  seing- 
weing  and  a similar  series  of  gongs 
called  the  k.vee  or  gongs  graduated  in 
size,  the  drums  being  played  with  the 
fingers  und  hands  and  the  gongs  with 
knobsticks.  Besides  these  there  are 
cymbals,  tom-toms  und  castanets,  the 
last-named  being  much  larger  than  the 
European  instruments  and  mnde  of 
bamboo.  Of  wind  instruments  there 
are  only  a number  of  clarinets  and  one 
flute  pluyed  by  the  leuder  or  conduc- 
tor. String  instruments  ure  not  used, 
and  there  are  ulso  no  brass  instru- 
ments.

Insect-Eating  Plant 

An  insect-eating  plant  is  the  sun- 
dew, so  called  because  of  a shining 
sticky  substance  secreted  by  glands 
in  tiie  sunlight  like  u rare  gem,  says 
the  Detroit  News.  By  means  of  the 
sticky  mess,  tiie  sundew  attracts  und 
entuugles  its  prey.  Then  the  edges 
of  tiie  leuf  curve  inward,  forming  u 
sort  of  stomach  into  which  an  acid 
secretion  is  poured  to  digest  the  meal. 
Tiie  portions  which  cannot  be  digested 
are  luter  thrown  out  and  tiie  trap  is 
set  for  tiie  next  victim. 

The  sundew  seems  to  know  when 
food  is  neur.  for  if  meat  is  placed 
close  to  it  the  plunt  slowly  reaches 
out  for  it.  If  a portion  is  placed 
within  a few  Indies  of  tiie  plant  the 
leaf  wlil  bend  toward  It  until  the  tiny 
hairs  enfold  tiie  delicacy  and  the 
sticky  substance  completes  tiie  grip. 


Oldest  Work  of  Fiction 

“T.he.  Tale  of  Two  Brothers,"  so  far 
us  anyone  now  knows,  is  the  oldest 
existing  piece  of  fiction.  It  was  writ- 
ten 82  oenturles  ago  hy  Knana,  a scribe 
of  Thebes,  who  was  llhrurlun  in  tiie 
palace  of  King  Muneptu,  Identified  hy 
some  us  tiie  phuruoh  who  held  the 
Israelites  in  bondage. 

The  tale,  which  is  written  on  10 
sheets  of  papyrus,  appears  to  have 
been  Invented  to  entertain  the  oldest 
of  tiie  princes  who  subsequently  as- 
cended the  Egyptian  throne.  Tills 
strange  old  manuscript  now  reposes  in 
the  British  museum,  where  It  ia  known 
us  tiie  “D’Orbiney  papyrus." 

Another  old  hook,  written  more  tliuu 
u thousand  years  ago,  mentions  two 
breeds  of  poultry  which  ure  still  being 
raised  in  ('l.inu  today. 


History  of  Loving  Cups 

All  rucing  cups  are  not  necessarily 
loving  cups.  A loving  cup  is  one  huv- 
Ing  two  or  more  handles,  generally 
constructed  of  sliver.  The  custom  of 
t lie  loving  cup  is  trueed  hack  to  the 
days  of  wiiNMalling.  It  was  continued 
after  the  introduction  of  Christianity. 
The  monks  called  tiie  wassail  bowl  the 
"poculuiu  carl  tails,”  meaning  “loving 
cup."  The  ceremony  of  drinking  from 
one  cup  und  passing  it  around  was  ob- 
served In  tiie  Jewish  paschal  supper. 


IWDFR  TIIK  GILDED  DOME 

The  Legislature  lost  a day  this 
week  on  account  of  the  holiday.  The 
departure  next  Tuesday  night  of  a 
number  of  Senators  and  Representa- 
tives for  Washington  to  witness  the 
inauguration  of  President  Coolidge 
will  leave  the  chambers  almost  hare 
and  it  is  unlikely  that  any  great 
amount  of  business  will  lie  transacted 
between  March  3 and  9. 

The  death  last  week  of  Raymond  L. 
Bridgman  of  Auburndule,  dean  of  the 
State  House  newspaper  men.  has  sad- 
dened the  hearts  of  those  with  whom 
he  was  closely  associated  in  the  press 
I gallery  and  also  among  legislators, 
i State  officials  and  other  prominent 
I people.  The  only  member  of  the 
I General  Court  present  at  the  funeral 
! services  was  Representative  Arthur 
W.  Hollis  of  this  city.  Former  Repre- 
sentative Bernard  Early  of  Newton 
attended  as  did  William  H.  O’Brien, 
chief  of  the  telephone  and  telegraph 
bureau  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Utilities.  Practically  the  entire  mem- 
bership of  Massachusetts  State  House 
Press  Association  was  present.  Both 
branches  of  the  Legislature  passed 
appropriate  resolutions  on  Mr.  Bridg- 
man’s death. 

The  bill  to  prevent  the  extinction  of 
the  mayflower  seems  certain  of  pas- 
sage at  the  present  time.  It  would  he 
surprising  if  anything  interrupted  its 
course  through  both  branches  and 
without  doubt  Governor  Fuller  will 
affix  his  signature. 

For  some  reason  or  other  this  year 
has  been  decided  upon  to  get  rid 
of  some  of  the  useless  laws  on  the 
statute  books.  That  which  prevented 
a woman  from  wearing  a hatpin  of 
unusual  length  has  been  picked  for 
annihilation.  The  measure  was  passed 
more  than  a dozen  years  ago  when 
great  long  hatpins  were  all  the  rage. 
A young  man  standing  up  in  an  elec- 
tric car  had  his  cheek  punctured  by 
a hatpin.  Blood-poisoning  followed  anil 
he  died.  There  was  an  hysterical  de- 
mand at  once  for  u law  to  prevent 
a repetition  of  tiie  occurrence.  The 
law  that  was  thereupon  passed  pro- 
vided thut  any  woman  who  wore  a 
hatpin  with  a point  protruding  more 
than  two  inches  into  space  could  be 
arrested  and  fined  $100.  Although  the 
clamour  for  this  law  was  heard  up 
and  down  the  State  there  were 
never  any  prosecutions.  It  became  a 
joke.  Now  it  has  been  decided  that 
it  is  one  of-  thq  most  conspicuous  ex- 
amples of  a law  that  merely  “clutters 
up”  the  statute  hooks  and  should  be 
wiped  out. 

Only  so  far  as  Newton  is  affected  by 
general  legislation  can  there  be  said 
to  be  anything  of  vital  concern  to  this 
city. 

That  there  has  been  an  almost 
complete  suppression  in  this  State  of 
epidemic  diseases,  such  as  typhoid 
fever  and  diphtheria,  was  learned  with 
much  satisfaction  from  the  annual  re- 
port of  the  State  Commssioner  of 
Health  Eugene1  R.  Kelley. 

The  Joint  Rules  Committee  did  what 
has  been  expected  of  them  and  re- 
fused to  admit  the  petition  for  an  in- 
vestigation by  a special  commission 
of  the  events  leading  up  to  the  Boston 
police  strike  of  1919.  Each  year  a 
number  of  ex-policemen  have  revived 
the  hope  that  such  a petition  might 
be  admitted.  Their  patience  seems 
; somewhat  better  than  their  judgment, 
it  would  appear,  as  there  seemed  not 
to  he  any  chance  the  petition  would 
get  by  the  Joint  Rules  Committee. 

A hearing  was  held  Thursday  morn- 
ing before  the  Public  Safety  Commit- 
tee on  the  petition  of  Mayor  Childs, 
concerning  the  giving  of  jiotice  of 
; hearings  on  applications  to  keep  or 
sell  gasoline  and  other  petroleum 
products. 

City  Solicitor  Bartlett  said  that 
preliminary  requisites  for  license  1 
should  not  apply  to  one  or  two-car 
garages. 

“The  present  law  requiring  the  pe- 
titioner to  have  a public  hearing,  post 
a newspaper  notice,  wait  two  weeks, 
and  inform  abutting  owners  should 
he  done  away  with,"  he  said.  Mr. 
Bartlett  added  that  all  should  he  left 
to  the  judgement  of  the  aldermen. 

Representative  Arthur  W.  Hollis  of 
Newton,  contended  that  there  is  a 
great  loss  of  money  to  the  city  from 
holding  public  hearings,  which  are 
only  held  as  a matter  of  course,  any- 
way. 

W.  J.  Doyle,  Assistant  City  Clerk 
of  Boston,  was  in  favor  of  the  bill, 
i but  felt  that  the  applicant  should  give 
j notice  to  ahhuters. 

I City  Clerk  Grant  of  Newton,  was  in 
' favor  of  the  bill. 

The  bill  was  opposed  by  George  C. 
N’eal,  State  Fire  Marshal,  who  argued 
thut  garages  cheapen  tiie  adjoining 
property,  and  the  granting  of  permits 
should  therefore  he  carried  out  in 
J t be  usual  manner.  He  was  against 
any  change  in  the  law  as  it  stands. 

Friday  of  last  week  the  House  re- 
fused to  order  to  a third  reading,  hy 
u standing  vote  of  56  yeas  and  79 
nuys,  a hill  to  increase  the  pay  of 
the  Boston  policemen.  On  Tuesday 
of  tills  week,  the  friends  of  the  meas- 
ure, disappointed  at  its  rejection, 
sought  to  revive  it.  They  moved  re- 
consideration of  the  vole  of  Friday, 
and  there  wus  a rollcull.  Mr.  Hollis 
voted  for  reconsideration,  und  Mr. 
Saltonstall  and  Mr.  Lultwieler  voted 
ugainst  it.

0111  WASHINGTON  LETTER 

Washington,  Feb.  25. — In  another 
week  the  Sixty-eighth  Congress  will 
pass  into  history.  No  set  of  relatives 
ever  manifested  more  concern  over 
the  bequests  of  a dying,  rich  man 
than  members  of  the  Senate  and 
House  have  displayed  over  last- 
minute  legislation.  There  is  hustle 
and  bustle  everywhere  as  members 
endeavor  to  rescue  legislative  meas- 
ures which  are  important  to  their  par- 
ticular districts. 

During  the  lust  few  days  night  ses- 
sions have  been  bold  so  that  several 
hundred  minor  hills  could  be  con- 
sidered. Members  of  Congress  must 
of  necessity  spend  sometime  in  their 
districts  between  now  and  the  next 
session  in  December.  Hence.  the 
eleventh  hour  effort  to  provide  a good 
record  or  an  alibi  to  satisfy  their  con- 
stituents. 

Those  in  official  life  having  an  in- 
terest in  tax  reduction  are  anxiously 
awaiting  the  completion  of  income  tax 
payments  due  on  March  15.  It  is  ex- 
pected that  the  collections  will  be 
very  heavy.  In  anticipation  of  a large 
surplus  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
and  tax  experts  in  Congress  are  out- 
lining legislative  measures  to  bring 
about  tax  relief. 

It  is  said  that  about  $58,000,000  was 
saved  in  Federal  appropriations  for 
the  next  fiscal  year.  The  Budget  Bu- 
reau. under  the  direction  of  the  Presi- 
dent. lopped  off  approximately  $42.- 
000,000  from  the  departmental  es- 
timates of  the  present  year.  Congress 
claims  that  it  further  reduced  the  ap- 
propriations $16,000,000.  There  is 
some  debate  as  to  the  effects  of  the 
proposed  $150,000,000  omnibus  build- 
ing liill  on  tax  reduction.  This  meas- 
ure which  is  awaiting  attention  in  the 
Senate  would  authorize  construction 
of  post  offices  and  other  buildings 
throughout  the  country.  It  may  he 
necessary  but  a drain  on  the  treasury 
is  involved. 

The  story  is  current  in  official  cir- 
cles that  the  Democrats  will  advocate 
increasing  exemptions  of  family  heads 
to  $5000  under  a new  revenue  act.  A 
proposal  of  this  kind  would  obvious- 
ly affect  the  majority  of  American 
familes  as  the  average  citizen  does 
not  earn  $5000  a vear.  The  exemption 
for  those  charged  with  family  respon- 
sibilities was  increased  considerable 
when  the  present  revenue  hill  was 
drafted.  It  is  obvious  that  there  will 
he  considerable  “trading”  of  ideas  be- 
tween Republicans  and  Democrats  in  i 
the  House  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means. 

Proposals  have  been  made  to  call  a 
meeting  of  the  committee  in  Septem- 
ber. to  revise  the  present  tax  bill. 
The  opposition  to  the  theory  of  lower 
surtaxes  is  waning.  The  Administra- 
tion. through  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment will  advocate  revision  of  Fede- 
ral estate  taxes  which  are  now  al- 
most confiscatory  as  several  states 
also  impose  a similar  levy. 

Another  effort  will  he  made  to  re- 
duce the  volume  of  securities  which 
are  now  exempt  from  taxation.  If  the 
surplus  from  tax  collections  is  suffi- 
cient to  warrant  such  a proposal,  Sec- 
retary Mellen  will  probably  advocate 
a 15  per  cent  rate  for  surtaxes  instead 
of  25  per  cent.  The  present  rate  is  a 
compromise  of  per  cent. 

Legislators  from  the  rural  sections 
of  the  West  have  indicated  that  they 
will  talk  over  questions  of  foreign 
debt  and  domestic  prosperity  with 
their  constituents  during  the  sum- 
mer. Some  congressmen  have  gone  on 
record  of  late  opposing  the  floating  of 
foreign  loans  in  this  country  of  na- 
tions now  indebted  to  the  Federal 
Government. 

Congressman  Lozier,  of  Missouri, 
stated  this  week  that  more  than  four 
‘billion  dollars  of  American  money 
lias  been  withdrawn  from  domestic 
channels  and  sent  overseas.  He  be- 
lieves that  this  is  to  lavish  an  in- 
vestment of  American  money,  it  is,  he 
says  retarding  the  economic  recon- 
struction of  America  and  delaying  the 
rehabilitation  of  American  agricul- 
ture. The  proposal  of  Lozier  that 
bankers  should  not  make  foreign 
loans  while  there  is  a substantial  de- 
mand for  domestic  purposes,  will  not 
go  very  far.  It  may  he  ideal  hut  not 
practical. 

The  demand  for  legislative  panaceas 
seldom,  if  ever,  dwindles.  All  classes 
come  to  Congress  with  hard  luck 
stories.  There  ure  a number  of  hills 
designed  to  give  legislative  aid  to 
various  industries  which  will  die 
from  lack  of  attention. 

The  Department  of  Labor  has  made 
an  analysis  of  conditions  throughout 
that  employment  conditions  are  nor- 
mal. In  sections  where  unemploy- 
ment is  noted  it  is  attributed  to  sea- 
sonal curtailments  which  occur  in 
many  lines.  Building  construction  in 
nearly  every  state  bus  been  consid- 
erably decreased,  due  primarily  to  ex- 
treme winter  weather.  In  northern 
states  the  surplus  farm  labor  has 
been  employed  in  cutting,  shipping 
and  housing  of  ice.  Increased  ac- 
tivity bus  been  noted  in  the  major  in- 
dustries bo  that  the  prospect  is  pleus- 
ing  for  a busy  spring  and  summer.

Taoism  is  n system 
of  philosophy  whose  greatest  exponent 
was  Lao-tse,  who  embodies  Ids  teach- 
ings in  a hook  "Ton  tcli-UIng."  sup- 
posed to  have  been  written  shortly  be- 
fore he  went  Into  retirement.  He 
tauglit  that  cold  eiiiplat  Ion.  reason, 
avoiduuce  of  force  and  disregard  of 
mere  ceremonies  are  the  means  of  re 
generation.

Lord  Didn’t  See  Much  to 

Admire  in  Wordsworth 

Wordsworth  is  held  up  for  the  de- 
risive gaze  of  future  generations  in  the 
Journal  of  the  fourth  Lord  Holland, 
published  in  London. 

His  lordship  was  a languid  young 
man  of  fashion,  who  employed  part  of 
his  leisure  In  the  early  days  of  the 
Nineteenth  century  in  keeping  a rather 
dull  journal  Into  which  the  unlordly 
public  Is  at  length  permitted  to  gaze, 
says  the  Living  Age. 

One  paragraph,  scrawled  on  the  eve- 
ning of  March  18,  1802,  suffices,  how- 
ever, to  redeem  the  Journal,  for,  the 
more  Important  topic  of  food  being 
safely  disposed  of.  Lord  Holland  be- 
stows three  aristocratic  sentences  on 
Wordsworth : 

"Dined  at  the  B.’s.  A very  dull  af- 
fair. We  hud,  however,  asperges,  a 
rarity  at  this  season.  Lady  B.  in- 
formed me  that  these,  ns  well  as  the 
pommes  de  terre,  were  sent  direct  from 
the  estate.  Over  the  wine  talked  with 
n young  Mr.  Wordsworth— a pompous, 
conceited  kind  of  young  nan,  and  a 
poet.  He  belongs  to  the  new  school  of 
ranting,  canting,  Germanizing  vapor- 
Ists.  One  has  to  meet  very  odd  people 
sometimes.” 


The  Obscure  and  Faithful 

What  we  call  illusions  are  often,  in 
truth,  a wider  vision  of  past  and  pres- 
ent realities— a willing  movement  of  a 
man’s  soul  with  the  lurger  sweep  of 
the  world’s  forces — a movement  to* 
wurd  a more  assured  end  than  the 
chances  of  a single  life.  We  see  hu- 
mun  heroism  broken  into  units  anil 
say  this  unit  did  little — might  as  well 
not  have  been.  But  )n  this  way  we

ranks  unbroken,  and  met  death — u 
monument  to  the  faithful  who  were 
not  famous,  and  who  are  precious  as 
the  continuity  of  the  sunbeams  Is  pre- 
cious, though  some  of  them  fall  un- 
seen and  on  barrenness. — George  Eliot. 


House  Paint  Once  Banned 

Linseed  oil  wus  first  made  in  New 
York  in  1715.  Figments  were  all  im- 
ported. In  New  England  there  was 
much  prejudice  against  the  use  of 
paint,  It  being  considered  a sign  of 
worldliness  and  vanity. 

In  1030  a clergyman  In  Charlestown, 
Mass.,  was  huled  before  the  council  for 
having  the  Interior  of  his  house  paint 
ed,  and  during  the  ensuing  40  years 
there  was  not  a painter  In  all  New 
England.  Still,  by  1759  the  use  of 
paint  had  become  general  throughout 
the  country,  the  white  house  with 
green  blinds  for  many  years  being  the 
common  form  of  exterior  painting  in 
all  parts  of  the  Ui.ited  States.  This 
manner  of  painting  :'rame  houses  Is  to- 
day enjoying  popularity.  In  fact,  in 
some  qunrters  this  color  scheme  Is 
criticised  as  lacking  Individuality.

Many  Volcanic  Craters 

in  the  United  States 

When  we  think  of  volcanoes  we  gen- 
erally associate  them  with  some  for- 
eign country,  hut  here  In  our  own  do- 
main we  have  within  a comparatively 
restricted  area  h group  of  03  volcanic 
craters.  This  Is  iri  Idaho  anti  the  place 
Is  called  the  "Craters  of  the  Moon," 
because  the  landscape  is  so  cold  look- 
ing and  so  barren  of  vegetation  that  It 
resembles  the  landscape  of  the  moon 
as  it  seems  to  us  when  viewed  through 
a telescope.  While  It  Is  barren  It  Is  not 
without  color,  for  there  is  considerable 
variation  In  the  tints  of  the  ground 
which  is  covered  with  the  "frozen” 
lava  which  flowed  from  these  craters 
u few  hundred  years  ago.  There  is  one 
field  which  Is  called  the  Blue  Dragon 
which  Is  lava  of  a beautiful  aurelean 
tint  and  with  a polish  as  if  It  had  been 
varnished.  There  ure  cracks  In  the  de- 
posit at  regular  intervals  and  all  of 
similar  shape,  which  makes  the  muss 
resemble  the  scales  of  a great  dragon. 
These  volcanic  mounds  are  of  various 
heights  and  some  of  Interesting  forma- 
tion, with  considerable  variation  us  to 
color.  This  field  is  about  three  miles 
wide  and  thirty  long  and  has  been  re- 
cently dedicated  to  the  purposes  of  a 
public  park.  While  It  is  not  exactly 
accessible,  It  Is  not  a difficult  place  to 
get  at  and  at  the  present  time  It  is 
little  known.  It  Is  located  between 
Cary  and  Arco.  ■

Recent  Events 

Club  women  will  be  interested  to 
know  of  the  legislative  Hearings  be- 
fore Mercantile  Affairs  Committee,  on 
February  12th,  on  the  two  bills,  Sen- 
ate 238  and  239,  presented  by  the  Ex- 
ecutive Board  of  the  Newton  Com- 
munity Clttb.  In  spite  Of  tin1  rainy, 
humid  morning,  many  club  women, 
not  only  from  Newton  but  from  the 
State  Federation,  went  to  the  hear- 
ings. and  presented  some  excellent  ar- 
guments.  There  was  no  opposition  to 
the  bill  for  a commission  to  study  the 
situation  ns  to  Christmas  trees,  laurel 
and  holly;  the  only  objections  being 
voiced  by  members  of  the  Legislative 
Committee,  who  could  only  see  that  if 
tops  of  trees  were  stoleif,  or  holly  de- 
spoiled from  private  property,  thnt  it 
became  the  duty  of  the  State  Constab- 
ulary to  stop  such  thievery  and  tres- 
pass. It  was  made  evident  that  pro- 
tection from  this  source  was  an  im- 
possibility. with  all  the  forest  acreage 
to  cover.  Some  members  of  the  com- 
mittee— who  quite  evidently  had  not 
read  then,  and  probably  have  not  ta- 
ken the  trouble  to  read  since  then, 
S.  238 — thought  that  the  club  was  try- 
ing to  do  away  with  the  custom  of 
Christmas  trees! 

Senator  Abbott  B.  Rice  presented 
the  two  petitions,  opened  the  hearing, 
and  stated  that  he  wished  to  be 
recorded  as  in  favor  of  both  measures, 
giving  forceful  arguments  in  their  be- 
half. 

Mrs.  Marriet  Goode,  former  State 
Conservation  Chairman.  t#old  of  van- 
dalism and  thievery  on  her  own  beau- 
tiful grounds,  Blrdacre,  Sharon,  and  of 
the  cutting  of  many  fine  trees  and 
shrubs  for  Christmas  decorations. 
Mrs.  Myron  Davis,  the  present  Chair- 
man of  Conservation,  told  of  the  senti- 
ment of  her  committee,  and  presented 
what  seemed  unanswerable  argu- 
ments. Mr.  Reynolds,  of  the  Mass. 
Forestry  Association,  spoke  most 
forcefully  for  the  measure,  which  he 
declared  would  solve  the  problem — 
which  was  a far  greater  one  than  was 
realized  or  admitted — for  a sum  of 
five  or  six  hundred  dollars.  That  the 
State  is  spending  huge  sums  for  re- 
forestration,  and  for  saving  our  for- 
ests, and  then  permitting  this  condi- 
tion to  exist,  when  such  a paltry  out- 
lay would  provide  some  remedy  for 
the  situation,  was  an  argument  that 
should  have  carried  much  weight.  Mrs. 
S.  V.  R.  Crosby,  of  the  Society  for 
Preservation  of  our  N.  E.  Flowers, 
appeared  in  favor. 

Mr.  Winthrop  Packard,  President  of 
the  Mass.  Audubon  Society,  told  with 
much  vigor  of  the  depredations  of 
which  he  personally  knows,  and 
plead  for  this  commission  to  be  ap- 
pointed. He  told  of  raising  with  ten- 
der care  two  beautiful  rows  of  fir 
balsams.  perfectly  straight  and 
pruned,  in  which  he  was  taking  great 
pride  upon  his  estate,  only  to  discov- 
er the  day  before  Christftias  that  in 
the  night  every  one  had  been  cut  to 
the  ground  and  carried  away.  And 
these  personal  losses  are  as  nothing 
to  the  wholesale  cutting  of  tree  tops 
by  foreigners  on  property  that  can  not 
be  protected  by  sufficient  watchmen, 
where  investment  of  small  earnings  is 
wiped  out.  Mr,  Packard  paid  this 
tribute  to  the  bill — a tribute  that  the 
women  of  Newton  may  well  be  proud 
of — that  it  remained  for  a woman’s 
club  to  bring  in  the  first  sensible,  logi- 
cal remedy  to  this  situafion  in  a 
measure  that  protects  the  rights  of  all 
concerned,  and  will  make  for  just 
remedy.  at  expense  ridiculously 
small.  It  1h  by  far  the  best  measure 
on  this  subject  that  has  ever  been 
brought  before  the  Legislature. 

That  this  bill  has  been  referred  to 
the  next  session  is,  of  course,  disap- 
pointing, and  how  this  came  to  pass, 
in  view  of  the  splendid  backing  of’  the 
measure,  and  of  no  opposition,  is  a 
mystery.  But  the  Newton  Community 
Club  has  at  least  expressed  itself  upon 
the  situation,  and  publicity  may  one 
day  bring  the  desired  result.  Mean- 
while there  is  the  consolation — how- 
ever unavailing — that  the  phrasing  of 
the  bill  has  been  highly  complimented 
by  men  who  have  reason  to  know 
whereof  they  speak. 

The  second  measure — to  stop  the 
coercion  of  theatre  managers  who  are 
now  forced  to  sign  contracts  to  take 
all  the  output  of  a given  producer, 
whatever  its  content,  and  whatever 
the  wishes  of  their  patrons— was  also 
referred  to  the  next  session.  The 
presentation  of  the  matter  was  un- 
duly hurried,  so  that  a realization  of 
the  unfortunate  condition  of  affairs 
was  not  driven  home  as  we  would 
have  liked  to  drive  it.  The  only  op- 
position came  from  the  admitted  at- 
torney of  the  moving-picture  pro- 
ducers. And  yet  everything  he  said 
was  an  argument  for  the  proponents! 
He  stated  that  it  was  true  that  such 
contracts  existed,  by  which  a manager 
had  to  agree  to  take  all  output  (re- 
gardless of  merit,  or  protest).  He 
admitted,  too,  that  unless  41  manager 
submitted  to  such  coercion  he  would 
have  to  close  his  theatre  for  lack  of 
films  to  show.  He  congested,  however, 
that  Massachusetts  could  pass  this 
measure  forbidding  such  coercion,  as 
the  matter  was  interstate,  and.  there- 
fore, outside  of  our  jurisdiction.  His 
argument  apparently  prevailed. 
Whether  or  not  any  efTort  was  made 
to  consult  with  the  one  recognized 
authority,  so  far  as  Legislature  is 
concerned,  on  the  constitutionality  of 
the  bill,  is  not  known,  but  unless  the 
Attorney-General  was  consulted  on 
this  point,  it  would  appear  thut  the 
avowed  attorney  for  the  opposition 
does  not  have  a hard  time  to  protect 
his  clients. 

As  to  Its  being  unconstitutional  to 
place  upon  our  books  some  law  by 
which  theatre  managers  may  be  pro- 
tected from  buying  und  showing  im- 
moral or  “diseased"  pictures  shipped 
from  Hollywood,  it  raises  tin*  question 
as  to  how  it  i8  possible  for  Massachu- 
setts to  have  a law  to  protect  the  re- 
tail meat  dealers  in  selHsig  diseased 
meat,  because  It  is  shipped  from  Chi- 
cago—un  Interstate  uffair! 

The  question  bus  been  asked  why 
some  effort  was  not  made  to  get  the 
hills  substituted  in  the  House  for  the 
adverse  reports.  The  effort  was  made, 
but  it  was  replied  that  no  committee 
report  hud  so  been  set  aside  tills  ses- 
sion, and  il  was  therefore  of  no  use 

I to  try  to  set  these  uside. 

Another  year  may  see  enough  pub- 
lic opinion  aroused  ou  this  question  to 


protect  the  mnnagers,  the  patrons,  nnd 
the  children.  We  understand  thnt  the 
disappointment  is  as  keen  for  the  the- 
atre managers  ns  for  our  club  mem- 
bers, who  hoped  thnt  some  legal  re- 
dress was  to  bo  given  them  for  an  in- 
timidation that  is  unbelievnble  exists 
in  Massachusetts  in  the  year  1925. 

The  Newton  Community  Club  has  at 
lenst  tried  to  remedy  some  of  the  con- 
ditions that  all  club  women  have  been 
bewailing  for  years  without  action, 
and  the  day  will  come  when  these  ef- 
forts will  be  rewarded — when  the  pub- 
lic becomes  aware  of  conditions  and 
Insists  upon  remedy — and  on  that  day 
this  club  will  receive  the  reward  of 
being  known  ns  the  pioneer  in  two 
worthy  onuses!

HEALTH  WORK  IN  NEWTON 

The  following  tuken  from  the  Bos- 
ton Transcript  shows  the  splendid 
work  being  done  in  the  Newton 
schools  along  health  lines.  Every  citi- 
zen of  Newton  should  be  proud  of 
this  excellent  record. 

“Newton  began  its  elementary 
health  program  six  years  ago.  at 
which  time  it  was  found  that  twenty- 
four  and  nine-tenths  of  the  childrofi 
in  the  elementary  school  grades  were 
underweight.  Last  month,  that  figure 
had  been  reduced  to  four.  Every  child 
who  is  a student  in  the  elementary 
grades  or  in  the  junior  high  school 
must  undergo  a physical  examina- 
tion. They  are  examined  by  a corps 
of  five  physicians,  from  the  Boston 
Children’s  Hospital,  under  the  di- 
rection of  Dr.  F.  H.  Bowers.  Pro- 
ceeds from  the  extensive  sale  of  seals 
at  Christmas  time  defray  the  expense 
of  these  examinations. 

“In  addition  to  the  program  of 
health  teaching  in  the  schools  which 
Miss  Bragg  has  organized,  she  is  con- 
ducting seven  special  health  classes 
for  children  who  are  ten  per  cent  or 
more  under  weight.  Each  class  is 
limited  to  twenty-five  pupils,  making 
the  total  enrollment  about  175.  The 
classes  meet  on  Tuesday  and  Thurs- 
day afternoons  at  1.30,  in  the  school 
buildings  in  which  the  children  are 
enrolled. 

“Four  doctors  are  employed  and 
required  to  give  each  child  a thorough 
physical  examination  on  admission, 
and  a similar  examination  before 
graduation  from  the  class.  Children 
are  enrolled  by  invitation  only,  and, 
so  far.  little  difficulty  has  been  experi- 
enced in  getting  enough  children  to 
join  these  classes.  Each  doctor  visits 
the  classes  under  his  supervision 
once  every  two  weeks."

IMPHESSIONS  OF  THE  WEST 


The  Grand  Canyon  Is  a breath-tak- 
ing pluce.  One  steps  out  of  the  train 
onto  what  seems  to  be  the  edge  of  the 
world.  Literally  at  one’s  feet  yawns 
a chasm  one  mila  in  depth  and  leren 
mile-s  wide.  As  far  as  the  eye  can  see 
stretches  a straight  horizon  line. 

The  opposite  rim,  tho  northern,  is 
100  feet  higher  than  the  southern  rim 
of  the  canyon.  Geologists  say  that  the 
Canyon  is  really  a crack  in  what  was 
once  a mountain,  a crack  made  by  the 
Colorado  River  working  it*  way 
through  countless  ages  down  to  the 
sea. 

Standing  on  the  aouthern  rim  In 
front  of  the  El  Tovar  Hotel  one  cannot 
Bee  the  river.  One  sees  only  strata 
upon  strata  of  rock  of  different  colors 
and  contours,  the  prevailing  colors 
being  a dull  brick  red  and  a soft 
yellow.  The  northern  rim  Is  heavily 
wooded  but  the  southern  has  only  a 
few  trees  here  and  there,  queer 
stunted  affairs,  while  the  canyon  it- 
self is  bare  save  for  the  usual  sage 
brush.  Wild  flowers  are  found  along 
the  rim. 

The  journey  Into  the  canyon  on 
mules  by  way  of  Bright  Angel  Trail, 
is  an  experience  one  will  never  re- 
gret. We  start  out  in  single  file  with 
a guide  for  every  six  or  eight  people. 
The  truil  1h  very  narrow  at  times  and 
steep,  hut  there  are  places  where 
those  coming  up  can  pass,  and  part 
of  the  way  is  almost  level.  It  grows 
hotter  and  hotter  as  one  descends.  A 
strange  feeling  of  loneliness  and  awe 
creeps  over  the  bravest.  It  Is  as  If 
one  were  going  backward  in  time  to 
the  days  of  creation.  The  scudding 
clouds  cast  mysterious  shadows.  There 
is  an  unearthly  stillness  which  can 
almost  he  felt.  Everything  seems  un- 
real, as  if  one  were  a part  of  a picture.,

SPEAKING  OF  C HEMISTRY 
Popular  Books  for  Geuernl  Readers 

Chemistry  concerns  all  of  us, — in 
the  bread  we  eat,  the  clothing  we 
wear,  the  very  air  we  breathe.  Not 
that  we  are  conscious  of  it  moment 
by  moment.  In  fact  that  chemical 
processes  go  on  uninterruptedly, 
whether  we  stop  to  think  of  them  at 
all.  But  when  we  hear  certain  of  the 
chemical  elements  described  in  the 
picturesque  language  quoted  below, 
it  appears  that  there  may  be  much  of 
interest  to  the  average  individual  in 
reading  a bit  about  the  marvels  of 
this  particular  branch  of  the  sciences. 
Dr.  Hendrick,  in  his  “Opportunities 
in  Chemistry"  (LO-H3So)  refers  to 
the  chemical  element  flourine  as  a 
young  devil,  iodine  an  an  old  man  with 
a past  and  the  whole  chemical  family 
of  halogens  to  which  fluorine  and 
iodine  belong  as  "red  headed  and 
Irish,”  by  which  he  evidently  implies 
that,  while  exceedingly  useful,  these 
elements  have  a bit  of  a temper  when 
roused  by  disturbing  factors.

very  deep.  The  last  quarter  of  a mile 
to  the  river  itself  is  very  steep.  It 
is  known  as  "Jacob’s  Ladder.” 

Within  the  last  few  years,  a sus- 
pension bridge  for  passengers  has 
been  flung  across  the  river  near  the 
foot  of  Bright  Angel  Trail  so  that  it  is 
now  possible  to  cross  over  to  the 
other  side.  The  trip,  however,  takes 
several  days,  and  our  party  did  not 
attempt  it.  There  are  other  trails  be- 
sides the  Bright  Angel  Trail,  the  Her- 
mit Trail  being  the  most  famous. 

Mules  are  very  cautions,  sure- 
footed creatures,  but  they  have  minds 
of  their  own.  The  writer  distinctly 
remembers  her  sensations  when 
"Raphaelo,”  seeking  an  especially 
juicy  cactus,  turned  his  body  to  reach 
the  aforesaid  dainty,  with  his  feet  ap- 
parently hanging  over  the  edge  of  the 
canyon.  A frantic  appeal  to  the  guide, 
all  efforts  upon  her  part  being  in 
vain,  and  a command  from  the  lat- 
ter. finally  convinced  "Raphaelo” 
that  he  would  better  move  on. 

A drive  along  the  rim  of  the  canyon 
is  also  very  worth  while.  In  this  way. 
one  can  see  the  canyon  in  its  various 
aspects  and  moods.  Both  in  the 
glorious  light  of  the  setting  sun.  and 
by  moonlight  it  is  incomparably 
beautiful.  One  never  tires  of  the 
shifting  scene. 

Another  interesting  drive  of  several 
hours  is  to  the  famous  “Painted 
Desert”  to  the  south-east.  This  sec- 
tion gets  its  name  from  the  vivid 
coloring  of  the  rocks. 

Directly  in  front  of  the  El  Tovar 
Hotel  is  a Hopi  Indian  village.  A 
visit  to  this  village  gives  one  a good 
idea  of  the  life  of  the  Indians  of  this 
tribe.  Very  beautiful  rugs  and  jewel- 
ry are  to  lie  found  here.  Once  a day, 
tile  Indians  give  a dance  in  front  of 
the  little  house,  their  chief,  a graduate 
of  Harvard  College,  explaining  the 
symbolism  of  the  tlauce.

Frequent  appearance  these  days  of 
that  venerable  word  “harbinger”  shows 
that  with  the  approach  of  Spring  many 
minds  turn  to  thoughts  of  the  poetic. 
“Harbinger”  we  have  seldom  seen 
used  except  ns  “hnrbinger  of  Spring’1 
and  applied  to  birds,  garden  flowers, 
millinery,  clothing,  and  men’s  hats, 
etc.  It  has  seemed  to  us  that  “har- 
binger” has  not  the  soft,  most  melo- 
dious sound,  but  rather  that  it  is 
harsh.  We  doubt  if  it  appeals  to  writ- 
ers of  verse,  for  who  of  ordinnry  tal- 
ents and  imagination  can  think  of  or 
even  invent  a word  that  rhymes  with 
it.  But  “harbinger”  has  been  used 
every  year  for  centuries  and  does  not 
seem  in  any  danger  of  falling  among 
the  obsolete.  We  are  therefore  among 
those  who  are  content  to  let  it  stand. 
As  we  started  out  to  say  we  never 
thought  much  of  it  as  far  as  euphony 
was  concerned.  Naturally  we  won- 
dered from  whence  it  came.  Faint  rec- 
ollection of  having  been  told  at  some 
period  of  our  school  days  of  its  origin 
was  no  help  to  us.  Consequently  we 
decided  to  look  it  lip.  Of  course  we 
never  thought,  when  that  decision  en- 
tered our  mind,  that  dictionaries  are 
seldom  available  nowadays.  That  is, 
they  may  be  available  but  one  must 
wait  until  the  cross-word  puzzle  fiends 
have  laid  them  aside  temporarily.  By 
the  exercise  of  considerable  patience 
we  managed  to  get  hold  of  a large  copy 
of  “Webster’s  New  International.’’ 
There  we  found  that  a "harbinger”  is 
one  “who  is  sent  before  to  provide 
lodgings,  especially  the  officer  of  the 
English  royal  household  who  preceded 
the  court  when  traveling  to  prepare 
lodgings.”  If  the  Prince  of  Wales  had 
such  an  official  on  his  recent  visit  to 
this  country  we  do  not  recall  that  such 
was  the  name  given  him.  Had  there 
been  a “harbinger”  he  surely  would 
have  got  into  the  news  as  did  about 
everything  else  concerning  the  Prince.

Such  a duty  fell  to  the  lot  of  some 
one,  of  course,  but  apparently  under 
another  title.  However,  that  is  not 
what  we  are  about  to  disclose.  We 
found,  thanks  to  Mr.  Webster,  that 
there  is  such  a thing  as  “harbinger- 
of-spring."  It  is  described  as  “a  small 
tuberous  apiaceous  early-blooming 
herb  of  the  eastern  United  States." 
Furthermore,  that  “it  has  ternate 
leaves  and  compound  umbels  of  white 
flowers.”  These  descriptive  phrases 
we  have  copied  with  care  and  are  con- 
fident the  compositor  will  see  that  they 
are  spread  before  the  readers  of  this 
column  with  particular  attention  to 
the  accuracy  of  spelling.  We  would

way  of  wasting  the  public  money.' 
The  committee  discreetly  explains  that 
it  does  not  urge  these  suggestions  be 
adopted  at  once  but  seeks  to  "stimu- 
late thought  about  these  programs, 
etc.’’  Now  to  our  mind  the  committeo 
lias  done  a good  Job  and  its  ideas  are 
sound.  Equally  reasonable  is  the 
question,  "How  and  where  are  you 
going  to  get  the  money  to  pay  for  it?" 
We  believe  the  answer  to  that  is  “By 
the  display  of  public  interest.”  It  need 
not  be  that  the  city  treasury  has  got 
to  be  tapped  for  all  these  things.  We 
do  not  believe  that  it  should  be.  If, 
however,  the  city  will  contribute  a 
share  that  would  help,  in  our  opinion. 
The  first  thing,  as  we  view  the  prob- 
lem, is  to  get  it  into  the  minds  of 
Newton  people  that  such-and-such 
recreation  facilities  are  needed.  Once 
that  thought  is  planted  it  will  grow. 
To  sit  back  and  wait  for  the  city  to 
take  the  initiative  is  not  only  a hope- 
less attitude  of  mind  but  it  reveals 
an  absence  of  “pep”  on  the  part  of  the 
people.  Nothing  interests  ihen  and 
women,  or  boys  and  girls  more  than 
a sense  of  proprietorship.  If  a group 
of  youngsters  pile  up  enough  pennies 
to  buy  something  for  a local  play- 
ground they  will  have  a greater  ap- 
preciation of  the  playground  because 
they  can  say  ,"I  helped  pay  for  that 
swimming  tank.”  Let  anybody  be- 
come sufficiently  enthusiastic  in  his 
local  pride  to  want  to  see  his  home 
city  have  the  best  there  is  and  con- 
vince him  that  his  energy  and  contri- 
bution will  help  towards  its  attain- 
ment and  you  have  your  project  well 
started  toward  success. 


“Greater  attention  should  be  paid 
to  National  celebrations"  says  the  re- 
port of  the  Recreation  Survey  Com- 
mittee of  the  Newton  Central  Council. 
We  have  waited  ever  so  long  for  some- 
body in  Newton  to  say  that.  It  is  a 
bit  of  advice  that  we  have  more  than 
oftce  felt  that  we  would  like  to  place 
before  our  fellow  citizens.  It  has 
seemed  to  us  that  other  Massachusetts 
cities  and  towns  have  displayed  more 
desire  than  has  Newton  in  the  pro- 
duction of  pageants,  the  holding  of 
parades  and  conducting  affairs  in 
which  all  the  citizens  have  an  equal 
share.  We  firmly  believe  in  such 
things.  In  fact  we  know  of  nothing 
better  to  promote  the  community 
spirit.  Newton  is  charged  with  being 
ultra-conservative.  Whatever  the  defi- 
nition of  that  phrase  it  undoubtedly 
means  that  residents  of  this  city  do 
not  go  in  for  public  demonstrations  on 
National  holidays.  Assuming  that 
there  should  be  more  observances  of 
this  character  we  wonder  why  New- 
ton has  been  so  reluctant  to  indulge 
itself.  It  has  been  our  duty  from 
time  to  time  to  witness  celebrations  in 
Boston  and  in  other  places.  Always 
the  thought  lias  come  to  us  that  New- 
ton should  do  its  share.  We  say  this 
because  we  firmly  believe  that  there 
could  be  held  public  gatherings  that 
would  interest  everybody  and  promote 
patriotism,  civic  pride  and  other 
ideals.  Newton  has  never  lacked 
patriotism,  to  be  sure.  Its  citizens 
are  generous  and  have  given  money 
where  other  cities  have  contributed 
less  coin  and  more  oratory.  We  think 
that  Newton,  which  enjoys  making  sub- 
stantial contributions  to  worthy  caus- 
es, would  find  pleasure  as  well  in  a 
patriotic  procession,  pageants  and  the 
like.  Of  course  many  prefer  to  “go 
away  for  the  holiday.”  That  is  their 
right.  Others  stay  at  home  and  we 
have  often  heard  them  say,  “There’s 
never  anything  to  do  in  Newton  on  a 
holiday."  We  say  there  should  be.  It 
may  lie  that  because  few  observances 
have  been  held  in  Newton  that  we  re- 
member a celebration  back  in  1892  in 
honor  of  the  anniversary  of  the  dis- 
covery of  America.  Our  boyish  fancy 
was  particularly  hit  with  the  parade 
that  was  held.  One  thing  we  shall  al- 
ways remember  was  the  magnificent 
decorations  of  flowers  on  Steam  Fire 
Engine  1.  It  may  have  been  that  we 
never  expected  to  see  a piece  of  fire 
apparatus  banked  with  flowers.  What- 
ever it  may  have  been  we  received  a 
thrill,  not  only  from  this  particular 
spectacle,  but  from  the  fact  that  the 
people  of  Newton,  the  militia,  the  dif- 
ferent city  departments  and  various 
civic  bodies  came  out  on  that  glorious 
duy.  It  you  know  how  proud  a boy 
can  be  because  he  lives  in  Newton  then 
you  know  the  feeling  we  hud  on  that 
day.  We  are  sure  that  such  a feeling 
could  be  aroused  today  in  the  hearts, 
not  only  of  all  Newton  hoys  hut  of  all 
Newton  people,  if  on  some  holiday 
there  was  held  a demonstration  in 
which  nil  classes  had  u part. 

Another  thing  that  impressed  us 
greatly  upon  reading  the  Reereution 
Survey  Committee’s  report  wus  its 
vision.  We  have  no  doubt  that  the 
committee  saw  not  only  the  needs  set 
forth  in  their  report  hut  also  the  pic- 
ture of  horror  tin  the  fuces  of  certuin 
taxpayers  at  the  bare  suggestion  of 
' spending  money  for  such  things.  Every 
| village  has  a group  of  citizens  who 
would  unhesitatingly  declare  ull  these 
ideas  to  bo  "mere  fuds”  ami  “another 


It  is  a source  of  regret  to  us  that 
the  campaign  to  obtain  gifts  of  books 
for  men  aboard  vessels  has  not  been 
more  intensive.  We  do  not  say  this 
in  a spirit  of  criticism,  for  we  are  cer- 
tain that  those  in  charge  of  the  mat- 
ter have  done  their  very  best.  Neither 
are  we  sure  that  there  hasn’t  been  a 
generous  response,  although  there  lias 
come  to  us  an  intimation  that  in  some 
quarters  at  least  disappointment  has 
been  expressed.  Our  own  meagre  of- 
fering was  received  by  an  official  who 
said  that  it  was  the  largest  of  the 
week.  There  were  not  more  than  15 
or  20  books  in  the  bundle  which  we  de- 
posited so  that  if  we  are  to  judge  by 
this  a more  general  appreciation  of  the 
situation  is  really  demanded.  A friend 
of  ours  who  spends  his  vacations  “be- 
fore the  mast”  and  who,  although  en- 
gaged in  the  newspaper  business,  likes 
to  have  a long  voyage  each  Summer, 
has  told  us  concerning  what  he  has 
seen.  He,  by  tile  way,  has  won  his 
papers  as  an  “ordinary  seaman,” 
which,  we  submit  is  pretty  good  for  a 
newspaper  reporter.  “I  have  seen  a 
sailor  reading  the  deepest  kind  of  a 
book  and  enjoying  every  word  of  it,” 
says  our  friend.  “My  observation  tells 
me  that  a fireman  is  eager  to  get  a 
book  on  engineering  in  order  that  he 
may  acquire  knowledge  by  which  he 
may  advance  himself.  In  fact,  books 
on  scientific  subjects  are  greatly  in  de- 
mand. You  have  no  idea  how  eager 
these  men  are  for  books.  While  I get 
a thrill  just  by  being  on  board  for  a 
few  weeks  in  the  Summer  th<^  other 
men  do  it  for  a livelihood  and  their 
case  is  different.  They  like  to  read 
ami  they  like  to  read  good  stuff  and 
not  trash.  I do  not  mean  that  all  the 
reading  should  be  ponderous,  but  at 
least  it  can  Ik*  clean  and  wholesome. 
Don’t  get  an  idea  that  the  men  on 
vessels  haven’t  the  brains  to  grasp  the 
best  of  literature.  They  have,  and 
they  can  hand  many  of  us  land-lubbers 
cards  and  spaded  on  the  choice  of  a 
good  library.” 


Our  schedule  of  travel  between 
Newton  and  Boston  will  have  to  be 
readjusted  in  order  that  we  may  ob- 
tain a ride  in  one  of  the  four  “new 
all-steel  coaches”  placed  in  service 
on  the  Boston  & Albany.  The  hours 
during  which  they  are  operated  are 
not  those  we  set  apart  for  our  daily 
excursions  to  and  from  the  gay  metrop- 
olis. But  there  are  to  be  more  even- 
tually— fifty  in  all — and  we  shall  have 
our  day.  Meanwhile  we  are  locking 
forward  to  the  opportunity,  content 
now  with  the  thrill  that  comes  of  the 
knowledge  the  new  coaches  “will  cost 
somewhat  over  a million  dollars.” 


Already  we  have  heard  a lament 
from  some  quarters  that  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  have  decided  on  brief  ses- 
sions. We  think  we  are  sound  in  our 
prediction  that  the  plan  to  “make  ’em 
short”  is  going  to  stick  and  that  those 
of  the  spectators  who  are  keen  for 
long-winded  speeches  are  to  be  dis- 
appointed.

DEATH  OF  KBKNKZFK  SHITE

For  a quarter  of  a century  Mr. 
Shute  was  superintendent  of  tin*  Sun 
day  School  of  the  Clarendon  Street 
Baptist  Church,  Boston,  and  for  the 
last  year  or  more  was  a member  of 
tin*  Newton  Centre  Baptist  Church. 

In  1878  In*  married  Nannie  J.  Mor- 
gan of  Boston.  She  died  several 
years  ago.  His  surviving  children  uro 
a daughter,  Miss  Dorothea  Shute,  a 
school  teacher,  and  u son,  Eben  M. 
Shute.  of  Springfield. 

Services  were  held  at  his  late  resi-

Mr.  Arthur  G.  Rotch,  for  a long 
time  director  of  the  New  England  Di- 
vision of  the  Red  Cross  has  been  ro 
tuined  by  the  Newton  Hospital  to  act 
as  u special  representative  of  the 
executive  committee  and  to  co-operate 
with  Miss  Allen,  the  superintendent. 
He  will  give  speciul  attention  to 
studying  the  problems  and  needs  of 
the  hospital  and  will  act  for  the  board 
in  the  purchase  of  equipment,  letting 
contracts  and  arranging  for  building 
operations  and  repairs.  He  will  re- 
lieve Miss  Allen  of  business  detail  and 
so  give  her  more  time  and  freedom 
for  her  other  increasing  duties  and 
responsibilities  which  the  growth  of 
the  hospital  impose  upon  her.  The 
hospitul  is  able  to  engage  the  services 
of  Mr.  Rotch  at  this  time  because  of 
the  closing  up  of  the  work  of  the  New 
England  Division  of  the  Red  Cross 
and  by  retaining  him  it  puts  itself  in 
line  with  the  accepted  method  of  hos- 
pital administratiou  as  it  is  being  de- 
veloped in  this  country.

Gault  Conceded  to  Be 

First  Makers  of  Soap 

Made  from  gout’s  tallow  and  beech- 
wood  ashes,  the  earliest  forms  of  soap 
were  used  by  the  ancient  inhabitants 
of  Germany  to  give  a reddish  color  to 
the  hair,  according  to  the  records  of 
the  historian,  Pliny  the  elder.  Al- 
though mixed  Into  hard  and  liquid 
material,  it  wns  not  known  as  a 
elearftdng  substance,  but  w’as  often 
employed  In  the  treatment  of  skin 
troubles. 

The  Gauls,  It  Is  said,  introduced  It 
into  other  parts  of  the  world. 

Today  the  yenrly  production  in  the 
United  States  Is  estimated  to  be 
tw’o  and  one-half  billion  pounds.  Not 
until  about  the  Second  century  of  the 
Christian  era  was  the  product  used  as 
a cleansing  article.  It  is  claimed,  and 
an  ancient  factory  for  manufacturing 
the  material  unearthed  In  the  ruins  of 
Pompeii  still  contained  a quantity  of 
It  in  n good  state  of  preservation. 

Northern  Spain  and  Marseilles  later 
became  the  chief  centers  of  the  in- 
dustry and  produced  large  amounts  of 
the  Castile  variety  from  olive  oil  and 
lye.  Earlier  accounts  of  the  existence 
of  soap  among  Asiatic  peoples  are 
believed  to  refer  to  some  kinds  of 
mixtures  which  were  devoted  to  pur- 
poses entirely  apart  from  those  of 
dyes  or  cleaning  substances. — Popular 
Mechanics  Magazine.

They  don’t  retire 
and  subject  what  they  find  in  the 
woods  to  a private  process.  They  give 
us  just  a little  sweet  water,  pretty 
thoroughly  diluted.  I have  tried  for 
mnny  years  not  to  give  the  world  just 
a bare  record,  but  to  flavor  it  with  my 
own  personality.

Duck’s  Use  of  Wings 

Do  ducks  use  their  wings  whilf 
swimming  under  water?  The  question 
is  discussed  frequently  among  sports- 
men and  nature  students,  and  opin- 
ions sometimes  differ.  Testimony  ol 
reliable  authorities,  suys  Popular  Me- 
chanics Magazine,  supports  the  belief 
that  various  species  of  ducks  and 
grebes,  loons  and  other  diving  birds  do 
not  use  their  wings  when  swimming 
beneath  the  surface  for  food  or  in 
trying  to  escape  capture.  A ruddy 
duck  was  observed  on  Luke  Michigan 
not  long  ago,  feeding  in  fifteen  or  twen- 
ty feet  of  clear  water.  As  it  got  well 
started  on  its  downward  plunge,  the 
wings,  about  two-thirds  extended,  were 
used  in  quick,  short  strokes,  at  the 
rate  of  about  one  a second,  to  assist 
in  propelling  it  and  in  rising  to  the 
top,  as  well.
